Labour  MPs 


delay  start 
of  debate  on 


councils  Bill 


Labour  MPs.  using  points  of 
order  and  procedural  moves, 
delayed  the  start  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  stage  of  the  Local  Gov¬ 
ernment  Finance  Bill  in  the 
Commons. 

They  object  in  principle  to  the 
Bill  which  is  to  validate  the 
system  of  raie-suppori  grants 
given  to  local  authorities,  which 
has  been  found  to  be  unlawful, 
and  they  are  complaining  that 
they  have  had  insufficient  time 
to  study  government  amend¬ 
ments  put  down  at  the  end  of 
last  week. 

Dr  John  rnnpi*E*|an|i  chief 
Opposition  spokesman  on  the 
environment,  said  that  be  had 
received  a  letter  from  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State  for  the  Environ¬ 
ment  (Mr  Nicholas  Ridley)  last 
Thursday  afternoon  asking  him 
to  agree  on  behalf  of  the 
Opposition  to  a  method  of 
procedure  for  the  consideration 
of  the  BilL 

That  letter  made  no  mention 
of  the  fad  that  later  that  day  the 
Government  intended  to  table 
38  amendments,  two  major 
revisions  of  clauses  and  a  new 
schedule.  These  matters  were 
not  printed  in  the  order  paper 
until  the  next  day  and  were  not 
available  in  the  House  until 
after  1pm  on  Friday. 

“This  means  that  nobody  in 
local  government  affected  by 
this  legislation  has  bad  an 
opportunity  over  the  weekend 
to  consider  the  legal  or  financial 
implications  of  these  changes.” 

It  would  be  to  the  dis¬ 
advantage  of  everyone  con¬ 
cerned  if  MPs  were  to  consider 
these  matters  today.  The  totality 
of  rate-support  grant  to  be  paid 
for  the  coming  financial  year 
was  involved. 

It  would  be  possible  far  the 
Speaker  (Mr  Bernard  Weather- 
ill)  to  accept  a  motion  to 
adjourn  to  enable  the  Opp¬ 
osition.  possibly  some  Tory 
backbenchers  and  certainly 
those  in  local  government  to 
consider  the  important  implica¬ 
tions  of  what  was  proposed. 

The  Speaker  said  that  the 
proper  place  to  debate  this  issue 
was  after  the  House  had  gone 
into  committee. 

Mr  Andrew  Bennett  (Denton 
and  Reddish.  Lab)  said  the  duty 
of  the  Speaker  was  to  protect  the 
rights  of  MPs  and  the  people. 
The  Government  was  legislating 
to  correct  errors  that  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State  had  been  found 
by  the  courts  to  have  commit¬ 
ted.  so  MPs  had  every  reason  to 
want  to  consult  with  local 
authorities  on  the  legal  implica¬ 
tions  of  this  legislation. 

The  Speaker  said  that  he  did  not 
control  the  order  of  business. 

Mr  Peter  Shore,  chief  Opp¬ 
osition  spokesman  on  House  of 
Commons  affaire,  said  that  the 
Speaker  should  give  his  view 
about  the  general  conduct  of  the 
business  today.  A  major  depar¬ 
ture  from  the  conventions  was  a 
great  disservice  to  the  House. 
The  Speaker  replied  that  ii  was 
not  his  role  to  give  his  view  on 
what  was  done  or  not  done  so 
long  as  it  was  in  order. 

Mr  Tony  Banks  (Newham 
North  West,  Lab)  said  that  this 
was,  in  fact,  a  matter  of  order. 
The  Borough  of  Newham  was 
grievously  damaged  by  the  Bill 
and  it  could  be  argued  that  the 


Government  was  abusing  the 
House  by  the  way  it  was 

proceeding. 

When  the  committee  stage 
started.  Dr  Cunningham  moved 

a  technical  motion  to  delay  the 
progress  of  the  BilL 

He  said  that  the  Government 
had  quite  consciously  and  delib¬ 
erately  breached  the  normal 

conventions,  bringing  in  a  very 
large  number  of  amendments  of 
a  technical  nature,  some  of 
considerable  length  and  one  of 
more  than  2,000  words,  thus 
making  it  impossible  for  MPs  to 
seek  any  legal  advice. 

The  nature  of  the  am¬ 
endments  seemed  to  make  a 
very  considerable  difference  to 
almost  23  per  cent  of  the  BilL 
MPs  were  really  being  asked  to 
consider  a  new  and  quite  dif¬ 
ferent  Bill  from  the  one  which 
received  a  second  reading  last 
Monday. 

It  was  a  measure  of  the 
incompetence  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Environment  that 
its  view  of  what  was  required  to 
clarify  the  law  seemed  to  be 
changing  from  day  to  day. 

Such  was  the  panic  in  the 
department  that  Mr  Ridley  had 
provided  them  with  notes  on 
.  clauses  to  the  BilL  But  these 
notes  referred  to  the  Bill  without 
the  amendments  of  today.  “We 
do  not  know  whether  the  notes 
are  of  any  real  value  to  us  or 
noL" 

Mr  Harold  Walker,  the  chair¬ 
man  of  the  committee,  allowed 
the  motion  to  be  debated. 

Mr  Nicholas  Ridley,  Secretary 
of  Slate  for  the  Environment, 
said  he  could  allay  some  of  the 
fears  on  that.  He  had  told  Dr 
Cunningham  that  there  were  a 
large  number  of  amendments  to 
go  down.  There  were  Opp¬ 
osition  amendments  as  welL 

Dr  Cunningham  would  be 
relieved  to  know  that  the  new 
schedule,  which  was  long  and 
complex,  simply  replaced  two 
clauses.  It  was  unlikely  that  it 
would  be  reached  today. 

The  amendments,  of  a  very- 
minor  and  technical  nature, 
clarified  and  improved  the 
drafting  of  the  BilL 

Dr  Cunningham  had  com¬ 
plained  that  the  Government 
was  slow  to  put  the  legislation 
down.  It  was  because  of  the  rush 
to  put  the  legislation  down  that 
further  revision  by  leading 
counsel  had  suggested  that  these 
amendments  would  clarify  the 
purpose  and  meaning  of  the  BilL 
Dr  Cunningham  said  he  had  not 
been  told  of  the  Government's 
intention  to  table  so  many 
amendments.  If  he  had  been, 
there  would  have  been  no 
agreenem. 

Mr  Ridley;  I  warned  him  that 
there  were  a  large  number  of 
amendments  to  go  down.  I  told 
him  that.  I  did  not  go  into 
details  or  the  numbers  of  these 
amendments  or  their  length. 
These  amendments  in  no  sense 
change  the  substance  of  the  BilL 
1  do  not  think  it  right  that  this 
urgent  Bill  be  delayed. 

Mr  Banks  said  he  accepted  that 
the  Government  would  even¬ 
tually  get  its  business  through 
the  House,  but  the  Opposition 
must  at  least  be  allowed  to 
consider  the  Government’s 
amendments  to  the  Bill  very 
carefully.

Language 
of  Bills 
is  praised 


The  language  used  by  par¬ 
liamentary  draftsmen  was  ex¬ 
emplary,  Lord  Belstead,  Min¬ 
ister  of  State  for  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  asserted 
during  question  time  in  the 
House  of  Lords.  He  said  that 
three  government  departments 
had  won  awards  in  the  past  year 
from  the  Plain  English  Cam¬ 
paign. 

But  his  claim  did  not  satisfy 
all  peers,  some  of  whom  said 
that  they  had  great  difficulty  in 
understanding  the  complexities 
of  some  Bills. 

Lady  Elliot  of  Harwood  (C) 
raised  the  issue  when  she  asked 
what  action  was  being  taken  by 
government  departments  to 
produce  information  in  plain 
and  straightforward  English. 
Lord  Belstead:  Action  is  going 
forward  on  a  number  of  fronts. 
Government  departments  are 
continuing  their  review  of 
forms,  led  by  the  Management 
and  Personnel  Office.  This  ini¬ 
tiative  has  resulted  in  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  more  than  15.500  forms 
and  the  redesigning  of  a  further 
21.000  forms  since  the  work 
began  in  1982. 

The  Management  and  Per¬ 
sonnel  Office  issues  guidelines 
from  time  to  time,  such  as  the 
booklet  issued  in  1984  called 
The  word  is . . .  plain  English. 

Lady  Elliot  of  Harwood:  That  is 
encouraging,  but  it  will  be  a  long 
time  before  the  ordinary  person 
can  understand  the  way  in 
which  Bills  are  drafted.  I  hope 
that  using  plain  English  will 
improve  this. 

Lord  Belstead:  It  is  the 
Government’s  view  that  the 
drafting  of  Bills  by  par¬ 
liamentary  counsel  is  exem¬ 
plary. 

Lord  Cledwyn.  Leader  of  the 
Opposition  peers:  Why  is  the 
Government  refusing  to  meet 
officers  of  the  Plain  English 
Campaign  to  discuss  legislation? 
Lord  Belstead:  i  confess  i  was 
not  aware  there  was  this  prob¬ 
lem.  1  know  of  three  gov¬ 
ernment  departments  or  organ¬ 
izations  which  have  won  awards 
from  the  [Plain  English]  Cam- 
I  will  draw  what  he  says 
to  the  attention  of  the  Manage¬ 
ment  and  Personnel  Office. 

Lord  Boyd-Corpenter  (CL  His 
enthusiasm  for  the  clarity  of 
expression  used  by  parlia¬ 
mentary  counsel  is  not  univer¬ 
sally  shared. 

Lord  Belstead:  There  are  prob¬ 
lems  occasionally  in  par¬ 
liamentary  drafting.  I  can  think 
of  some  plain  English  ex¬ 
pressions  which  would  not  be 
parliamentary  (laughter). 

Lord  Diamond  (SDPk  This 
House  should  accept  respon¬ 
sibility  for  maintaining  the  pu¬ 
rity  of  English.  Has  the 
Government  any  idea  of  setting 
up  a  committee  to  consider  how 
that  can  best  be  achieved? 

Lord  Belstead:  That  is  an  in¬ 
teresting  suggestion  and  I  will 
draw  it  to  the  attention  of  the 
Leader  of  the  House. 


Edwards  defends 
Pilkington  move

the  appropriate  funds  to  that 
effect 

If  there  is  other  expenditure 
on  security  services  which  might 
be  borne  on  other  votes,  it  would 
be  subject  to  foil  audit  by  the 
Comptroller  and  Auditor  Gen- 
ereL 

About  the  oMnmuucatioas 
project,  I  have  made  inquiries 
because  I  thought  that  that 
would  be  of  interest  to  the 
House. 

I  am  told  that  the  matter  is 
stffl  at  the  preliminary  stage. 
Nothing  like  the  sums  referred 
to  have  been  toned  and  the 
National  Audit  Office  has  full 
access  to  Ministry  of  Defence 
records.

updating  Lords

Peers  have  been  asked  to 
suggest  ways  to  overhaul  the 
procedures  in  the  House  of 
Lords  to  prevent  the  chaos 
that  has  led  to  friction  between 
the  Government  and  the  Lords 
at  the  end  of  the  past  two 
sessions. 

They  have  been  sent  ques¬ 
tionnaires  by  die  all-party 
working  group  set  up  by  Lord 
Wbitelaw,  leader  of  the  Lords, 
to  defuse  protests  about  the 
Government’s  handling  of  leg¬ 
islation. 

The  questionnaire,  to  be 
answered  by  the  end  of  this 
month,  pots  forward  the  idea 
of  a  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Lords  to  maintain  order,  in¬ 
stead  of  leaving  it  to  pews  to 
practise  “self-restraint"  Lord 
Hailsham  of  St  Marylebone, 
the  Lord  Chancellor,  has  no 
power  to  rule  on  points  of 
order  from  the  Woolsack. 

Traditionally  the  Lords 
have  not  Imposed  the  sort  of 
controls  seen  in  the  Commons, 
tat  rely  very  much  on  good  will 
and  convention. 

Peers  are  relatively  free  to 
put  down  any  questions  or 
amendments,  to  introduce 
their  own  Bills  and  to  call  for 
""  bates.  But  a  backlog  of 


legislation  at  the  end  of  the 
parliamentary  session*  led  to 
claims  that  some  peers  were 
abasing  their  rights. 

A  particular  grievance  from 
tiie  Government’s  business 
managers  is  the  practice  of 
some  peers  to  put  down  many 
amendments  to  Bills  at  both 
the  committee  and  report 
stages.  Peers  in  other  parties 
are  equally  annoyed  at  the 
hundreds  of  amendments  ta¬ 
bled  by  the  Government  to  its 
own  measures,  particularly  the 
Financial  Services  BOL 

But  any  idea  of  limiting  the 
detailed  scrutiny  of  Bills  Is 
bound  to  be  resisted  fiercely 
because  the  Lords  is  the  only 
place  at  present  where  new 
laws  are  guaranteed  a  dose 
examination. 

The  questionnaire  also  asks 
their  views  on  the  rules  of 
procedure,  the  legislative  wo¬ 
rk.  question  time,  debates, 
private  members'  Bills,  min¬ 
isterial  statements  and  select 
committees. 

Many  peers  do  not  believe 
that  the  questionnaire  will 
result  In  a  large-scale  re¬ 
ordering  of  procedures,  but 
might  lead  to  a  better  aware¬ 
ness  ef  the  present  ones.

Lord  Northfield  is  facing  a 
revolt  by  his1  fellow  Labour 
peers  and  by  Labour  MPs  over 
his  Bill  to  help  pharmaceutical 
companies  to  sell  more 
branded  drugs. 

The  peer,  who  was  formerly 
Mr  Donald  Chapman,  Labour 
MP  for  Birmingham  Norih- 
field,  has  been  campaigning 
for  a  change  in  the  patent  laws 
to  delay  the  right  of  companies 
to  make  cheap  versions  of 
branded  drugs.  This  abolishes 
the  tight  of  drug  companies  to 
make  cheap  medicines  based 
on  established  brand  drugs 
under  licence  during  the  last 
four  years  of  the  drug’s  20- 
year  patent  life. 

Lord’ Northfield  is  an  ad¬ 
viser  to  Merck,  Sharp  and 
Dohme,  the  drug  company, 
and  the  Association  of  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industries.  He 
attempted  unsuccesfully  to 
change  the  patent  life  of  drugs 
in  the  Government’s  Stents, 
Designs  and  Marks  Bill  last 
year. 

He  has  now  introduced  his 
own  Patents  (Amendment) 
Bill  in  the  Lords,  which  stands 
a  good  chance  of  becoming 
law  because  it  has  the  backing 
of  the  Government.

Man  left

A  man  who  discharged  him¬ 
self  from  hospital  cut  his 
mother’s  throat  two  days  later, 
the  Central  Criminal  Court 
was  told  yesterday. 

John  Phillipson,  aged  41, 
was  sent  to  Broadmoor  with¬ 
out  limit  of  time  after  he 
admitted  manslaughter  on  the 
grounds  of  diminished 
responsibility.  His  plea  of  not 
guilty  to  murder  was  accepted. 

Mrs  Barbara  Mills,  QCfor 
the  prosecution,  said  that 
Phillipson  was  a  science 
graduate  and  worked  as  an 
aero  engineer  until  1967  when 
he  was  admitted  to  the  first  of 
many  psychiatric  hospitals. 

Mr  Christopher  Barnett, 
QC,  for  the  defence,  said  that 
when  Phillipson  left  Shenley 
Hospital  in  Radley,  Hertford¬ 
shire,  the  clinical  psychiatrist 
in  charge  took  the  view  that  be 
had  no  powers  to  detain  hirh 
under  the  Mental  Health  Act, 
and  that  he  was  not  mentally 
ilL 

But  other  doctors,  a  social 
worker  and  Phillipson's 
brother,  David,  opposed  his 
release. 

His  brother  wanted  him  to 
stay  in  hospital,  and  went  to  , 
his  mother,  aged  75,  to  per¬ 
suade  him  to  return  to  hos¬ 
pital,  but  arrived  loo  late  at 
her  home  in  Chislehursi, 
Kent. 

Phillipson  told  him  he  bad 
killed  their  mother. 

Police  found  Mrs 
Phillipson's  body  badly  muti¬ 
lated.  Phillipson  had  also 
smashed  and  destroyed  vari¬ 
ous  items  is  the  house.  He 
told  police  he  bad  no  particu¬ 
lar  reason  for  the  killing 
except  “a  hatred  for 
mankind". 

Sending  him  to  Broadmoor 
for  the  “disgusting  and  horri¬ 
fying  killing",  the  Recorder  of 
London  Sir  James  Miskin  said 
doctors  agreed  he  was  and 
would  probably  always  be  “a 
danger  to  the  public  at  large 
and  himself".

Trade  war

Chemical 
leak  alert 


Geneva  (AFP)  —  Ameri¬ 
can  and  EEC  officials  made 
some  progress  at  a  secret 
,  meeting  here  on  Sunday 
bat  not  enough  to  avert  the 
'  growing  threat  of  a  trade 
war,  Europe^  diplomatic 
!  sources  said  yesterday. 

EEC  finance  ministers 
'  last  week  agreed  on  retal¬ 
iatory  tactics  against  US 
plans  to  impose  200  per 
cent  tariffs  on  certain  Euro¬ 
pean  goods  and  talks  here 
are  in  preparation  for  an 
attempt  to  defuse  the  de¬ 
pute  at  a  meeting  in  Wash¬ 
ington  next  week. 

-  US  sources  were  guarded 
about  die  meeting,  saying  it 
was  difficult  to  judge 
whether  or  not  there  had 
been  progress. 


Helsinki  (Renter)  —  An 
ecological  alert  was  soun¬ 
ded  in  Finland  yesterday 
after  it  was  discovered  that 
450  tons  of  a  highly  toxic 
chemical  fawl  leaked  into 
the  sea  from  a  storage  tank 
in  the  socthern  Finnish 
port  of  Kotfca. 

A  fire  Inspector,  Mr 
Kejjo  Asptand,  said  that 
the  leak  occnrred  between 
January  5  and  13.  It  was 
discovered  when  tech¬ 
nicians  from  a  chemical 
company  noticed  a  faulty 
valve. 

The  Environment  Min¬ 
istry  said  the  large  amount 
of  pollution  washed  into  the 
sea  made  It  fear  very 
serious  effects  on  the 
environment. 


Spanish  wages  talks 


Madrid  —  Spain’s  employers’  confederation,  the  CEOE, 
and  tiie  pro-Sodafist  General  Workers’  Union,  UGT,  began 
discussions  yesterday  on  a  new  social  contract,  against  the 
background  of  a  row  over  the  need  for  farther  lay-offs  in  in¬ 
dustry  which  is  dividing  the  Government  of  Sefior  Felipe 
Gonzfilez,  the  Prime  Minister  (Richard  Wigg  writes). 

Besides  wrangling  over  wage  increases,  which  the 
Government  wants  to  keep  to  5  per  cent,  the  unions  and  the 
employers  are  making  contradictory  demands  on  the 
Government  over  manning  levels.  Spain’s  employers  tell  the 
Government  they  win  only  be  able  to  compete  if  there  is  more 
flexibility  over  taking  on  labour  and  a  reduction  in  their 
present  social  security  contributions,  but  the  unions  oppose 
both  measures,  pointing  to  the  growth  of  the  temporary 
labour  contracts  introduced  by  the  Socialists.

The  Press  Trust  of  India 
said  fbip  gunmen  escaped 
in  a  white  car  after  killing 
Joginder  Pal  Pftndey  sad 
his  bodyguard,  Sofaan  Lai, 
both  Hindus,  in  the  indus¬ 
trial  dty  of  Ludhiana.

Bologna  bombing  trial  gets  under  way

The  icy  weather  is  coming 
to  the  aid  of  the  Greens  and 
the  Social  Democrats  (SPD)  in 
the  final  run-up  to  Sunday’s 
West  German  general  elec¬ 
tion.  Opinion  polls  suggest 
that  a  crucial  2  per  cent  or 
more  of  Christian  Democrat 
(CDU)  and  Christian  Social 
Union  (CSU)  voters  may  stay 
at  home,  reducing  the  conser¬ 
vatives'  lead. 

Only  a  handful  of  Green 
and  Socialist  voters  would  be 
deterred  from  voting  by  the 
odd  -  news  which  gives  a 
welcome  boost  to  the  already 
high  hopes  of  the  Greens. 

“This  iron  winter  of  the 
CDU-CSU  coalition  will  be 
followed  by  a  Green  spring,” 
declared  Herr  On o  Schily.  one 
of  the  Green  leaders,  at  their 
“Winter  Magic”  rally-cum- 
pop  concert  in  Offenbach's 
community -halL  The  capacity 
audience,  which  is  over¬ 
whelmingly  young  and  un¬ 
conventional,  reared  approval 
and  was  still  roaring  when  the 
next  rock  band  came  on. 

There  are  choirs  and 
oompah  bands  at  CDU  and 
SPD  rallies,  but  nothing  quite 
like  this.  The  world  of  the 
Greens  is  a  long  way  from  the 
young  achievers  —  the  Ger¬ 
man  yuppies  —  who  increas¬ 
ingly  vote  conservative. 

At  Offenbach,  a  rather  grey 
industrial  town  near  Frankfurt 
dominated  by  its  shoe  and 
leather  industries,  stalls  on  the 
fringe  of  the  rally  sell  coffee 
and  pamphlets  from  Nica¬ 
ragua,  and  lapel  badges 
deploring  the  slow  death  of 
German  forests  and  rivers. 
Posters  mock  the  CDU  slogan 
“more  of  the  same,  Germany” 
by  printing  it  under  photo¬ 
graphs  of  Chancellor  Kohl  in  a 
Nato  tank  and  West  German 
police  in  riot  gear. 

To  warm  up  the  audience  — 
young  men  with  long  hair  in 
leather jackeis.  girts  in  anoraks 
and  jeans,  many  with  young 
children  on  their  shoulders  — 
loudspeakers  pump  out  the 
action  call  of  Street  Fighting 
Man”  by  the  Rolling  Stones. 

When  the  Green  leaders 


finally  appear  on  stage  their 
speeches  are  interspersed  with 
jazz  and  rock  bands,  some 
from  the  Third  World,  singing 
songs  about  peace  and  free¬ 
dom,  and  political  cabaret  acts 
lampooning  the  West  German 
police  as  dull-witted  and 
vicious. 

But  the  atmosphere  is 
predominantly  gentle  and  tol¬ 
erant  Hen:  Schily,  who  has 
the  air  of  a  university  lecturer, 
liked  by  his  students,  plays- 
Bach  at  a  piano  on  the  stage 
and  then,  still  seated  at  the 
piano,  outlines  a  vision  of  the 
future  in  which  German  chil-

dren.  birds  and  fish  will  be 
able  to  grow  ,  in  peace  and 
purity. 

It  is  difficult  to  imagine 
Chancellor  Kohl  doing  this. 
But  the  Green  Party  pro¬ 
gramme  —  abolition  of  nuclear 
power  in  the  wake  of 
Chernobyl,  total  disarma¬ 
ment,  political  freedom  in 
East,  West  and  the  Third 
World,  women’s  and  minority 
rights  and,  above  all,  the 
environment  —  has  growing 
support  in  West  Germany’s 
hard-headed  and  money-mak¬ 
ing  society. 

Although  they  look  like 
remnants  of  the  1960s  alter¬ 
native  culture,  the  Greens 
have  struck  a  cord  with  mid¬ 
dle-class  West  Germans  wor¬ 
ried  about  authoritarian  trad¬ 
itions.  acid  rain  in  the  Black 
Forest  and.  most  recently,  the 
spillage  of  toxic  chemicals  into 
the  Rhine. 

In  any  case,  as  Frau  Eliza¬ 
beth  Noell e-Neumann  of  the 
Allensbach  opinion  poll  in¬ 
stitute  points  out.  many  of  the 
rebels  of  two  decades  ago  are 
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now  themselves  middle-class 
voters  in  their  40s. 

in  the  last  elections  in  1983, 
the  Greens  gained  27  seats  and 
more  than  5  per  cent  of  the 
vote.

Socialists  in  Austria 
split  over  leadership

Chadians  laugh  in  face  of  adversity 


Rescued  by  the  French  connection 


Austria's  Socialist  Party  was 
sharply  divided  yesterday  as  a 
bitter  row  erupted  between  the 
party’s  elder  statesman.  Dr 
Bruno  Kreisky.  and  the 
present  party  leadership  of  Dr 
Franz  Vranitzky. 

Dr  Kreisky,  who  was  Chan¬ 
cellor  between  1970  and  1983, 
resigned  his  honourary  chair¬ 
manship  of  the  Socialist  Party 
last  week  in  protest  against  the 
direction  the  party  was  taking 
under  Dr  Vranitzky,  the 
present  Chancellor. 

He  also  accused  the  Social¬ 
ist  Party  chairman.  Dr  Fred 
Sinowatz,  of  “betraying”  him, 
and  he  admitted  that  he  had 
made  a  “great  mistake”  in 
handing  the  party  to  him 
when  he  resigned  in  1983. 

In  an  angry  interview  pub¬ 
lished  yesterday  in  the  Aus¬ 
trian  weekly  magazine  Profit. 
he  accused  Dr  Vranitzky  of 
neglecting  the  interests  of 
millions  of  Austrian  socialists 
and  representing  only  “banks 
and  the  bourcoisie”. 

In  particular.  Dr  Kreisky 
condemned  the  Chancellor  for 
giving  the  Foreign  Ministry  to 


Herr  Alois  Mock,  the  leader  of 
the  conservative  People's 
Party.  Dr  Kreisky  said  Dr 
Vranitzky  had  been  foolish  to 
abandon  a  bipartisan  foreign 
policy.

Thus  foe  campy  Neo-Classicism 
of  Mariani  can  be  forced  to  show  a 
critique  of  recent  Italian  history,  or 
the  “voyeuristic'*  paintings  of  Eric 
Fischl  can  be  dealt  with  entirely  in 
terras  of  their  (or  more  correctly  the 
artist’s)  attitude.to  sexual  politics  in 
modem  America.  Tbe  feet  that 
Fischl.happens  to  be  rather  a  good 
painter,  in  a  traditional,  obsessed 
way.  is  as  irrelevant  as  the  feet  that 
Mariani  is  just  a  rather  feeble  rider 
on  the  coaiAails  of  recent  Pittura 
Colts  fashion.  What  matters  is  how 
convincing  a  story  they  can  spin 
about  their  basic  concept 

And  that,  finally,  was  the  problem 
with  the  whole  Conceptual  Art 
movement,  and  the  reason  that  is  is 
now,  except  in  Tomer  Prize  circles, 
so  largely  discredited.  It  was  not 
necessarily  a  confidence  trick  from 
the  start,  as  fogies  old  and  young 
like  to  daira.  On  the  contrary,  it  was 
very  reasonable  and  understandable 
foal;,  after  generations  where  foe 
impbriast  filings  m  art  were  form 
and  technique;  a  pendulum-swing 
should  bringartists  to  exploring  just 
lgmxjittjejprin  the  concept  needed 
to  tie  dofoed  in.  And  the  result  of 
foas'ixpTosafian  was  to  show  that 
fire  act  ofmaking  is  a  vital  part  of  all 
art,  and  fise  conception  not  just 
something  foal  happens  right  at  foe 
beginning  and  then  is  soullessly 
realized  from  the  first  blueprint,  but 
rather  something  that  resides  as 
much  in  the  continuing  process  as 
in  lhe  preliminary  thinking-out. 
This  is  tbe  main  reason  why  foe

political  works  of  such  as  Victor 
Burgin  and  Art  &  Language  look  so 
thin  and  dreary  now:  no  doubt  they 
make  a  statement,  but  that  is  ail 
they 'do,  and  one  is  reminded  of  the 
great  Sam  Goldwyn’s  remark  that 
the  place  for  messages  was  via 
Western  Union. 

It  is  surely  significant  that  Victor 
Burgin  is  quoted  in  the  book  as 
railing  against  foe  return  in  foe 
present  decade  to  painting:  “I  see 
the  return  to  painting  as  a  failure  of 
nerve,  rather  than  a  return  to 
pleasure.  I  see  it  as  part  of  neo- 
conservatism.”  It  is  all  foe  in¬ 
evitable  argument  of  foe  last 
generation  of  revolutionaries  that, 
once,  they  have  become,  the  new . 
Establishment,  the  ladder  hag  to  be 
kicked  (town,  foat  all  subsequent 
developments  must  necessarily  bea 
betrayal  of avant-gardeprinriples  as 
they  themselves  defined  them.  It  is 
interesting  to  see,  in  foe  present 
show  at  foe  Serpentine  (until  Feb¬ 
ruary  22),  which  is  devoted  mainly 
to  Stuart  Brisley  but  also  throws  in 
one  room  of  new  work  by  three 
others,  Ken  Currie,  Mark  Wallinger 


and  Glenys  Johnson,  that  the  same 
rearguard  action  is  still  being  fought 
right  up  to  today. 

Indeed,  the  principles  which  in¬ 
form  the  Serpentine  show  seem  to 
be  much  foe  same  as  those  at  foe 
ICA.  Stuart  Brisley,  one  of  foe 
chosen  at  foe  Royal  Academy,, 
offers  a  selection  of  works  from  foe 
last  few  years  under  foe  title 
Georgtana  Collection*  which  re¬ 
hearse  in  various  forms  foe  old 
familiar  preoccupations,  in  assem¬ 
blages  and  installations,  in  sound 
and  in  video. 

A  typical  example  is  1  =  66,666* 
a  sort  of  mesh  cage  in  which  hang  a 
number  of  plaster-stuffed  gloves  of 
various  kinds,  each  one  bearing  a 
bard-to-read  label  And  what  does  it 
signify?  According  to  foe  catalogue, 
“the  unremitting  negativity  of  a 
rigid  system  which  sets  rampant 
possessive  individualism  against 
moribund  worked sm”.  And  bow  do 
we  know?  Presumably  because 
Brisley,  just  like  some  minor  Vic¬ 
torian  every-picture-tells-a-story 
painter,  carefully  briefs  us  as  to 
what  we  are  supposed  to  see  in  it 


There  is  not  much  point  in  asking 
whether  this  is  an.  But  we  can  still 
reasonably  ask  whether  this  is  the 
way  an  is  supposed  to  work  on  us. 

Fortunately  foe  three  other  artists 
on  show,  all  of  a  significantly 
younger  generation,  do  apparently 
think  that,  whatever  their  concept, 
the  artwork  which  results  should  be 
free-standing  and  convey  to  us  all 
we  need  to  know.  Obviously  they 
are  all  in  various  ways  political.  Ken 
Currie  paints  in  an  old/new-fash¬ 
ioned  manner  scenes  from  foe 
proletariat’s  struggle.  Glenys  John¬ 
son  makes  paintings  out  of  hazy  and 
inexplicit  blow-ups  of  newspaper 
photographs  from  South  Africa, 
creating  a  feeling  of  unlocalized 
unease  rather  than  a  clear  message. 
Mark  Wallinger  adopts  traditional 
images  from  British  art  of  the  I8th 
century  in  order  to  shred  and 
trample  and  pervert  them  to  his 
own  ends.  For  all  of  them,  the 
message  is  important,  but  not  so 
important  as  foe  process  of 
transmuting  it  into  art

This  was  one  of  those  gen¬ 
erous  London  Sinfonietta 
sandwiches,  with  tough  slices 
of  Stockhausen  and  Xenakis 
around  a  yielding  centre  of 
Henze,  and  with  valiant 
efforts  from  schoolchildren 
hunting  music  against  foe 
foyer  conversation  in  the  long 
intervals  to  remind  us  of  the 
partly  educational  function  of 
this  “Response”  weekend. 

Its  almost  inevitable  over¬ 
running  curtailed  Henze's 
opportunity  to  speak  about 
the  two  new  pieces  he  was 
there  to  conduct,  but  I  cannot 
think  much  was  lost  He 
seemed  embarrassed,  as  well 
he  might,  by  the  formal  in¬ 
formality  of  speaking  im¬ 
promptu  from  foe  podium; 
besides,  the  entire  existence  of 
his  main  work.  An  eine 
Aeolsharfe,  is  to  affirm  the 
Romantic  notion  that  music 
can  subsume  and  transcend 
words,  since  its  four  move¬ 
ments  are  Morike  lieder, 
apparently  developed  out  of 
vocal  settings. 

Once  more,  then,  Henze  is 
unashamedly  composing  pro¬ 
gramme  music,  although  this 
small-scale  symphonic  poem 
is  also  a  guitar  concerto,  and 
its  special  qualities  of  inti¬ 
macy,  clarity,  middle-register 
warmth  and  harmonic  rich¬ 
ness  come  from  foe  evident 
wish  to  write  for  an  ensemble 
that  would  mirror  and  extend 
the  guitar's  sound.  There  is  a 
harp  as  the  soloist's  brother,  a 
siring  septet  without  violins 
but  with  viola  d'amore  and 
gamba,  a  sextet  of  low  wood¬ 
wind  and  some  mostly  dis¬ 
creet  percussion,  all  making 
for  a  study  in  brown  and 
silver. 

If  the  elegiac  and,  as  Henze 
described  it,  pastoral  mood  is 
at  the  same  time  that  of  foe 
poems,  it  is  also  a  personal 
response  to  the  music  of 
Morike's  time.  Henze  looking 
at  the  past  is  like  a  boy  looking 
into  rock-pools,  and  clutching 
up  beautiful  things  dripping 
with  the  difference  between 
the  two  elements. 

The  piece  is  something  of  a 
Belgian  trawl,  as  also  is  the 
much  shorter  KonzertstUck  for 
cello  and  ensemble,  with  its 
echoes  of  Schoenberg’s  First 
Chamber  Symphony.  Chris¬ 
topher  van  Kampen  was  as 
eloquent  as  foe  supremely 
delicate,  fine-toned  and  self¬ 
less  guitarist  David  Tanen- 
baum  in  the  Morike  music, 
while  Evelyn  Glennie  gave  a 
clear,  confident  and  compel¬ 
ling  performance  of  Stock¬ 
hausen's  Zyklus  and  Elisabeth 
Chojnacka.  grotesquely  am¬ 
plified.  was  foe  soloist  in  a 
new  miniature  harpsichord 
concerto  by  Xenakis.  .-1  L'ile

When  you  see  David  Bintiey 
as  foe  Red  King  in  Checkmate 
yon  realize  foe  difference  be¬ 
tween  jnst  performing  and 
really  interpreting  the  role.  He 
has  understood  what  the 
choreographer  intended:  what 
kind  of  person  be  is  playing, 
how  motivated,  and  be  lets 
that  become  apparent  through 
the  look  in  his  eyes,  the  angle 
of  bead  and  body,  the  weight 
and  timing  of  gesture.

Bat  careful  preparation  of 
multiple  casts  within  Sadler’s 
Wells  Royal  Ballet  ensured 
that  through  last  week’s  ter¬ 
rible  conditions,  when  some 
dancers  as  well  as  some  spec¬ 
tators  were  unable  to  reach  the 
theatre,  the  show  went  on  each 
night.

Death  of  a 
Salesman 

Citizens’,  Glasgow 

There  is  an  actor  from  Dundee 
called  Ron  Donachie  who, 
despite  being  mostly  the 
wrong  age  and  shape,  is 
cornering  tbe  market  north  of 
foe  border  in  major  male  roles 
of  foe  American  theatre-  Last 
year  it  was  a  fine  Stanley 
Kowalski  in  A  Streetcar 
Named  Desire.  Now  we  have 
his  Willie  Inman  in  Arthur 
Miller's  piece-by-piece  dissec¬ 
tion  of  the  Ameridan  Dream. 

And  a  towering  perfor¬ 
mance  it  is.  For  a  moment, 
when  he  is  finally  dismissed 
by  his  employer,  there  seemed 
a  danger  that  he  had  shot  his 
emotional  bolt  But  it  turned 
out  to  be  only  a  momentary 
waver  in  an  otherwise  re¬ 
morseless  build-up.  By  foe 
end  Mr  Donachie  had  wrung 
every  nuance  of  meaning, 
every  shred  of  passion  and 
pathos  from  the  play. 

The  rest  of  Giles  HavergaTs 
production  supports,  almost 
cradles,  the  central  role.  There 
is  a  uniformally  excellent 
supporting  cast,  especially 
Tim  Woodward  as  Biff  and 
Julia  Blalock  as  Linda,  and  an 
unexpected  but  most  success- 
fill  setting  from  Kenny  Miller: 
no  upstairs  and  downstairs 
but  two  steep  ramps  for  the 
bedrooms  set  either  side  of  foe 
kitchen,  all  in  off-white.

There  are 
no  concessions  to  naturalism 
■which  might  lead  11s  to  sup¬ 
pose  we  were  watching  some¬ 
thing  real.  Rather  everything, 
musical  background,  sound 
effects,  and  the  absence  of  all 
but  the  most  essential  props  - 
as  well  as  Willie's  own  lapses 
into  half-remembered  fanta¬ 
sies  -  conspires  to  remind  us 
that  this  is  a  presentation. 
Then  foe  raw  commitment  of 
Mr  Donachie  and  foe  rest  of 
the  cast  makes  us  see  and  hear 
moments  in  lhe  play  with 
greater  clarity. 

When  Charley  (a  delightful 
cameo  from  Harry  Gibson) 
says  to  Willie,  of  his  own  son 
Bernard,  that  he  does  not  need 
40  talk  about  something,  “he's 
gonna  do  it",  the  frustration 
we  fed  as  Willie  completely 
misses  foe  point  is  almost 
physical.  It  also  makes  it 
possible  to  see  that  the  play  is 
not  just  about  foe  American 
Dream.  There  are  not  much 
more  than  token  gestures  to¬ 
wards  Americanizing  accents, 
or  even  costumes,  which  has 
foe  effect  of  rendering  Willie's 
confusion  of  dreams  and  reali¬ 
ties  more  poignant  and  less 
spedficafly  rooted  in  a  {pen 
time  and  place.  It  is  a  thrilling 
piece  of  theatre  given  full  rein 
in  this  first-rate  production.

Facing  up  to  certain  death 


As  Social  Services 
Secretary  Norman 
;  Fowler  continues  his

reports  from  one  of 
the  first  hospices  for 
helpless  victims

The  rooms  in  the  former 
convent  are  small,  quiet 
and  bare  with  space  for 
not  much  more  than  a 
single  bed  and  a  chair  by 
the  window.  As  Norman 
Fowler  gazed  into  them  yesterday 
two  questions  were  in  bus  mind. 
What  must  it  be  like  to  come  here  to 
die;  and  how  many  places  like  this 
would  soon  be  needed  in  Britain? 

The  Coming  Home  hospice  for 
terminally  ill  Aids  patients  is  the  first 
Of  its  kind  in  San  Francisco  and  was 
the  first  stop  yesterday  for  the  Social 
Services  Secretary  on  the  opening 
day  of  his  fact-finding  mission  to 
America. 

The  hospice,  a  square  two-storey 
building  in  the  Castro  district  of  the 
city,  will  take  in  its  first  residents  in 
the  next  few  weeks  because  the 
public  hospitals  can  no  longer  cope. 

What  Mr  Fowler  is  finding  here  is 
a  city  which,  despite  huge  efforts, 
careful  planning  and  massive  spend¬ 
ing,  is  struggling  to  control  a 
fearsome  epidemic.  The  clear  mess¬ 
age  is  that  however  much  Britain  is 
already  doing  it  is  unlikely  to  be 
enough. 

Mr  Fowler  is  being  greeted  by 
health  officials,  doctors,  nurses  and 
volunteer  workers  who  are  almost 
exhausted  physically  and  mentally 
by  the  stresses  of  six  years  of  rapidly- 
mounting  casualties  among  their 
fellow  citizens.  Sooner  or  later,  he 
suspects,  British  cities  may  be  con¬ 
fronted  by  a  similar  crisis. 

San  Francisco  is  at  least  three 
years  ahead  of  the  UK  in  its 
harrowing  experience  of  Aids  and 
has  many  lessons  to  offer.  There 
have  been  just  over  600  British  cases 
so  far,  but  San  Francisco  passed 
that  number  in  1984  and  now  has 
almost  five  times  as  many.  More 
than  1,600  have  already  died.  The 
thousand  or  so  who  remain  will  need 
skilled  and  constant  care  for  the  rest 
of  their  lives. 

“Our  problems  today  are  yours 
tomorrow,”  says  Dr  .David 
Werdegar,  San  Francisco's  director 
of  health.  “The  people  who  are  dying 
now  became  infected  six  or  seven 
years  ago  without  knowing  it. 

“We  believe  another  70,000  peo¬ 
ple  are  infected  and  that  halt 
perhaps  more,  will  develop  Aids  in 
the  coming  years.  The  figures  in 
Britain  will  be  different  but  the 
pattern  will  be  much  the  same. 
That's  why  it  is  so  important  to  plan 
a  long  way  ahead  because  there  is 
nothing  any  of  us  can  do  to  stop  it." 

Dr  Werdegar  expects  to  have  twice 
as  many  cases  within  two  years  as  he 
has  now  and  twice  that  number  by 
1990.  By  then  about  half  the  sufferers 
mil  have  died  but  there  will  be  about 
4,000  desperately  ill  people  with 
Aids  -  four  times  as  many  as  now  - 
in  need  of  expert  care. 

Top  US  health  officials  predict 
270,000  American  cases  by  1991 
compared  with  29,000  now  and 
calculate  that  by  then  20  per  cent  of 
all  public  hospital  beds  will  be 
occupied  by  Aids  patients.  The  cost 
per  patient  from  diagnosis  to  death  is 
expected  to  be  at  least  £20,000. 

The  cost  of  funding  Aids  projects 
in  the  city  has  soared  from  about

£ 120,000  in  1 982  to  over  £1 0  million 
this  year,  almost  double  last  year’s 
figure.  In  addition,  there  have  been 
millions  of  dollars  spent  on  research 
by  the  University  of  California  at 
San  Francisco,  and  the  slate  gov¬ 
ernment  spent  more  than  £15  mil¬ 
lion  last  year  to  combat  the  disease,  a 
large  portion  of  that  going  to  the  city. 

But  San  Francisco's  Mayor, 
Dianne  Feinstein,  who  leads  the 
city's  Aids  task  force  of  experts,  is 
calling  for  much  more.  She  will 
pursue  her  demands  in  Washington 
this  week  when  she  attends  the 
National  Convention  of  Mayors. 
Such  dark  visions  of  the  near  future 
are  almost  too  awful  to  contemplate, 
but  Norman  Fowler  knows  they 
must  be  faced.  The  crucial  question 
is;  how  best  to  prepare?  . 

Much  of  the  answer  may  lie  in  how 
San  Francisco  is  fighting  the  Aids 
battle.  The  worst  affected  American 
city  after  New  York,  it  has  led  the 
way  in  challenging  many  of  the 
problems  and  has  become  a  model 
for  the  rest  of  the  United  States. 

It  has  built  and  is  constantly 
expanding  a  unique  network  of 
medical,  social  and  educational 
projects  to  tackle  the  crisis.  Aspects 
of  each  strand  are  being  studied  by 
Mr  Fowler  and  his  travelling  team  of 
advisers,' including  Sir  Donald  Ach¬ 
eron,  the  government’s  chief  medical 
officer. 

The  network  embraces  hospital 
intensive  care  and  out-patient  clinics 
for  sufferers,  home  nursing  services, 
and  a  huge  public  education  cam¬ 
paign,  expert  counselling  services  for 
those  who  may  be  infected,  and  Aids 
classes  in  city  schools.  It  relies 
heavily  on  the  voluntary  efforts  and 
co-operation  of  the  city’s  huge  gay 
population  and  is  striving  to  win 
support  from  all  ethnic  minority 
groups. 

The  hospice  programme  extends 
beyond  the  walls  of  the  Coming 
Home  unit.  Teams  of  trained  volun¬ 
teers,  nurses  and  social  workers 
provide  care  in  the  homes  of  dozens 
of  dying  victims  or  in  accommoda¬ 
tion  acquired  for  them.  The  whole 
project  is  aimed  at  lifting  the 


enormous  pressures  from  hospitals 
such  as  San  Francisco  General 
This,  the  city's  showcase,  has 
treated  many  hundreds  of  Aids  in¬ 
patients  and  handled  thousands  of 
out-patient  appointments,  running 
eight  such  clinics  a  week.  Last  April 
it  opened  a  new  20-bed  unit.  Ward 
5 A.  which  Mr  Fowler  will  visit 
today.  It  is  a  daunting  prospect  for 
any  visitor.  The  potted  plants,  sprays 
of  flowers  and  muted  pop-music 
cannot  disguise  the  fact  that  behind 
each  blue-painted  door  of  the  20 
rooms  someone  lies  dying.  All  the 
staff  here  are  volunteers. 

“You  have  to  want  to  work  here," 


says  Roberta  Wilson  from  foe  oncol¬ 
ogy  department  “It  is  a  battlefield. 
Each  day  means  getting  bade  to  the' 
front  line  and  fighting  for  these 
people." 

Dr  Paul  Yolberding,  the  hospital's 
leading  Aids  specialist  has  the  looks 
of  a  young  Marlon  Brando.  But  his 
face  has  grown  weary  from  facing  the 
daily  pressures. 

“I’ve  just  come  back  from  the  out¬ 
patient  clinic,"  he  says  in  a  sombre 
voice.  “Fve  never  seen  so  many 
people  waiting  for  attention.  It  is 
dawning  on  me  that  the  epidemic  is 
going  to  be  much  worse  than  I 
expected.  It  is  going  to  push  our

resources  to  the  limit  and  something 
fairly  dramatic  needs  to  be  done  to 
enable  us  to  cope." 

He  believes  the  hospice  project  is 
essential.  “First,  there  aren't  enough 
physicians,  nurses  or  beds  at  our 
hospitals.  Second,  the  treatment  we 
can  give  is  limited.  Third,  a  hospital 
ward  is  not  necessarily  the  best  place 
for  a  dying  Aids  patient  There  is 
only  so  much  we  can  do.  It  is  better 
for  the  patient  to  be  cared  for  fay 
those  closest  to  him,  at  home  if 
possible,  or  at  least  within  die 
community.” 

The  Coming  Home  hospice  has 
room  for  only  15  residents  who 
typically  win  be  men  in  their  mid- 
30s  whom  the  disease  has, turned, 
frail  and  prematundy  did.  hot  a  sad  ( 
paradox,  over  £20,000*  of  the  dona¬ 
tions  raised  to  frmd  the  hospice  came 
from  bingo  games  organized  by  local 
senior  citizens. 

The  avenue  length  of  stay  in  die 
hospice  before  death  has  been 
worked  out,  with  clinical  detach¬ 
ment,  at  45  days.  The  cost  of  dying  is 
£85  a  day  per  resident,  met  by  public 
grants,  private  funds  and  the  medical 
insurance  of  the  individuaL 

“We  expect  two  deaths  a  week," 
says  Bill  HaskeQ,  assistant  director 
of  the  project  “We  intend  to  provide 
skilled,  compassionate  care  for  peo¬ 
ple  making  the  journey  between  life 
and  death." 

Victims  like  Meredith  Mitchell 
may  eventually  be  one  of  them.  She 
is  a  32-year-old  landscape  gardener 
and  one  of  22  women  in  the  city  with 
Aids.  She  was  infected  by  her  lover, 
who  has  since  died,  and  who  caught 
the  Aids  virus  by  injecting  himself 
with  heroin  from  a  contaminated 
needle: 

“1  agreed  to  talk  to  you  because  I 
want  people  to  realize  that  yes, 
indeed,  women  get  Aids,  and  yes, 
indeed,  they  are  people  just  like  you 
and  me,”  she  says.  “The  only  thing  I 
can  do  now  is  try  to  help  persuade 
the  public  to  protect  themselves  and 
their  loved  ones.  Remain  faithful, 
use  a  condom,  avoid  drugs.  Teach 
your  children  the  real  facts  of  life  and 
don't  discriminate  against  people 
with  Aids.  They've  got  loo  many 
problems  already.”

How  a  Suffolk 
rector  is  going 
to  the  Dutch 
courts  to  reclaim 
parish  treasures 

Today  the  rector  of  a  tiny 
church  in  a  sleepy  Suffolk  • 
village  will  begin  a  court 
battle  in  Amsterdam  for  cus¬ 
tody  of  nine  carved  panels. 

.  The  Reverend  Dr  George 
Fattison,  aged  36*  has  thrown 
himself  vigorously  into  the 
attempt  to  reclaim  some 
carvings  of  Christ’s  Passion 
and  foe  Harrowing  of  HdL 
He  is  being  backed  by  his 
young  Scottish  wife,  three 
children  and  foe  150  inhab¬ 
itants  of  Stowlangzaft,  which 
has  no  pub,  school  or  shop. 

The  panels,  roughly  two 
foot  high,'  were  carved  in 
Flanders,  probably  in  Ant¬ 
werp,  in  about  1500  and 
given  to  the  14th-century 
church  in  the  late  19th- 
century  by  a  local  family. 
There  they  remained,  se¬ 
curely  unobserved,  until  sto¬ 
len  in  January  1977. 

Today  they  are  displayed 
in  the  Museum  of  Religious 
Art  at  Uden,  m  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  on  loan  from  atete- 
.  vision  producer  called  Ted 
Mooren.  They  are  insured  for 
£100,000. 

Their  passage  between 
these  two  eminently  respect¬ 
able  homes  was  sensational, 
involving  two  crimes  and  a 
plethora  of  conn  cases.  Their 
odyssey  highlights  the  clash 
between  British  and  conti¬ 
nental  law,  with  the  odds 
seemingly  stacked  against  the 
church  reclaiming  its 
treasures. 

When  next  sighted,  the 
panels  had  apparently  arrived 
in  the  Netherlands  in  the 
baggage  of  Tom  O'Reilly,  an 
Englishman  with  ambitions 
to  become  a  film  producer, 
whose  whereabouts  are  now 
unknown.

“ITs  not  a  very  churchy  thing 
to  do,”  says  Mooren,  “to 
impugn  my  character.” 

A  judgement  is  not  ex¬ 
pected  for  two  or  force 
months,  but  whatever  the 
vferdict,  the  church  wiS  be 
faced  with  a  bill  of  at  feast 
£10.000. ' 

“If  we  get  the  panels  back, 
it  should  be  easy  to  raise  an 
appeal,"  says  Mrs  Catchpole, 
the  churchwarden.  “If  not, 
heaven  knows  what  we’ll  do.”

^Christian  Dior's  collection  of 
1947  re-drew  the  nHiouetle  of 
women  who  M  mawpjhed  through 
the  war,  taking  on  men's  work,  in 
square-shouldered  utility  suits:  As 
the  first  of  the  long  skirts  swirled 
through  Dior’s  dove-grey  salon, 
below  jacket?  that  emphasized  the 
rounded  bosom  and  the  shapely, 
waist,  the  watching  women  tugged 
their  short,  stem  skirts  over  their 
knees. 

The  New  Look  was  a  romantic, 
nostalgic  creation  of  the  feminine 
woman  who  found  such  complete  . 
expression  in  dainty  Doris  Day  in 
the  Frankly  Feminine  1950s~  - 
Dior  himself  was  middle-aged, 
soft-faced  and  pudgy,  looking,  in 
0x3  Beaton's  wicked  phrase  “like 
a  bland  country  curate,  made  out 
of  pink  marzipan".  Dior's  inspira¬ 
tion  was  his  mother,  for  whose 
shapely  Edwardian  he 

sighed  in  a  bleak,  occupied  Paris. 
Her  son  lovingly  re-created  the 
hourglass  curves,  with  horsehair 
hip  pads  and  tutu  frills  -  of 
-underpinnings.  "Without  founda¬ 
tions  there  can  be'  no  fashion," 
proclaimed  Dior.  -  ,  ' 

Why  did  tins  costume  party 
vision  ofa  vanished  fashion  world  _ 
have  such  an  extraordinary  im¬ 
pact  that  even  today  Christian 
Dior,  who  died  in  1957,  isst3I  one 
of  foe  best  known  international 
names? 

Dior's  New  Look  captured  the 
spirit  of  the  tinKS,  the  yearning  for 
women  to  retain  to  their  tre- 
ditional  rote  as  wives  and  mothers 
and  re-buSd  family  life  after  the 
war.  The  profligate  yards  of 
pleated  skirt  fed  a  longing  for 


clothes  rationing.  It  also  infuriated 
Sir  Stafford  Cripps  at  the  Board  of 
.  Trade,  v*o  begged  womenJn  vain 
.  to  be  sane  aim  restrained  in  the 
jfore;  of  This  fashion  maringSL 

The  New  Look  —  chaste  and 
'  graceful  as  it  was —even  managed 
to  outrage  the'  moralists,  who 
preached  against  it,  tore  a  fashion¬ 
able  lady's  clothes  to  shreds  in  a 
Parisian  street  and  paraded  bill- 
boards  in  Chicago  proclaiming: 
"Mr  Dior  we  abhor 
Dresses  to  the  floor** 

The  same  outrage  has  always 
greeted  fashions  which  are  per¬ 
ceived,  often  subconsciously,  to 
reflect  much  more  than  the  length 
of  their  hemlines.  The  shingled 
heads  and  shortened  skirts  or the 
1920s  were  judged,  quite  rightly, 
to  be  the  revolt  of  young  women 
against  their  conventional  place  in 
society. 

Yves  Saint  Laurent's  see-  . 
through  blouse  in  the 
1960s  caused  a  furore 
not  for  the  two  small 
breasts  veiled  in  sheer 
black  chiffon,  but  because  it 
expressed  the  sexual  emancipa¬ 
tion  of  women  after  the  Pill. 

Punk  was  feared  for  revealing 
the  dark,  anarchic  side  of  youth. 
Trouser  suits  for  women  were 
banned  by  establishment  holds 
for  pointing  up,  a  decade  before 
power  dressing,  that  women  were 
making  it  in  a  man's  world.  Far 
the  same  reason,  male  scorn  was 
poured  on  the  padded  shoulder— 
until  Dynasty’s  women  overlaid 
toughness  with  glamour. 

We  have  bad  a  demde  of 
androgynous  dressing:  womanly 
curves  flattened  in  oversize  jack¬ 
ets;  mannish  fabrics  and  trousers 
for  women  accepted  as  the  norm; 
black  feather,  big  sweaters,  track 
suits  and  tnxedos  all  spanning  the 
sexual  divide. 

.  Now  the  androgynous  4980s  are 
being  challenged  try  an  updated 
New  Look,  which  re-establishes

"La  Difference".  International  de¬ 
signers  are  making  overtly  femi- 
.  nine  clothes,  curving  jackets  in  at 
foe  waist,  emphasizing  our 
rounded  hips,  and  focusing  on  the 
bosom.  These  curvaceous  and 
flirtatious  lines  are  coming  from 
young  and  streetwise  designers 
like  Katharine  Hamnett,  who  now 
believes  that  women  should  be 
independent  enough  to  choose  to 
be  feminine. 

Mom  revolutionary  still  ifethe 
tender  side  of  the  female  woman, 
expressed  by  Romeo  Gigli  in 
Milan  and  John  Galliano  in 
London  as  a  medieval-like  inno¬ 
cence  —  high  waists,  bared  shoul¬ 
ders  and  tendrils  of  sweet  curls. 

Next  week's  couture  collections 
open  against  this  fashion  back¬ 
ground,  with  the  unexpected 
renaissance  of  haute  couture  itself 
indicating  a  change  of  mood. 

1  asked  Marc  Bohan,  who  has 
already  celebrated  25  years  as  foe 
design  director  of  Christian  Dior, 
how  he  sees  the  future  of  foe 
house.  Dior  in  Paris  has  just 
completed  a  major  renovation  of 
the  premises  in  the  Avenue  Mon¬ 
taigne,  and  plans  to  expand  the 
worldwide  empire  with  a  new 
boutique  in  London  which  should 
open  later  this  year.  At  the  same 
time,  and  in  order  to  increase  an 
already  enormous  business, 
Bohan  plans  to  introduce  a  third 
line,  selling  less  expensively  than 
the  existing  ready-to-wear  which 
includes  both  menswear  and 
women’s  dofoes  and  accessories. 

"Christian  Dior  loved  foe  19th 
century  and  he  wanted  women  to 
be  feminine  without  the  frills," 
says  Bohan.  "His  inspiration  was 
Napoleon  1IL  but  he  thought  a  lot, 
and  it  was  his  technical  mastery, 
his  science  of  the  pleated  skirt, 
which  enabled  him  to  realize  foe 
New  Look.” 

Marc  Bohan  himself  looks  more 
like  a  scientist  than  a  designer  in 
bis  white  surgeon’s  overall,  black 
polo  neck  sweater  and  pin-stripe 
jersey  trousers. 


"Fashion  in  foe  1940s  had 
passed  through  a  very  strict  mas- 
cuhne  period,"  he  explains. 

Therealways  has  to  be  a  balance: 
and  Christian  Dior  wanted  to 
make  seductive  fashion  again. 

"We  are  in  the  same  position 
now.  l  have  always  had  a  certain 
smetness.  and  rigueur  in  my 
designs.  I  don't  like  decoration 
and  garniture.  But  young  women 
now  want  fantasy  and  fun." 

Mare  Bohan  counts  as  his 
favourite  diems  and  dose  friends 
Princesses  Caroline  and  Stephanie 
of  Monaco,  whose  portraits  nestle 
among  photographs  of  crowned 
beads,  Hollywood  stars  and  a 
grarious  Nancy  Reagan  in  his 
book-lined  office. 

Princess  Caroline,  chic  in  a  pin¬ 
striped  Dior  suit,  is  an  elegant 
example  of  the  Dior  image.  Her 
whacky  sister  can  be  relied  on  to 
show  off  foe  new  New  Look. 

Christian. Dior  created  the  1947 
New  Look  and  was  king  of  Paris 
for  the  next  decade.  Dior's  protege 
Y ves  Saint  Laurent  look  over  after 
the  master’s  sudden  death  in  1957 
and  still  acknowledges  his  debt  to 
Dibr.  Marc  Bohan  has  been  Design 
Director  of  Christian  Dior  since 
I960.  An  exhibition  to  celebrate 
the  New  Look  and  the  Christian 
Dior  years  opens  at  theMusiedela 
Mode  in  Paris  on  March  21.

Insiders  inside— but  how  long? 


Ministers  were  reported  yesterday 
to  be  planning  a  hurried  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  Criminal  Justice  Bill 
now  before  Parliament  which 
would  increase  the  maximum 
sentence  for  insider  dealing  from 
two  years'  imprisonment  to  seven: 
a  further  sign,  it  is  said,  of  the 
government's  concern  to  be  seen 
to  crack  down  on  City  fraud. 

Insider  trading  is  not  a  new 
phenomenon,  although  there  are 
suspicions  that  it  may  have  prolif¬ 
erated  in  the  present  climate  of, 
mega-takeovers.  Nor  has  any  case ' 
yet  been  proven  which  involved 
very  large  sums  of  money,  at  least 
not  very  large  in  City  terms. 

What  appears  to  have  changed 
since  Big  Bang  is  the  public  and 
political  attitude  to  wrongdoing  in 
the  City,  and  to  insider  dealing  - 
making  a  personal  gain  by  using 
knowledge  not  generally  available 
-  in  particular.  The  insider  may 
be  a  director,  an  employee,  a 
company's  professional  adviser  or 
a  civil  servant,  anyone  whose 
position  gives  him  access  to  the 
price-sensitive  information. 

Until  1980  this  practice  was  not 
against  the  law  in  Britain.  Indeed 
some  quite  reputable  scholars 
argued  that  it  was  not  only 
legitimate  but  provided  a  positive 
service  to  the  market  by  signalling 
forthcoming  trends.  And  even 
though  it  was  made  a  criminal

offence  by  the'  Companies  Act 
1980,  the  opinion  has  been  ex¬ 
pressed,  at  least  until  recently,  that 
it  is  essentially  a  victimless  crime, 
since  no  specific  individual  is 
tricked  unwillingly  out  of  his 
money  and  the  seller  may  even 
make  a  better  price  dealing  with 
an  insider  than  elsewhere.  . 

In  today's  climate,  no-one 
would  defend  these  views.  It  has 
come  to  be  recognized  that  what  is 
at  stake  is  confidence  in  the 
market  itself,  and  that  if  the 
insider  is  left  free  to  trade  for  his 
own  gain,  the  public  could  stand 
to  lose  and  might  thus  be  deterred 
from  investing.  A  government 
which  has  encouraged  individual 
shareholders  —  there  are  now 
more  than  9  million  —  plainly 
cannot  appear  indifferent  to  issues 
of  this  sort. 

To  increase  the  maximum  pen¬ 
alty  for  insider  trading  to  seven 
years  would  do  no  more  than 
bring  it  into  line  with  the  current 
tariffs  for  most  other  offences  of 
dishonesty.  Theft  carries  a  maxi¬ 
mum  often  years;  false  accounting 
seven;  obtaining  a  pecuniary 
advantage  by  deception  five.  To 
come  more  closely  to  our  present 
topic,  to  make  a  dishonest  or 
reckless  statement  —  e.g.  in  a 
prospectus  —  which  induces  an¬ 


other  to  invest  money  has  also  a 
maximum  of  seven  years. 

In  effect,  then,  insider  dealing  is 
being  elevated  from  what  seven 
years  ago  was  no  crime  at  aD  to  an 
offence  which  is  on  all  fours  with 
fraud.  If  this  is  a  fair  reflection  of 
public  attitudes,  the  amendment 
looks  reasonable. 

It  is,  however,  difficult  to  resist 
the  conclusion  thaii  insider  trading 
has  been  singled  out  for  exemplary 
treatment  largely  because  it  has 
become  linked  in  people's  minds 
with  the  Guinness  saga. 

But  the  information  available  so 
for  tends  to  suggest  that  the  heart 
of  the  Guinness  affair  is  not  so 
much  insider  dealing  as  breaches 
of  the  Companies  Act  What  is 
alleged  to  have  occurred  there  is  a 
company  law  offence  —  providing 
financial  assistance  towards  the 
purchase  of  a  company’s  own 
shares.  For  this,  until  December 
1981,  the  penalty  was  only  a  fine 
of  £100— mockingly  compared  by 
Jim  Slater  with  a  parking  ticket 
Hie  current  maximum  sentence 
for  any  individual  involved  is  two 
years’  jafl.  > 

Although  in  the  light  of  the 
millions  of  pounds  worth  of 
.damage  done  to  investors  add  to 
market  confidence  generally  by 
the  Guinness  affair  there  is  a  dear 
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case  for  increasing  this  penalty 
also,  this  may  not  be  necessary. 
The  Financial  Services  Act  1986 
has  established  a  new  offence  of 
“creating  a  false  or  misleading 
impression  as  to  the  market  in  any 
investments  or  their  price  or 
value".  When  this  provision 
comes  into  force  the  penalty  wOl 
be  seven  years. 

But  it  is  not  only  maximum 
lties  which  may  deter  wrong- 
practices  such  as  insider  deal¬ 
ing.  What  may  matter  for  more  to 
the  criminal  than  the  punishment 
is  the  likelihood  of  being  caught 

In  this  respect  the  insider  trader 
may  actually  be  worse  off  than  an 
ordinary  criminal.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Trade  has  at  its  disposal 
quite  draconian  powers.  Its 
inspectors  can  compel  anyone 
connected  with  a  company  that  is 
under  investigation  to  answer 
questions  on  oath.  This  may  even 
include  questions,  that  if  an¬ 
swered,  would  incriminate. 

For  the  suspected  insider  dealer 
there  is  no  right  to  silence,  and  no 
right  to  plead  any  US  constitu¬ 
tional  amendment  It  is  these 
searching  investigatory  powers 
rather  than  the  penalty  which’ 
may,  in  the  long  nir^  prove  to  be 
the  better  safeguard  against  insider 
dealing  in  this  country.

Programmed  to  choose 


Since  it  was  I  who  put  up 
the  hare  that  has  been 
chased  through  the  corres¬ 
pondence  columns  for  the 
past  few  weeks,  I  would  like  to 
come  back  to  foe  subject  today. 
The  hare  was  my  contention  that 
some  people  are  evil  though  most 
people  are  not,  and  that,  short  of 
psychopathic  derangement,  all  hu¬ 
man  beings  know  the  difference 
between  right  and  wrong,  even  if 
they  decide  to  do  wrong;  for  good 
measure,  I  insisted  that  we  have  a 
choice  in  the  matter,  and  that 
therefore  it  is  not  at  all  absurd  or 
paradoxical  lo  speak  of  people 
choosing  to  be  evil.  I  concluded 
that  the  most  heartening  thing  I 
know  about  the  human  race  is 
that,  faced  with  the  choice,  most 
people  choose  to  be  good. 

My  thesis  was  challenged,  head- 
on.  by  Mr  Wilfred  Beckerman, 
who  declared  that  my  case  was 
meaningless,  since  he  and  I  and 
everybody  else  are  genetically 
programmed  long  before  birth  and 
in  every  particular,  so  that  what 
we  do,  whether  we  are  St  Francis 
of  Assisi  or  Hitler,  is  not  our  fault 
He  allowed  that  people  who,  say, 
murder  others,  are  a  menace  to 
society  and  must  be  locked  up.  but 
not  because  they  are  “bad”,  which 
means  nothing  (any  more  than 
“good”  does):  locking  them  up  is 
merely  a  matter  of  society’s  conve¬ 
nience.  In  other  words,  we  have  no 
free  will  at  all.  we  are  nothing  but 
automata,  and  the  accident  of  our 
genes  determines  how  we  behave 
from  birth  to  death.  Now  read  on. 

The  trouble  with  arguments  like 
Mr  Beckerman’s  is  that  they  are 
wholly  self-contained,  and  there¬ 
fore  irrefutable;  the  foci  —  and  it  is 
a  feet  —  that  throughout  all  history 
the  human  race  in  its  entirety  has 
gone  on  the  assumption  that  we  do 
have  free  will  cannot  dent  the 
argument;  we  have  been  pro¬ 
grammed  to  believe  in  the  chi¬ 
mera.  Nor  can  we  rely  on  the  fact 
that  Mr  Beckerman  never  steps  off 
the  kerb  without  looking  to  see  if  a 
bus  is  bearing  down  upon  him, 
though  the  bus  driver  has  already 
been  programmed  either  to  miss 
him  or  hit  him;  he  has  been 
programmed  to  look  both  ways, 
and  to  skip  nimbly  back  to  the 
pavement  if  he  sees  a  bus  (while, 
presumably,  the  programmed 
driver  swerves  to  miss  him,  and 
then  swerves  back  because  he  has 
been  programmed  to  miss  the 
cyclist  coming  the  other  way,  or 
not,  as  the  case  might  be). 

Now  it  is  quite  impossible  to 
prove  to  the  people  who  write  to 
me  in  green  ink,  complaining  that 
the  Pope  and  the  Queen  Mother 
are  putting  thought-rays  into  their 
heads  from  outer  space,  that  His 
Holiness  and  Her  Majesty  are 
doing  no  such  thing.  I  don't  mean 
that  it  is  impossible  to  convince 
the  complainants:  I  mean  that  it  is 
logically  impossible  to  refine  the 
claim  at  alL  There  comes,  how¬ 


ever,  a  point  at  which  the  extreme 
unlikelihood  of  the  accusation 
must  be  considered  sufficient; 
most  of  us  do  not  believe  that  such 
august  figures  are  malefactors,  nor 
that  even  if  they  are  they  are 
equipped  with  so  terrifying  a 
weapon,  and  when  we  are  told  that 
it  is  impossible  for  us  to  be  quite 
sure  that  that  is  so,  we  answer  that 
the  degree  of  sureness  we  already 
have  is  quite  sufficient. 

Thus  it  must  be  with  Mr 
Beckerman.  The  quite  excep¬ 
tionally  great  probability  that  he  is 
a  prize  booby  is  not,  and  never  can 
be.  conclusive  proof  that  he  is; 
even  if  I  were  to  recommend  that 
he  should  take  three  months  off 
and  spend  the  time  reading  the 
entire  works  of  Professor  Sir  Karl 
Popper,  it  would  have  no  effect; 
Mr  Beckerman  would  discover 
that  he  had  been  programmed  to 
reject  Sir  Karl's  arguments  (or 
possibly  to  foil  to  understand 
them),  and  we  should  all  be  back 
where  we  started.  As  for  the 
admirable  letter  from  the  Arch¬ 
bishop  .of  York,  there  is.  np_. 
denying  that  he  might  have  been 
genetically  programmed  to  write 
it,  so  His  Grace's  combination  of 
profound  analytical  argument  and 
practical  wisdom  count  for  noth¬ 
ing  in  the  face  of  the  determinists* 
conviction  that  he  is  nothing  but 
“a  form  of  infinitely  variable 
robot”.  (Sony,  Archbish.) 

My  own  interest,  however,  is 
not  in  the  argument  over  deter¬ 
minism.  It  is  what  the  existence  of 
the  determinist  argument  (even  in 
a  form  for  less  obviously  silly  than 
Mr  Beckennan’s)  has  led  to.  And 
here  I  return  to  the  theme  that  I 
have  been  writing  about  so  much 
lately:  responsibility..  ■ 


this  is  the  point  at  which  Mr 
Beckerman  busts  his  weslrit  with 
laughing  —  a  soul  to  point  out  the 
difference  between  right  and 
wrong. 

If  you  are  embarrassed  by  my 
use  of  so  old-foshioned  a  word  as 
soul  try  conscience,  or  even  the 
Categorical  Imperative,  though  I 
fear  both  of  those  will  also  have 
Mr  Beckerman  in  stitches.  In  feet  I 
am  sure  they  wifi,  for  in  the  article 
I  have  referred  to  he  also  said  this: 
“Suppose  we  took  two  people  with 
identical  genetic  endowments  and 
identical  environmental  experi¬ 
ence,  would  we  expect  them  to  be 
capable  of  behaving  differently  in 
any  particular  situation?” 
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Obviously,  if  the  deter¬ 
minist  case  is  true,  we 
have  no  responsibility 
for  our  actions,  because 
responsibility  itself  is  a  meaning¬ 
less  concept.  True,  we  may  find 
ourselves  locked  up  for  what  are 
conveniently  called  “crimes”,  or 
bankrupt  because  of  what  is 
nicknamed  “fecklessness”,  or 
criticized  by  me  as  indulging  in 
what  I  am  programmed  to  refer  to 
as  “greed”,  “selfishness”  or  even 
“our  own  fault”.  But  none  of  that 
means  anything,  because  what¬ 
ever  we  have  done  or  failed  lo  do 
was  predestined. 

•  Well,  I  have  been  programmed, 
silly  old  infinitely  variable  robot 
that  I  am,  to  believe  that  the 
greatest  single  danger  to  societies 
like  ours  is  the  rising  tide  of 
irresponsibility  —  the  word  being 
used  in  its  literal  rather  than 
colloquial  sense.  When  I  ask  why 
we  should  not  be  rebuked  for 
wrongdoing,  held  to  our  agree¬ 
ments,  dunned  when  we  do  not 
pay,  punished  when  we  break  the 
law,  I  am  asking  why  we  should 
not  be  held  responsible  for  our 
actions.  And  my  question,  of 
course,  is  based  upon  my  convic¬ 


tion  —  which,  until  only  a  few 
years  ago,  was  everybody’s  convic¬ 
tion  —  that  unless  we  are  truly 
.deranged,  our  actions  are  within 
our  control.  When,  as  in  my  most 
recent  comment  on  this  subject  — 
on  debt  and  credit  —  I  argued  that 
those  who  get  into  debt  by  running 
up  bills  they  know  in  advance  they 
cannot  pay  are  blameworthy,  I  am 
told  that  some  people  are  weak 
and  foolish.  I  know  they  are; 
indeed,  in  one  way  or  another,  we 
are  all  weak  and  foolish.  Nor 
would  I  send  to  the  Marshalsea  or 
the  workhouse  those  who  have 
gone  on  a  spending  spree  with  a 
fistful  of  credit  cards;  1  am  not 
interested  in  punishing  sudb  peo¬ 
ple,  only  in  making  them  under¬ 
stand  that  they  are  culpable. 

But  they  are  culpable  only  if 
they  have  free  will.  One  of  the 
reasons  Mrs  Thatcher  causes  such 
indignation  is  that  her  entire 
approach  to  society  is  based  on  her 
instinctive  rejection  of  the  argu¬ 
ment  that  we  are  robots,  and 
therefore  cannot  be  blamed  for 
what  we  do.  Indeed,  I  go  too  for 
myself  when  1  use  the  word 
“society”;  there  is  no  such  thing, 
only  a  number  of  separate  human 
beings,  each  of  whom  has  a  life  to 
make  or  mar.  a  responsibility  for 
,his  or  her  actions,  and  above  all  — 


Wefl,  yes,  we  would, 
actually,  because  the 
unique  individuality 
of  every  person  im¬ 
plies  a  unique  unpredictability  as 
well;  it  would,  in  fact,  be  astound¬ 
ing  if  we  ever  found  a  pair  of 
people  who,  with  “identical  ge¬ 
netic  endowments  and  identical 
environmental  experience’* 
invariably,'  or  even  usually,  be¬ 
haved  the  same  in  any  particular 
situation.  Or,  to  put  it  more 
simply,  there  are-no  such  pairs  of 
people. 

What  is  so  curious  about  the 
modem  rejection  of  responsibility 
is  that  you  have  only  to  look  out  of 
the  window  to  see  the  effects  of 
irresponsibility,  whatever  the 
cause  of  it.  There  is  nothing  so 
dreadful  —  drug-pushing,  vi¬ 
olence.  rape.  Aids  -  that  it  cannot 
be  ascribed,  by  the  New  Determin- 
ists,  to  something  other  than 
wickedness  —  usually  Mrs  Thatch¬ 
er  or  her  policies.  Unemployment, 
the  condition  of  the  inner  dries, 
the  existence  of  nuclear  weapons, 
the  low  pay  of  teachers,  racism. 
United  States  policy  towards 
Nicaragua,  sun-spots,  thought- 
rays  from  the  Pope  and  the  Queen 
Mother  —  all  these  exist,  and  all 
must  have,  in  one  way  or  another, 
an  effect.  But  if  you  argue,  as  more 
and  more  it  is  argued,  that  the  only 
relevant  factor  is  the  pressure  of 
conditions  on  people,  you  are 
dehumanizing  the  people,  and 
turning  them  in  truth  into  in¬ 
finitely  variable  robots.  What  is 
more,  those  who  argue  in  such  a 
fashion  are  still  under  an  obliga¬ 
tion  — which  none  of  them  accepts 
—  to  explain  why  the  great 
majority  of  those  who  feel  the 
same  pressure  of  the  same  con¬ 
ditions  are  able  to  resist  it  and 
remain  uncriminaJ,  un violent, 
un  drugged,  unracist  and  un- 
determinisL 

I  believe  that  the  explanation  is 
that  most  people  are  still  instinc¬ 
tively,  possessed  of  the  belief  that 
they  are  responsible  for  their 
actions  and  their  lives,  and  that 
that  is  why  they  choose  to  be  and 
do  good  rather  than  evfl.  To  tell 
them  otherwise  is  the  height  of 
irresponsibility.

Amid  the  avalanche  of  attacks  bn 
“bourgeois  liberalism”  from  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Chinese  army, 
press,  writers,  lawyers,  and  peas¬ 
ants,  scrambling  to  distance  them¬ 
selves  as  for  and  fast  as  possible 
from  the  disgraced  general  sec¬ 
retary,  Hu  Yaobang,  one  foci 
stands  out  the  Communist  Party’s 
hatred  and  envy  of  the  West. 

Over  the  weekend,  Hu’s  succes¬ 
sor,  Zhao  Ziyang  (who  retains  for 
the  present  his  position  as  pre¬ 
mier)  assured  a  group  of  Hungar¬ 
ian  visitors  that  the  recent 
“personnel  changes”  would  not 
inhibit  the  country's  economic 
reform,  and  that  intellectuals 
would  continue  to  be  “treasured”. 
But  the  premier  also  said  that 
Peking  would  be  “pinpointing  the 
rampant  spread  of  bourgeois  lib¬ 
eralization  fora  time  in  China”. 


The  western  flower 
that  may  not  bloom 


Bourgeois  liberalism  is  usually 
crudely  defined  in  China  as  an  all- 


out  worship  of  everything  western 
or.  more  crudely  still  as  opp¬ 
osition  to  the  party,  foe.people,  the 
state  and  the  forces  of  history. 
This  was  the  case  made  against  the 
astrophysicist  Fang  Lizhi.  vice- 
president  of  Hefei  University  — 
Hefei  was  the  scene  of  the  first 
student  demonstrations  last 
month  —  when  he  was  purged 
from  the  party,  on  Sunday.  Fang, 
the  provincial  party  emphasized, 
should  have  stuck  to  unravelling 
“the  mysteries  of  the  universe” 
and  stayed  away  from  “theories  of 
democracy  and  freedom.” 


This  is  the  old  reformers'  di¬ 
lemma  in  China.  Since  the  19th 
century  they  have  tried  to  divide 
jdxue  wei  yong.  “western  learning 
for  practical  matters”,  from 
zhongxue  weiti,  “Chinese  learning 
for  the  fundamentals”.  Chinese 
diplomats  abroad  have  been 
attempting  to  make  this  distinc¬ 
tion  all  week  to  foreigners  wanting 
to  know  the  current  attitude 
towards  the  West,  if  the  attacks  on 
bourgeois  liberalism  are  not -to  be 
taken  as  a  sign  that  the  Open  Door 
is  yet  again  about  to  clang  shuL 

The  argument  about  how  much 
of  the  West  should  be  taken  on 
board,  and  why  China  is  not  as 
advanced  as  some  of  its  non- 
communist  neighbours,  notably 
Taiwan  and  South  Korea,  is  not 
always  advanced  in  arcane  quota¬ 
tions  or  crude  slogans,  however. 
When  the  case  against  “complete 
westernization”  is  made  fully,  it 
includes  a  recognition  that  many 
young  Chinese  have  lost  faith  in 
Marxism-Leninism,  and  that  the 
Communist  Party  itself  has  made 
mistakes.  The  arguments  are  a 
reminder  of  the  tragic  past  and  the 
special  problems  or  vast  countries, 
y  officii 


Party  officials  do  not  shrink  from 


adm  issions  of  -  mismanagement 
but  cling  to  the  article  of  foith  that 
only  socialism,  never  well  defined, 
can  modernize  China  and,  more 
important  still  shield  it  from  the 
ravages  of  capitalism. 

In  a  long  article  last  week.  Chen 
Junsheng,  vice-president  of  the 
All-China  Federation  of  Trade 
Unions,  made  the  case  for  clinging 
to  socialism  in  the  face  of  western 
temptation.  There  are  Chinese 
who  say  that  socialism  is  inferior 
to  capitalism,  Chen  conceded. 
They  neglect  the  historical  and 
contemporary  realities. 

In  the  I9th  century,  Chen 
observed,  the  West  dismembered 
China,  which  was  trying  to  learn 
from  it  He  quotes  Mao:.  “China 
wanted  to  make  western  nations 
its  teachers ...  but  why  did  the 
teachers  always  beat  the  stu¬ 
dents?”  It  was  socialism  which 
ended  the  bullying. 

But  there  is  no  point  Chen  goes 
on,  in  comparing  China  -  poor, 
backward  and  populous  —  with 
the  USA.  which  has  enjoyed  a  long 
period  of  peaceful  development 
based  on  its  rich  resources  and  the 
reaping  of  great  profits  during  the 
two  world  pars.  Only  since  Deng 


Xiaoping’s  reforms  took  hold 
eight  years  ago, -he  says,  has  the 
country  begun  to  move  ahead. 

As  foe  Taiwan  and  South  Korea 
(Chen  is  careful  not  to  mention 
Japan),  they  have  received  huge 
amounts  ofUS  aid  to  ensure  their 
development  in  America’s  inter¬ 
ests.  For  China,  there  can  be  no 
short  oil  Look  at  India,  urges 
Chen:  like  China  it  is  big,  over- 
populated,  and  poor,  and  despite 
“taking  the  capitalist  road”  and 
receiving  vast  sums  of  US,  British, 
and  Soviet  aid,  it  remains  poor. 
Indeed,  Chen  notes,  most  capital¬ 
ist  countries  are  poor. 

But  China  is  not  only  poor,  it  is 
-somehow  defenceless.  If  foreign 
capita]  enters  it  too  rapidly, 
“China's  market  and  China’s  na¬ 
tional  economy  would  soon  be 
destroyed . .  .  it  mil  inevitably  be 
controlled  by  others  in  political 
affairs.”  There  could  even  be  one 
coup  after  another. 

This  is  the  primordial  Chinese 
fear  of  “lutuT  or  chaos.  Chen  is 
malting  the  same  argument  as 
those  who  crush  a  single  writer 
because,  bad  ideas,  like  bacteria, 
can  infect  an  entire  healthy  body. 
However  devoted  people  may 
become  to  socialism,  they  remain 
susceptible  to  what  Trotsky  called 
the  sugar-coated  bullets  of  the 
bourgeoisie.  It  is  not  so  much  the 
enemy,  but  poisonous  ideas  that 
never  sleep.

Moving  house  wouldn't  be  too 
bad  if  it  merely  provided  evidence 
of  the  absurd  laws  which 
encourage  people  to  offer  to  buy 
houses  they  don't  intend  to  buy; 
absurdly  high  taxes  which  make 
people  bay  houses  they  don’t  want 
in  order  to  hang  on  to  some  cf 
their  own  money;  the  absurdities 
of  building  societies  stodgily  sehd- 
afl  communications  to  bead 
in  an  attempt  to  outdo  the 


delays  engineered  by  the  national¬ 
ized  postal  system,  and  the  more 
general  and,  perhaps,  inevitable 
absurdities  involved  _  in  co¬ 
ordinating  the  determinedly,  un¬ 
related  intentions  of  estate  qgems, 
carpet-layers,  removal  companies 
and  meter-reading  bureaucrats, 
bureaucrats  whose  day  is  so 
rfisptgahwiftri  and  whose  interest  in 
the  oiganization  of  their  cus¬ 
tomers’  day  so.  minimal  that  they 
refuse  to  make  appointments 
more  precisely  than  within  a  four- 
hour  range  for  a  two-minute  job. 

It  wouldn't  be  too  bad  if  it 
merely  demonstrated  with  tedious 
but  overwhelming  emphasis  that, 
contrary  to  all  the  whining  of  the 
poverty  lobby  and  the  rehearsal  of 
official  statistics,  there  is  no  focal 
unemployment  among  efficient 
electricians,  plumbers  and  even 
odd  job  men.  They  are  booked  up 
for  weeks  ahead.  And  it  would  be 
bearable,  even  fascinating,  if  the 
absurdities  -  encountered  were 
merely  those  bequeathed  on  one’s 
new  house  by  former  occupants, 
mostly,  in  a  medium  called 
“artex”,  or  the  current  enthusiasm 
for  room  reversal:  the  car  which 
should  be  in  the  garage  is  kept  on 
the  lawn  because  the  garage  is  full 
of  deep  freezes  and  kitchen  appli¬ 
ances  because  the  kitchen  is 
clogged  up  with  the  plants  which 
should  be  in  the  garden. 

But  the  absurdity  actually  en¬ 
countered,  the  thing  that  really 
made  moving  so  awful  was  much 
worse  because  it  was  foe  fault  not 
of  any  of  these  people  but  myself 
Why  do  we  «  on  owning, 
retaining,  and  moving  from  house 
to  house  shelves  and  shelves  of 
books  which  we  don’t  and  won’t 
read?  The  books,  boxes  and  boxes 
of  them,  were  the  things  that  made 
moving  sheer  hdL 

What  on  earth  do  we  want  with 
them?  A  few  we  read,  a  few  we  dip 
into,  a  few  have  attractive  covers, 
a  few  have  sentimental  value. 
Among  tiie  cookery  bodes;  Jane 
Grigson's  Charcuterie  and  French 
Pork  Cookery  is  covered  in  dried 
pig's  Mood,  one  Indian  book  is 
stained  yellow  with  turmeric  and 
Alan  Davidson's  Mediterranean 
Seafood  stinks  of  stale  mullet,  afl 
testimonies  to  their  use;  but  for 
every  one  eke  tins,  ten:  are 
odourless  and  pristine:  Why  not 
throw  them  out?  Why  does  D. 
H.  Lawrence  complacently  sit 
there  on  the  bookcase  alongside 
and  just  as  secure  as  the  much-

Yesterday  I  was  considering  the 
strange  way  in  which  the  British 
have  foe  best  record  in  the  world 
for  road  deaths  and  alcoholism, 
yet  the  worst  for  cancer  and  heart 
disease.  I  wias  also  wondering, 
which  nobody  else  seems  to  have 
done,  if  there  were  not  some 
connection  between  foe  two  -  if  in 
feet  foe  British  diet  were  not 
responsible  for  all  .the  figures. 

There  is  said  to  be  a  transport 
cafe  somewhere  in  the  north 
which  offers  meat  and  two  veg,  the 
two  veg  being  chips  and  roast 
potatoes,  and  this  is  fairly  sym¬ 
bolic  of  the  way  the  British  cook 
things.  We  like  things  cooked  in 
grease.  If  possible,  we  like  white, 
unidentifiable  things,  cooked  in 
grease;  fish  and  potatoes  generally 
have  to  be  cut  up  in  such  a  way 
that  their  origin  is  hard  to  rec¬ 
ognize,  before  they  are  scalded  in 
fat  Of  all  ways  of  serving  fish,  we 
like  the  fish  finger  best;  in  the 
potato  field,  the  potato  crisp  has 
become  our  national  snarir 

Recently  there  has  been  much 
talk  of  a  revolution  *  in .  British 
cooking,  but  it  has  mostly  been 
confined  to  foe -lands  of  peOple 
who  talk  about  revolutions  or 
make  programmes  about  them. 
The  British  have  a  genius -for 
taming  revolutions.  We  may  eat 
pizzas,  but  we  are  the  only  people 
to  eat  pizza  and  chips.  When  we  go 
into  a  restaurant,  we  do. nor  look  at 
the  menu  for  interesting  surprises; 
we  look  at  it  to  find  the  familiar 
and  the  expected  and  if  it  is  not 
there,  we  ask  for  iL  Prawn  cocktail 
and  steak,  please,  we  say,  failing  to 
notice  the  horror  on  the  face  of  the 
sensitive  waiter. 

Medically,  we  know  the  results. 
We  now  have  the  worst  figures  in 
foe  world  for  heart  disease  and 
cancer.  But  what  are  the  results 
psychological!}#  Well  our  stat¬ 
isticians  have  been  looking  at  tire 
effect  of  the  .  British  diet  on  the 
British  way  of  life,  and  they  have 
come  up  with  some  interesting 
figures.  The  predictability  of  our 
meals,  they  say.  means  that  we 
treat  eating  as  a  fairly  routine 
matter,  to  be  got  through  at  a 
routine  speed.  Wie  are  not  sur¬ 
prised  by  meals  when  they  come 
and  we  are  not  disposed  to  linger 
over  them.  We  certainly  don’t 
want  to  turn  them  into  creative 
affairs  or  long  social  events. 

The  same  seems  to  be  true  of 
our  driving;  We  pride  ourselves  on . 
being  foe  best  drivers  in  the  world, 
but  this  isnot  true  in  foe  technical 
sense,  only  in  it  temperamental 
sense.  We  drive  stolidly,  carefully, 
unexcitably;  just  as  we  eat.  We  are 
safe,  conservative  drivers,  -Tittle 
giver}  to  change.  When  we.  go  out 


on  the  road  we  want  the  equiva¬ 
lent  of  prawn  cocktail  and  steak. 
Thai  is  why  we  find  it  hard  to 
adapt  to  weather  changes.  When 
foe  snow  comes  down,  and  the 
police  say:  “They  were  driving  like 
maniacs,”  what  they  really  mean 
is:  “They  hadn’t  yet  changed  over 
to  snow-type  driving."  The  cor¬ 
ollary  of  this  fa  that  after  the  snow 
has  cleared,  people  are  still  driving 
at  20  inph  because  they  haven’t 
gone  back  to  snowless  driving  yet. 

The  epitome  of  the  British 
driver  is  the  middle-lane  man,  the 
one  who  sticks  in  the  middle  lane 
of  the  motorway  when  he  should 
be  in  the  left-hand  lane.  You  may 
get  annoyed  with  Turn,  but  it  is  foe 
British  way  of  driving  and  eating: 
safely,  boringly,  conservatively. 
The  :  trouble  is  that  this  attitude 
may  keep  you -alive  on  the  road, 
but  ittendsto  kill  yon  at  tbelabfe. 

Another  odd  thing  about  the 
British  diet  is  that  because  mostof 
it  is  bland  and  greasy,  we  rely  on 
shock  treatment  to  liven  it  up.  We 
shower  malt  vinegar  on  drips,  put 
bitterly  sharp  mint  sauce  bn  lamb 
and  use  foe  strongest  mustard 
found  anywhere  in  foe  worid.  In 
the  middle  of  foe  average  British 
table  there  is  a  small  battery  of 
sauce  bottles;  waiting  to  attack  the 
food,  and  this  is  reflected  in  our 
driving  as  wefl,  in  foe  way  we 
sometimes  go  suddenly -road  and 
have  the  most  dramatic  motoway 
pile-ups.  It  is  also  reflected  in  our 
drinking;  we  tend  not  to  be  steady, 
regular  drinkers  like  the  Ftcodt 
and  Italians,  but  to  have  sudden 
outbursts  of  drinking,  usually  ona 
Friday  or  ' Saturday  night  We 
drink  in  the  same  way  we  some¬ 
times  splosh  brows  sauce  an  food 
—  indeed,  it  may  be  no  co¬ 
incidence  that  one  talks  about 
drinking,  as  being  “on  the- sauce” 

Well,  I  think  the  point  &<&ar 
the  British  diet  not  only 'leads  to 
our  terrible  heart  disease  figures,  it 
is  also  responable  psychofogfeaHy- 
fcrr  the  driving  habits  Wfafcft  keep-, 
us  alive  and  the  drinkisg  hatH& 
which  make  us  occasionally,  dnmk- 
without:  killing  us.  What  this 
means  isthat  if anyone  succeeds  in 
changing  the  British  dfeTso  that 
we  eat  more  adventnronriy  and 
creatively,,  they  will  abo.'duape 
our  driving  ami  drinking  habits 
and  increase  deafo  on  foe  roads. 
By  saving  a  man  from  a  coronary, 
you  will,,  condemns  tuns  .to .  *.

For  the  world  at  large  this 
US  pressure  on  the  stupids 
countries  holds  considerable 
dangers.  A  free  fell  for  the 
dollar  could  end  up  being  as 
destabilising  as  the  trade  im¬ 
balance.  Judging  by  the  recent 
Statements  Of  the  chairman  of 
the  Federal  Reserve  Mr  Paul 
Volcker  that  the  dollar  has 
fallen  far  enough,  there  are 
some  among  US  policy  makers 
who  recognise  this.  Yet  the 
Administration  continues  to 
try  and  ginger  the  Germans* 
and  Japanese  into  action  by 


hinting  that  the  US  will  not 
defend  the  currency. 

The  .threatened  tariff  battle, 
though  separate,  is  another 
front  in  the  same  war.  The  US 
is  a  natural  exporter  of  agri¬ 
cultural  products  but  is  ex¬ 
cluded  from  a  major  marirct  by 
the  CAP.  This  reinforces  the 
American  view  that  it  is 
encumbent  on  the  Europeans. 
to_  stimulate  their  economies 
to  provide  alternative  markets. 

Following  a  meeting  of  EEC 
and  US  officials  in  Geneva 
yesterday  and  today  Mr  de 
Clcrq  win  go  to  Washington 
next  weekend  to  talk  to  Mr 
Clayton  Yeutter,  the  US  Trade 
Representative.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  they  can  make 
some  ground  towards  resolv¬ 
ing  the  dispute,  but  there  is

cordial  by  a  cut  in  German 
interest  rates.

in  terms  of  strict  logic  and 
pure  theology  there  is  little  to 
fault  many  of  the  .prolific 
pronouncements  of  Chief 
Constable  Anderton  about  the 
connection  between  policing 
and.  private  morality.  It  was 
singularly  uncharitable  of  him 
to  speak  of  those  at  tisk  from 
AIDS  “swirling  around  in  a 
human  cesspit  of  their  own 
making”. -It  was,  indeed,  not 
strictly  accurate:  there  are 
some  wholly  innocent  victims 
of  .AIDS  (people  who  have 
caught  it  firom  blood  transfo- 
sions  or  from  legitimate  li¬ 
aisons  with  infected  partners). 

.As  far  as  homosexuals  go, 
those  who  may  be  judged  to 
have  been  boro  in  that  con¬ 
dition  are  faced  with  a  dine 
choice  between  complete, 
continence  (a  notoriously 
difficult  condition  to  achieve) 
and  what  Christians  regard  as 
serious  sin.  That  is  a  dilemma 
with  which  even  a  Christian 
policeman  should  show  a  mea¬ 
sure  of  sympathy. 

The  note  strongly  struck  by 
the  Chief  Constable’s  more 
recent  pronouncements,  how¬ 
ever,  does  raise  greater,  diffi¬ 
culties.  Comparing  himself 
(some  would  say  not 
unfavourably)  with  John  the 
Baptist  and  even  Jesus  Christ, 
he  has  announced  himself  to 
be  an  instrument  of  divine 
providence. 

Now,  intrinsically,  there  is 
nothing  absolutely  wrong 
about  that  Are  we  not,  on  a 

Christian  view,  all  instruments 

of  divine  providence?  Did  not 
Saint  Paul  remind  the  rulers  of 


insistence,  that  they  held  their 
commissions  from  on  high? 

WeD,  there  is  a  question  of 
taste  involved.  It  is  one  thing 
to  be  a  lieutenant  of  the  Lord 
and  quite  another  to  keep  on 
saying  you  are  As  the  great 
Bb&qp  Butler  reminded  Mr 
Wesley,  the  pretension,  to  dir 
rect  divine  inspiration  is  a  very 
“horrid^  thing,  ft  is  also  a  vety 
onconstrocdve  thing  in  that  it 
provokes  many  ordinary  mor¬ 
tals  to  scepticism  and  even 
derision. 

It  is  not,  however,  purely  a 
matter  of  tasted  Even  in  terms 
of  the  theology  which  be  so 
much  loves,  die  Chief  Con¬ 
stable  should  observe  the 
'distinction  between  the  two 
swords,  the  spiritual  and  the 
temporal —the  first  wielded  by 
the  Church  and  directed  to  the 
salvation  ai  souls,  and  the 
second  ^  directed  towards . 
maintaining  die  general  fabric  - 
of  society,  to  putting  down 
crime  and  upholding  the  rule 
of  law. 

Both  have  a  religious  signifi¬ 
cance,  but  they  should  never 
be  confused  with  each  other. 
This  is  so  even  in  homoge¬ 
neous  Christian  societies.  It  is  - 
vastly  truer  in  the  pluralist 
society  in  which  we  live.  Mr 
Anderton  should .  recognise 
that  we  are  afflicted  by  pro¬ 
found  divisionsiiot  only  about 
private  morality  but  also  about 
public  policy. 

There  are  those  who  think 
that  the  social  consequences  of 
unemployment  and  the  alleged 
iniquities  of  the  City  are  a 
greater  threat  to  Christian 
civilisation  than,  sexual 


-promiscuity  or  even  violent 
-  crime.  This  view  is  profoundly 
f  misguided,  but  it  is  widely 
:  held: 

A  Chief  Constable  who  leaps 
•  into  these  controversies,  ap¬ 
points  himself  as  Leader  of  the 
“moral  majority”  and  starts 
laying  about  him  in  all  direc¬ 
tions  concerned  with  sexual 
permissiveness  and  social  in¬ 
discipline  w31  be  regarded, 
however  unjustly,  as  a  parti¬ 
san.  What  people  expect  of 
him  is  a  cold,  just,  impartial 
administration  of  the  law. 

On  bis  knees  at  night,  he 
may  well  reflect  that  in  ; 
performing  this  service  (some¬ 
what  less  dramatic  than  that 
performed  by  John  the  Bap¬ 
tist)  he  is  serving  God;  so  he  is; 
but  the  pubfic  declaration  of 
the  feet  does  not  enhance  his 
authority.  As  a  Christian  he  is 
commanded  to  be  as  wise  as.a 
serpent  and  as  gentle  as  a  dove, 
not,  to  allude  to  the  famous 
remark  of  Samuel  Butler,  the 
other  way  round. 

It  is  certainly  the  business  of 
the  state  (on  this  Mr  Anderton 
is  right)  to  promote  what  is 
good  and  discourage  what  is 
.evil  in  society;  but  the  task 
must  be  conducted  delicately 
and  with  a  proper  regard  to 
whatever  may  be  the  current 
state  of  public  opinion.  It  is 
always  dangerous  for  those  (be 
they  judges  or  policemen)  who 
are  concerned  with  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  few  as  it  is  to 
animadvert  in  general  terms 
about  what  it  should  be.  A 
period  of  silent  contemplation 
from  Mr  Anderton  (not  his 
dismissal)  would  now  be  wel¬ 
come. 


From  Dr  Mong  Hay  Lao 
Sir,  Paul  VaHely’s  article  (January 
7).on  the  need  for  more  Western 
aid  to  rebuild  Cambodia  gave  the 
impression  ,  that  the  Heng  Samoa 
regime  is  in  complete  control  of 
the  country’s  destiny  and  that  the 
reasons  for  its  failures  are  essen¬ 
tially  the  Lack  of  Western  aid  and 
the  legacies  of  the  American 
bombing  and  the  Pol  Pot  regime. 

There  is  troth  in  this,  but  these 
legacies,  as  subsequent  investiga¬ 
tions  by  Western  scholars  and 
even  by  that  regime  itself  have 
shown,  are  less  debilitating  and 
less  relevant  than  the  article 
suggested.  There  are  more  cnuaal 
problems  which  the  West  should 
address  and  which  must  first  be 
overcome  ifWestem  aid  is  to  be  of 
any  help. 

The  Heng  Samrin  regime  has 
shown  some  pragmatism  in  the 
industrial  and  commercial  sectors 
by  allowing  some  private  enter¬ 
prises  and  traders  to  operate. 
However,  the  Cambodian  econ¬ 
omy  is  agrarian  and  those  sectors 
can  be  o?  little  help  to  recovery, 
even  without  State  interference. 

The  motor  of  Cambodia’s 
recovery  resides  in  agriculture  and 
in  rice  production  m  particular, 
where  Leninist  “control  and 
accounting”  by  the  State  of  the 
population  and  economic  re¬ 
sources  have  been  implemented, 
consolidated  and  extended. 

No  private  ownership  beyond  a 
tiny  plot  is  allowed  and  peasants 
are  forced  to  work  for  collective 
forms.  This  communist  system 
proves  to  be  very  convenient,  not 
only  for  exacting  resources  from 
the  peasantry  but  for  depriving  it 
of  the  means  of  resistance  and  for 
making  it  entirely  dependent  on 
the  State.  Each  family  is  allowed  a 
bare  minimum  of  the  food  it 
produces,  to  last  until  the  next 
harvest  if  it  is  lucky;  it  must  sell 
the  rest  to  the  State  —  not  simply 
“a  proportion”,  as  has  been 
reported  -  and  penalties  for 
defiance  can  be  very  harsh  when 
the  authorities  say  that  “selling  to 
the  State  is  patriotism” 

Western  aid  is  badly  needed  for 
reconstruction.  Until  now,  how¬ 
ever,  neither  the  “flood  of  aid” 
from  this  source  nor  from  Soviet- 
bloc  countries  has  achieved  much 
for  the  Cambodians.  If  the  war 
goes  on  and  State  control  persists, 
there  is  little  prospect  that  the 
rulers  would  be  amenable  to 
Western  influence  or  that  the  next 
batch  ofWestem  aid  would  do  any 
better. 

The  help  which  the  West  could 


readily  afford,  and  which  would 
prove  priceless  to  the  Cambodi¬ 
ans,  would  be  the  use  of  its  moral 
authority  and  political  influence 
to  set  up  for  them  a  permanent 
international  court  of  human 
rights,  modelled  on  the  Nurem¬ 
berg  Tribunal  and  charged  with 
the  task  of  restoring  and  enforcing 
the  rule  of  law. 

Judicial  proceedings  similar  to 
those  at  Nuremberg  would  appre¬ 
hend  the  belligerents,  ,  leading  to 
the  end  of  that  war  arid  thus  to 
reducing  the  importance  of  the 
“ideological  feultline”  in  Cam¬ 
bodia.  Of  equal  importance;  if  not 
more,  would  be  the  court’s 
authority  to  prevent  any  future 
maltreatment  of  the  Cambodian 
people  by  their  rulers. 

Without  the  end  of  the  war  and 
without  the  rule  of  law  Western 
aid  cannot  fully  benefit  Cam¬ 
bodia.  It  will  simply  help  a  long- 
suffering  people  to  survive  only  to 
suffer  still  further.

Over  the  past  three  years 
successive  groups  of  four  or  five 
leavers  from  Uppingham  have 
gone  to  Hong  Kong  to  work 
alongside  the  Salvation  Army  in 
the  closed  camp  at  Chimawan  on 
Lantau  island,  teaching  the  refu¬ 
gees  English  and  helping  them  to 
pass  their  time  more  profitably 
than  would  otherwise  be  the 
The  Salvation  Army’s  funding 
for  this  valuable  work  is  precari¬ 
ous;  its  value  in  human  terms  is 
unquestionable.  It  would  be  a 
tragedy  indeed  if  such  help  that 
can  be  given  to  three  unfortunate 
refugees  had  to  be  curtailed  be¬ 
cause  of  lack  of  funds.

century  furniture  incipaH 

There  is  absolutely  no  reason 
why  a  period  interior  should  not 
be  graced,  at  least  partly,  with 
furniture  designed  in  our  own 
time,  and  it  would  be  much  more 
imaginative  to  commission  mod¬ 
em  pieces  for  Chiswick  House 
from  some  of  the  fine  designer 
craftsmen  who  struggle  to  make  a 
living  in  this  country  than  to 
cravenly  emulate  the  past 

Such  patronage  would  provide 
work  for  the  craftsmen,  lend  a  new 
dimension  to  the  splendid  interi¬ 
ors  at  Chiswick  and,  perhaps  most 
important  of  all  in  the  long  term, 
inject  some  enthusiasm  for  de¬ 
signs  of  our  own  era  into  the  repro- 
ridden  British  furniture  trade. 

This  would  once  have  been 
common  practice.  It  still  is  in 
many  other  countries;  certainly  in 
Fiance,  where  Mitterrand  recently 
commissioned  work  from  emi¬ 
nent  French  designers  and  crafts¬ 
men  for  the  Elysfie  Palace. 

It  is  only  in  this  country  g nrf  in 
the  late  20th  century  that  people  in 
high  places  have  funked  the 
patronage  of  contemporary  de¬ 
signers  which  was  so  whole¬ 
heartedly  embraced  by  their 
forebears.

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Nimrod  cancellation 

From  Mr  E.  A.  N.  Whitehead 
Sir,  A  major  contribution  to  the 
cancellation  of  the  Nimrod  AEW 
(airborne  early  warning)  lies  in  the 
lack  of  a  prcgraixune  of  continu¬ 
ous  growth  of  engineering  activity 
in  this  field  in  the  10  years  or  so 
prim-  to  the  choice  of  the  British 
system  in  1977— a  period  ignored 
in  recent  letters  on  the  subject.

This  completed,  but  never 
commissioned,  a  ground  model  of 
the  first  AEW  radar  cancelled  in 
1970  and  did  numerous  studies 
and  made  many  proposals  both 
for  complete  radar  equipments 
and  for  experimental  airborne 
radars  relevant  to  an  early  warning 
system.  However,  no  radar  which 
was  not  trivial  in  comparison  with 
the  AEW  was  actually  made  and 
operated  to  give  experience  in  the 
advanced  and  advancing  tech¬ 
niques  which  we  were  so  con¬ 
fidently  designing  on  paper.

Independent  schools 

From  the  Headmaster  of  The 
King’s  School,  Chester 
Sir,  In  his  address  to  the  Fabian

to  foiget  that  the  definitive  judg¬ 
ment  of  credibility  and  feasibility 
of  such  engineering  endeavours  is 
taken  not  by  competing  suppliers, 
but  by  the  procurement  exec¬ 
utive’s  own  expert  independent 
advisers. 

In  addition,  it  may  be  observed 
that  the  very  lack  of  continuing 
engineering  development  on  a 
significant  scale  which  made  the 
undertaking  one  of  risk  also 
masked  from  us  the  fell  extent  of 
the  risks  we  were  taking.

Rent  regulations 

From  Mr  J.  G.  Cooper 
Sir,  Lord  Scannan  (report,  Janu¬ 
ary  6)  is  expressing  what  many 
others  have  been  saying  for  several 
years  As  a  small  landlord  owning 
rent-controlled  property  in  south 
London,  which  I  have  endeav¬ 
oured  to  keep  in  good  repair,  my 
net  return  before  lax,  based  on  the 
vacant  possession  value  of  the 
bouses,  has  averaged  roughly  one 
and  a  half  per  cent  over  recent 
years. 

Needless  to  say,  when  a  tenant 
does  eventually  leave,  there  is  an 
overwhelming  advantage  to  b® 
derived  from  selling  the  properly. 
By  the  same  token  no  one  in  his 
senses  would  build  houses  to  be  let 
ai  controlled  rents.  There  would 
therefore  appear  to  be  an  un¬ 
answerable  case  for  repealingthe 
Rent  Act  and  allowing  landlords  a 
genuinely  fair  return  as  deter¬ 
mined  by  market  forces. 

This  would  doubtless  mean 
some  form  of  subsidisation  of 
rents  by  the  Government  —  per¬ 
haps  linked  to  maintenance 
obligations  placed  on  landlords  -- 
but  it  would  hah  the  present  slide 
towards  a  “slum  society  and 
would  almost  certainly  cost  the 
country  for  less  than  is  currently 
being  expended  on  such,  wasteful 

and  unsatisfactory  arrangements 
as  bed-and-breakfest  accommoda¬ 
tion  and  the  assisting  of  elderly  or 
young  homeless  people  to  live  in 
hopelessly  unfit  homes.

A  continually  updated  record  of 
Britain's  houses,  forms,  factories, 
etc  would  be  of  great  value  to 
many  organizations  and  individ¬ 
uals.  A  relatively  cheap  and 
efficient  means  of  achieving  this 
would  be  to  require  ail  estate 
agents,  chartered  surveyors,  etc  to 
send  copies  of  the  details  of 
properties  they  are  handling  to  a 
collection  centre. 

As  all  estate  agents  produce 
leaflets  or  brochures,  very  often 
including  photographs,  for  dis¬ 
tribution  to  clients,  a  very  fine 
record  could  be  built  up.  A  body 
such  as  English  Heritage  could 
handle  the  collection  and  org¬ 
anization  of  the  material  and 
make  it  available  for  research 
purposes  on  payment  of  a  fee.

a)  He  foils  to  mention  the  feet  that 
only  four  people  in  Britain  —  one 
man  and  three  women  —  have  so 
for  contracted  Aids  as  a  result  of 
heterosexual  activity  and  only  48 
heterosexuals  have  shown  up  as 
positive  in  the  Aids  antibody  test 
which  reveals  that  a  person  has 
been  infected  by  the  virus  —  and 
most  of  these  are  the  partners  of 
people  in  established  risk  groups, 
e.g^  wives  or  partners  of 
haemophiliacs  who  acquired  the 
Aids  virus  from  contaminated 
blood  products  used  to  treat  their 
illness  —  whereas  3,877  homosex¬ 
ual  men  have  shown  up  positive  in 
the  test 

b)  Mr  Longley  does  not  so  much  as 
mention  the  word  homosexual 

Should  not  logically  there  have 
been  at  least  one  paragraph  in  Mr 
Longley’s  article  on  homosexual¬ 
ity  and  human  pair-bonding  and 
the  Church’s  crucial  role  in  help¬ 
ing  homosexuals?

BISHOP  AGNELLUS  ANDREW 

Effective  religious  communicator 
on  television  and  wireless

Andrew,  Of 


Rev  Agneflus 
.  who  extended 
the  scope  and  professionalism 
of  religious  broadcasting  with¬ 
in  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  died  yesterday.  He 
was  78. 

-  Agndhis  Matthew  Andrew 
was  bom  on  May  27, 1908,  at 
CrosshilL  near  Glasgow.  He 
was  educated  at  the  Jesuit 
College,  Garnet  H31,  and  at 
London  University. 

He  entered  the  Franciscan 
Order  in  1925  at  the  age  of 
seventeen.  He  was  ordained  in 
1932  and  went  to  St  Francis 
monastery  at  Gorton,  Man¬ 
chester.  He  originally  planned 
to  stay  only  a  short  time  to 
recuperate  from  illness,  and 
then  intended  to  go  to  Rome. 

Tnsreari  he  remained  until 
1954,  working  at  first  as  a 
missionary  and  taking  re¬ 
treats.  In  his  spare  time  he 
brought  gaiety  to  tire  back 
streets  of  Gorton  with  prodno- 
tions  of  Gilbert  and  Sullivan. 

In  1939  he  was  appointed 
assistant  Aapiam  at  the  city’s 
university.  There  he  remained 
until  1942,  when  he  gave 
himself  over  to  broadcasting. 
Four  years  later. he  became 
Roman  Catholic  adviser  to 
the  BBC,  going  at  the  same 
time  to  the  BBC  staff  college 

for  training 

In  1954  he  went  to  Broad¬ 
casting  House  to  continue  his 
BBC  work,  this  time  with  the 
full-time  post  of  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  assistant  to  the  head  of 
religious  broadcasting  The 
Corporation  made  it  dear  at 

the  time  tfmt  the  appointment 

did  not  presage  any  increase  in 
Roman  Catholic  broadcasts. 

As  well  as  advising  Andrew 
was  active  as  a  producer  and 
director.  He  became  the  first 
Catholic  priest  to  appear  on 
British  television,  and  soon 
won  a  healthy  equitation  as  an 
innovative  __  commentator 
through  his  intmilnptfp^f  to 
masses  from  Notre  Dame  and 
Tongerioo  Abbey,  Belgium. 

In  1956  he  was  summoned 


by  the  BBC  at  an  horn’s  notice 
to  the  Hungarian  frontier 
when  the  Russian  tanks  rolled 
inta  Budapest  Bade  home,  on 
a  quiet  Sunday  afternoon, 
families  were  treated  to  lire 
sight  of  the  Franciscan  inter¬ 
viewing  the  escaping  refugres. 

Later  that  year  he  went, 
with  producer  Humphrey 
Fisher,  son  of  foe  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury,  to  a  Hungarian 
refugee  camp  near  Vienna,  for 
a  television  link-up  via 
Eurovision.

In  1968  Andrew  saw  the 
opening  of  the  National  Cath¬ 
olic  Centre  fin*  Mass  Media 
(later  the  Catholic  Radio  and 
Television  Centre)  at  Hatch  . 
End,  Middlesex,  a  venture  far 
which  he  had  worked  tireless¬ 
ly,  raising  over  £125,000  to 
pay  for  the  new  studio. 

The  electronic  media,  he. 
had  earlier  declared,  provided 
the  Church  with  an  effective 
platform  from  which  to  get  its 

message  to  the  masses.  But,  he 

warned,  "a  large  proportion  of 
people  sit  and  let  the  Thing 
drip  over  them  .without  any 
discrimination  or  choice.  The 
switch  is  not  nsed  often 
enough”.

He  was  appointed  vice- 
president  of  the  pontifical 
commission  for  social  com¬ 
munication,  a  comparati  vely 
new  body.  In  practice,  he  was 
now  in  charge  of  tire  Vatican's 
press  and  broadcasting  organi¬ 
zation.  He  was,  at  the  same 
time,  created  Bishop  of 
Numana,  a  titular  see  in  north 
Italy. 

It  was  an  inspired  appoint¬ 
ment,  which  made  him  the 
most  senior  British  member  of 
the  Roman  Curia.  It  surprised 
some,,  however,  who  knew 
that  be  favoured  a  more  open 
form  of  ecclesiastical  govern¬ 
ment  His  new  job  gave  him 
c&rect  access  to  the'  Pope,  a 
distinct  advantage  for  one 
who,  in  common  with  mast 
journalists,  had  experienced 
the  flustiarioas  of  dealing 
with  the  Vatican. 

He  remained  in  Rome  until 
1983  when  he  returned  to  this

Scientists  at  the  institute 
DOW  believe  that  maintaining  a 
stable  concentration  of  502 
parts  pear  million  of  sodium 
chloride  in  the  solution  offers  a 
cheaper  way  of  improving 
electrical  conductivity  without 
depressing  yields.

Moscow  plans  change 
in  emigration  policy 

From  Andrew  McEwen,  Diplomatic  Correspondent 


The  Kremlin  has  informed 
a  British  minister  that  it 
expects  new  Soviet  regulations 
to  bring  about  a  substantial 
increase  in  exit  visas  to  permit 
its  citizens  to  leave  the  coun¬ 
try,  and  that  the  increase  will 
not  be  temporary. 

The  assurance  was  given  to 
Mr  Timothy  Renton, 
Ministerof  State  at  the  Foreign 
Office,  by  Mr  Yuri  Kashlev, 
head  of  Moscow's  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Humanitarian  and 
Cultural  Relations. 

Mr  Renton  said  yesterday 
after  returning  from  Moscow 
that  Mr  Kashlev  took  the  view 
that  the  regulations  would 
lead  to  an  “increase  of  several 
magnitudes."  He  said  Mr 
Kashlev  made  it  clear  that 
“this  will  not  be  a  one-off” 
and  that  further  details  would 
be  announced  soon. 

Mr  Renton  said  he  would 
wait  until  he  saw  the  figures 
for  the  next  six  months  before 


deciding  whether  the  Kremlin 
had  changed  its  ways  on 
human  rights.  He  pointed  out 
that  of  about  5.000  exit  visas 
granted  last  year,  only  900 
went  to  Jewish  people,  far 
lower  than  in  previous  years. 

There  were,  however,  other 
encouraging  signs  during  his 
visit.  He  held  what  the  For¬ 
eign  Office  believes  was  the 
first  meeting  between  a  British 
minister  and  a  leading  Jewish 
“refusenik”  Professor  Alek¬ 
sandr  Lerner.  Soviet  officials 
made  no  attempt  to  prevent 
the  meeting.

The  last  broker  to  become 
insolvent  was  Norman  Col¬ 
lins.  Its  collapse  cost  tee  Stock

tially  less  than  that  A  second 
insolvency  in  1981  required 
no  compensation.

highly  cautious  package  of  Budget 
proposals. 

Not  for  the  CBI  the  unseemly 
scramble  at  the  pre-election  Budget 
trough.  Its  recommendations  do  not 
even  contain  a  cut  in  either  basic  or 
higher  tax  rates.  The  Centre  Point 
strategists  have  decided  that  most  is  to 
be  gained  from  a  package  that  will 
deliver  lower  interest  rates. 

Thus,  amid  calls  for  Budget  give¬ 
aways  of  £3  billion  or  more,  not  least 
from  rival  business  organizations,  the 
CBI’s  package  is  costed  at  a  modest  £1.2 
billion  in  1987-88,  rising  to  £1.6  billion 
in  a  full  year. 

Priority  is  given  to  an  enterprise 
package,  including  the  extension  of  the 
Business  Expansion  Scheme  to  cover 
family  and  other  connected  people;  a 
100  per  cent  capital  allowance  on 
investments  of  up  to  £25,000  for 
unincorporated  businesses  and  others 
paying  the  lower  rate  of  corporation  tax; 
VAT  relief  on  bad  debts,  and  the 
allocation  of  1  per  cent  of  the  research 
and  development  budgets  of  gov¬ 
ernment  departments  to  small 
businesses. 

The  cost  of  all  this  enterprise,  and  a 
little  more  besides,  is  a  mere  £50  million 
in  the  first  year,  rising  to  £500  million  in 
a  full  year.  And  therein  lies  the  art  of  the 
CBTs  suggestions  this  year. 

The  other  elements  in  the  Budget 
submission,  a  5  per  cent  increase  in 
personal  tax  allowances  and  £300 
million  of  additional  spending  on  the 
infrastructure,  may  well  be  submerged 
in  the  Chancellor’s  understandable  am¬ 
bition  to  make  some  headline-catching 
reductions  in  tax  rates.  But  the  enter¬ 
prise  package  is  cheap  enough,  and  long-

However,  it  continues  to 
keep  its  eye  out  for  small 
strategic  acquisitions  in  the 
fragmented  rental  market.  A 
big  move  would  be  hampered 
by  the-  high  level  of  borrow¬ 
ings  which,  although  failing, 
still  cost  a  lot  to  service.

profitability. 

Over  60  jobs  will  go  follow- 
in8  First  Computers 
announcement  that  ft:  was 
dosing  its  doors  as  well  as  an 
appreciable  decline  in  tty» 
increasingly  small  number  o> 
dedicated  stores  which  make  a 

livmg  solely  from  the  sale  of 
computer  equipment. 

Even  more  telling  was  die 
decision'  by  top  management 
at  First  Computer  not  to 
pursue  a  planned  manage¬ 
ment  buy-out  of  the  company 
because  it  felt  there  was  little 
profitability  tell  in  the  retail 
sale  of  busmess  micros. 

Announcing  the  closure. 
First  Computer’s  managing 
director,  Les  Woodcock, 
talked  about  the  increasing 
difficulties  in  maintaining 
profit  margins  when  business 
PCS  which  sold  for  £2,000  at  a 
specialist  dealer  in.  one  year 
turned  into  the  sale  of  a£500 
Amstrad  at  Dixons  the  next 

First  Computer,  says  it  will 
honour  existing  software  and 
maintenance  contracts  which 
has  a  certain  irony  considering 
service  and  contract  mainte¬ 
nance  of  business  PCs  is  one 
of  the  few  areas  in  the  retail 
PC  industry  whkh  has  held  its 
value  during  the  past  few  years 
of  massive  price  cuts  by 
manufacturers  and  the  dis¬ 
continuation  of  many  idio¬ 
syncratic  lines  of  computer 
products. 

In  order  to  get  the  most 
from  the  sale  of  such  ancillary 
services,  however,  computer

Such  companies  have  been 
very  thin  on  the  ground  in 
recent  months,  with  aieing 
office  productivity  cnmpawiwc 
such  as  Dictaphone  stepping 
into  the  breach  to  provide 
service  and  maintenance  con¬ 
tracts.  L  ' 

But  even  with  potential  i 
profits  of  the  service  and. 
maintenance  industry  — 
which  could  theoretically  add 
back  profit  on  a  hardware  sale 
after  a.  price  cut  —  First 
Computer  would  still  have 
been  fighting  a  lough  batik: 

It  is  one  where  most  of  its 
major  competitors  such  as 
WH  Smith,  Entit,  Interface 
and  Tandy,  and  Apricot's 
failed  joint  retail  chain  AT 
Computerworid,  faced  similar 
problems. 

Whatever  the  management 
lessons  in  all  this  there  are 
bound  to  be  many  questions 
by  those  now  out  of  work  at 
First  Computer  and  other 
dealerships  as  to  where  they 
can  move  as  the  computer 
retail  business  shrinks  around 
their  heads. 

One  answer  for  some  in  the 
short  term  might  be  to Join 
one  of  the  many  City  firms 
still  trying  to  get  to  grips  with 
PC  technology  after  Big  Bang. 

After  all  wbo  better  to  warn 
companies  of  the  excesses  of 
some  computer  sales  forces 
than  an  ex-salesman?. 

Alternatively,  there  are  a 
multi ude  of  small  service  and 
support  companies  that  have 
been  established  to  provide 
the  back-up,  training  and  sup¬ 
port  to  those  wbo  have  bought 
PCs  at  such  cheap  prices  that 
such  extras  are  not  included. 


Cover-up  by  the  high-tech  fraud  victims 


Computer  fraud  is  increasng  at  an 
alarming  rate,  both  ■  in  frequency 
and  the  amount  stolen.  And  a  major 
problem  to  catching  the  fraudsters  is 
the  desire  by  many  companies  to 
cover  up  high-technology  crimes  to 
a vokl. the  embarrassment  of  pro¬ 
mpting  calls,  ibr  a  law  that -would 
force  companies  to  reveal  losses.  - 
The  size  of  an  average  computer 
fraud  has  shot  up  over  the  past  three 
years  from  an  average  of  £3 1,000  in 
1983  to  more  than  £250,000  during 
1986,  says  a  report  published  last 
week  which  puts  the  biggest  single 
fraud  known  at  £10  million. 

Not  suprisingty  it  is  the  heavily- 
computerized  financial,  sector 
which  transfers  huge  sums  of  money 
electronically  that  is  most  at  risk. 

The  survey,  which  reports  on  190 
cases  of  computer-related  fraud, 
committed  in  Britain,  .says 


mainframes  using  telephone  lines 
has  given  for  more  people  tech¬ 
nological  access  to  commit  a  true 
computer  crime. 

Last  month,  for  example.  West 
German  police  arrested  four  people 
on  charges  of  plundering  automatic 
bank-teller  machines  with  the  help 
ofa  computer.  They  said  more  than 
£30,000  had  been  obtained  from

Computer  crime  is  also  seen  as 
becoming  far  more  sophisticated.  A 
few  years  ago  many  of  the  frauds 
reported  as  computer  crime  were  in 
feet  traditional  frauds  where  a 
com  pm  ter  was  involved  only  periph¬ 
erally.  The  spread  of  cheap  personal 
computers  at  well  under  £1,000  and 
the  increasing  ability  to  connect  to 


they  wouldstill  work  in  the  machine 
after  the  card  was  suspended. 

One  example  given  by  BIS  is  of 
two  fraudsters  wbo  used  a  personal 
computer  to  access  the  system  of  an 
US  investment  bank  in  London. 
Using  the  bank’s  own  password, 
Earobondsworth  more  than  £5  mil- 
lira  were  transferred  to  Switzer¬ 
land.  In  this  case  the  fraud  was 
discovered  two  days  before  the 
cheques  were  due  to  be  cleared,  but 


not  until  five  days  after  the  transfer. 

In  a  report  published  yesterday 
the  CBI  estimates  detected  com¬ 
puter  fraud  to  be  between  £25  mil¬ 
lion  and  £30  million,  though  it  says 
the  figure  “is  very  much  on  the 
.conservative  side". 

That  a  computer  crime  is  fre¬ 
quently  supressed  makes  the  task  of 
punishing  the  criminal  much 
harder,  prosecution  would  after  all 
'  bring  the  same  sort  of  unwelcome 
publicity  for  the  company  involved. 

The  most  popular  guess  is  that 
around  70  per  cent  of  detected 
computer  crimes  are  not  reported. 

Dr  Frank  Taylor,  chairman  of  the 
security  committee  for  the  British 
Computer  Society,  estimates  that  in 
half  the  detected  cases  of  computer 
fraud  the  culprits  are  found  but  that 
only  5  per  cent  of  cases  end  up  with 
a  conviction. 

One  Solution  now  increasingly 
being  mentioned  by  senior  lawyers 
and  the  police  is  for  companies  to  be 
forced  to  disclose’ losses  involving 
computer  fraud. 

The  current  issue  of  Computer 
News  magazine  has  an  interview  on 
the  topic  with  the  former  master  of. 
the  Rolls,  Lord  Denning,  who  says: 
“If  a  man  is  dishonest,  companies 
just  sack  him  because  they  do  not 
want  the  publicity.  It  would  be 
desirable  to  have  a  statutory  duty  on 


auditors  to  report  losses.  You 
cannot  let  it  go  by." 

While  large  organizations  often 
exchange  information  about  their 
computer  frauds  many  have  insur-

If  he  foils  to  detect  any  fraud  he 
will  donate  £5,000  to  charity, 
otherwise  his  consulting  fee  will  be 
half  the  amount  he  can  prove  has 
been  lost

the  Computer  Fraud  and  Security 
Bulletin*  is  due  to  give  a  course  in 
March  called  Electronic  Risks  in 
Banking  and  Commerce.

Opus  and 
Spectrum 
challenge 
Amstrad

While  Amstrad  seems  to  have 
taken  most  of  the  glory  as  the 
company  to  most  successfully 
move  from  the  home  com 
puter  manufacturing  business 
to  the  more  lucrative  PC 
sectors,  several  other  old  feces 
from  the  home  computer  in¬ 
dustry  have  also  been  quietly 
achieving  success. 

Opus  and  the  Spectrum 
Group  —  which  initially  made 
a  splash  in  the  home  computer 
market  by  selling  add-ons  — 
disc  drives,  computer  mo¬ 
dems.  extra  computer  mem¬ 
ory  —  have  recently  switched 
to  malting  the  bulk  of  their 
sales  from  imported  “clones" 
of  the  IBM  PC. 

In  both  cases,  these  ma¬ 
chines  sell  for  substantially 
less  than  the  IBM  offerings 
and  give  a  higher  specifica¬ 
tion.  They  can  also  sometimes 
compete  on  price  with  the 
Amstrad  PC 
You  would  think,  however, 
that  with  heavy  competition 
from  Amstrad.  Epson,  Tandy 
and  other  major  firms  moving 
into  the  low-cost  PC  market, 
that  these  companies  don't 
have  much  chance.  But  some 
of  the  old  home  computer 
market  was  composed  of 
small  business,  computer 
enthusiasts  and  educational 
institutions. 

Given  the  contacts  that 
these  sales  provided  the  com¬ 
pany  with,  it’s  no  surprise  that 
the  Opus  sales  director,  John 
Harris,  announced  last  month 
that  its  Opus  PC  II  IBM- 
compatible  computer  has 
been  recommended  by  the 
national  Inter-University 
Computer  Purchasing 
Committee. 

Just  as  Opus  built  on  the 
strength  of  its  relationships  in 
the  education  market,  its  fel¬ 
low  home  computer  add-ons 
sales  group.  Spectrum,  used  its 
existing  national  dealer  base 
to  push  the  line  of  Far  East- 
built  Bondwell  computers  that 
it  took  on. 

According  to  Steve  Cole,  the 
Spectrum  Group  computer 
division  general  manager, 
most  sales  are  still  made 
through  dealers  —  but  the  new 
PC  products  have  a  much 
wider  appeal  than  the 
company's  old  home  com¬ 
puter  offerings. 

Despite  the  success  of  all 
these  companies.  1987  will  be 
an  even  tougher  year  for  them 
than  1986.  IBM's  low-cosi 
done-killer  is  expected  any 
day  while  Zenith  has  recently 
made  aggressive  moves  to  sell 
hard-disk.  PCs  at  prices 
cheaper  than  Amstrad- 


US  ban 
‘cost 
$9bn  in 
exports* 

The  US  National  Academy  of 
Sciences  has  created  a  storm 
of  protest  with  a  report  derid¬ 
ing  the  Reagan  administrat¬ 
ion's  efforts  to  restrict  exports 
of  high-technology  goods. 

Defense  Department  of¬ 
ficials  say  that  if  recommenda¬ 
tions  in  the  report  were  put 
into  effect  they  could  accel¬ 
erate  the  loss  of  military 
technology  to  the  Soviet  Woe. 

The  long-awaited  report 
was  written  by  a  panel  of 
former  top  defence  and  intelli¬ 
gence  officials. 

It  concludes  that  the 
administration's  much  publi¬ 
cized  efforts  to  crack  down  on 
the  diversion  of  technology 
has  largely  failed,  at  a  cost  of 
more  than  $9  billion  a  year  to 
the  US  economy. 

It  calls  for  a  radical  paring  of 
the  list  of  technologies  pro¬ 
tected  by  the  US  and  its  allies, 
and  the  recognition  that  for 
many  types  of  equipment  — 
including  computer  memory 
chips  and  personal  computers 
—  export  restrictions  are  “no 
longer  feasible  or  necessary". 

The  report  also  says  the 
administration  has  restricted 
numerous  technologies  for 
political  reasons  rather  than 
for  national  security. 

It  claims  that  the  result  of 
the  administration's  action  is 
“increasing  friction  between 
the  US  and  its  closest  allies 
and  is  an  increasing  cost  to 
US,  and  Western,  economic 
vitality  and  innovative  cap¬ 
acity." 

Such  findings  echo  the  long¬ 
voiced  complaints  of  many 
American  business  officials 
who  say  that  in  its  zeal  to  stop 
the  flow  of  technology  to  the 
Russians  the  Reagan  admin¬ 
istration  has  simply  funnelled 
more  business  to  Europe, 
Japan  and  other  Asian  manu¬ 
facturers.

posed  of  most  NATO  mem¬ 
bers  and  Japan. 

In  particular,  the  panel 
called  for  the  elimination  of 
restrictions  on  products  that 
are  more  than  four  years  old 
“to  reduce  the  overall  scope  of 
the  Cocom  International  List 
to  improve  credibility  and 
enforcement” 

High-technology  companies 
in  America  report  that  many 
of  their  products  remain  re¬ 
stricted  even  though  they  no 
longer  contain  state-of-the-art 
technology  and  that  similar 
restrictions  are  not  placed  on 
their  competitors  in  allied 
countries. 

The  companies  added  that 
their  international  sales  staffs 
had  encountered  increased 
difficulty  in  marketing  their 
products  abroad  because  of  a 
reluctance  on  the  part  of 
foreign  customers  to  buy  US 
products  because  of  the  “red 
tape"  involved. 

Trading  partners  with  the 
US  must  now  obtain  export 
licenses  for  many  restricted 
goods,  and  closely  guard  the 
re-export  of  those  goods  to 
non-Cocom  countries.

B  IBM  is  expected  to  unveil  its  newest  personal  computer  to 
the  American  pub&c  during  the  Super  Bowl  football  match  this 


weekend.  But  instead  of  paying  the  highest  amounts  for 
adverts  me  nts  -  £400.000  for  a  30-second  slot  -  during  the 
game,  IBM  has  primarily  purchased  pre-game  and  post-game 
time  slots. 

The  televised  Super  Bowl,  which  reaches  45  per  cent  of  the 
households  in  America,  and  an  estimated  120  mHKofl  viewers  - 
is  fast-evolving  into  a  platform  for  introducing  new  products 
and  new  advertising  campaigns.  “Super  Bowl  advertisements 
have  become  events  in  themselves,"  said  one  executive. 


Cheaper  cabling 


Fibre  optic  local  area  net¬ 
works  are  likely  to  become 
nore  common  than  copper- 
rabted  networks  over  the  next 
few  years  as  a  result  of 
ievelopment  work  by  a  Brit- 
sh  company. 

So  far,  fibre  optic  networks 
lave  been  much  more  expen¬ 
sive  than  copper.  Now  a  firm 
it  Hemel  Hempstead,  Hert- 
’orshire,  has  developed  a 
nnge  of  fibre  optic  local  area 
letwork  (LAN)  devices  which, 
Jaims  the  company,  will  bring 
he  cost  per  connection  of 
Tbre  optic  LANs  down  to  that 
if  conventional  copper-cabled 
LANs,  or  less. 


FIBRE  OPTICS

Compared  with  copper-ca¬ 
bled  networks,  fibre  optic 
LANs  have  a  number  of 
important  advantages. 

Bong  non-electrical,  they 
are  immune  from  electrical 
interference  and  therefore 
offer  much  greater  flexibility 
in  routing  cables  during  net¬ 
work  installation. 

Unlike  copper  cables  which 
have  to  be  routed  away  from 
power  cables  and  electrically- 
noisy  equipment,  optical  ca¬ 
bles  can  be  run  alongside  them 
in  existing  cable  runs  pre¬ 
viously  unsuitable  for  data 
cable. 

This  is  particularly  im¬ 


portant  in  ekctricafly-noisy 
locations,  such  as  factories, 
and  since  they  can  be  run  via 
any  convenient  route  the  cable 
runs  are  usually  shorter  and 
less  cable  is  required. 

Fibre  optic  networks  are 
also  safer.  Their  glass  fibre 
cables  eliminate  the  possibil¬ 
ity  of  electrical  equipment 
faults  being  relayed  through 
the  network,  damaging  equip¬ 
ment  or  indeed  people. 

Glass  fibre  also  offers  in¬ 
finitely  better  data  security 
because  it  is  almost  impos¬ 
sible  to  tap  into  a  fibre 
network.  In  addition  fibre 
cables  have  a  much  greater 
traffic-handling  capacity. 

The  firm  responsible.  BICC 
Data  Networks,  is  one  of 
Britain's  fastest  growing  IT 
companies.  Formed  in  April 
1984,  it  has  just  reported  a 
turnover  of  £9.4  million  for  its 
second  year’s  trading,  with 
more  than  half  from  sales  in 
America  and  Europe. 

The  company  is  now  work¬ 
ing  on  components  for  the 
next  generation  of  LANs 
which  will  be  all  fibre  optic 
from  the  start,  and  10  tjm« 
foster  than  the  Ethernet  LANs 
currently  in  use,  according  to 
Don  Rowaith,  the  technical 
director. 

“My  guess  is  that  it  wifi  be 
some  three  years  before  the 
next  generation  of  LANs  be¬ 
come  products  in  the  field-” 
he  said.

The  world  of  Electronic  Data  Interchange, 
EDI,  is  changing  its  shape  just  as  it  is 
beginning  to  win  customers. 

EDI,  sometimes  knows  more  fondfiiDy  as 
paperless  trading,  is  the  art  of  sending  orders 
and  invoices  to  trading  partners  down  a 
telephone  line,  rather  than  through  file  post. 

Until  last  December,  there  were  four 
companies  vying  for  business  in  the  UK: 
Edinet,  Istel  Geisco  and  ICL 

BmEdmet,  a  co-operative  venture  between 
British  Telecom  and  McDonnell  Douglas, 
found  it  was  not  getting  any  customers  and 
withdrew.  Other  longer  established  com¬ 
panies  seemed  to  be  winning  all  the  business.

Answering  the  cries  for  help 


While  most  computing  staff 
wfll  find  that  their  salaries 
continue  to  rise  gently  in  1987 
it  is  the  contract  staff  who 
seem  set  for  the  biggest  rises. 

Mike  Harmer,  managing 
director  of  the  London  recruit¬ 
ment  consultancy  Apex,  pre¬ 
dicts  that  data  processing 
salaries  overall  will  not  in¬ 
crease  by  much,  in  line  with 
the  general  business  climate. 

“The  shortage  of  skilled 
people  we  see  today  has  been 
toe  case  fin-  the  last  three  or 
four  years,  and  white  this  has 
bumped  up  salaries  initially, 
people  are  now  earning  a  lot  m 
their  first  two  years  and  then 
stabilizing,”  says  Mr  Harmer. 

The  exception  is  the  finance 
sector  where  the  need  to  find 
large  numbers  of  people  with 
rare  skills  means  pay  levels  are 
significantly  higher  than  in 
other  areas. 

"Overall,  the  biggest  short¬ 
age  remains  of  Cobol 
programmers  with  one  to  two 
years'  experience.  Cobol  is  the 
most  popular  language  and 
white  training  courses  produce 
a  lot  of  people,  employers  still 
want  to  take  on  staff  with 
some  commerical  exper¬ 
ience,"  he  explains. 

That  means,  he  says,  a 
trainee  programmer  might 
start  on  £6,000  and  be  earning 
£10,000  by  toe  end  of  tbe  first 
year  and  £ 1 4,000  by  the  end  of 
the  second. 

After  that,  salary  increases 
are  likely  to  be  for  less 
dramatic.  Rather  than  pay 
over  the  odds  for  rare  skills 
companies  are  quite  likely  to 
look  to  temporary  staff  to  tide 
them  over  any  shorta&. 

Programmers  and  analysts 
on  short-term  contracts  can 
provide  a  particular  skill  just 
for  the  period  it  is  needed  and 
no  more,  offering  greater 
flexibility  in  toe  manpower 

planning. 

In  return,  such  staff  com¬ 
mand  fees  of  £600  a  week  and 
upwards. 

Phil  Dawson  of  Link,  the 
Chesham-based  software 
house  which  uses  contractors 
and  hires  out  staff  and  project 
teams,  says  that  demand  is 
stronger  than  ever. 

“People  with  IBM  main¬ 
frame  transaction  processing 
and  database  skills  are  needed 
all  the  time.  Tbe  IBM 


environment  includes  a  lot  of 
divergent  pieces  of  software 
which  in  itself  creates  a  de¬ 
mand  for  specialists." 

Some  companies  are  also 
handing  over  responsibility 
for  running  their  Horn  process- 
ing  departments  to  suppliers 
such  as  Link.  This  sort  of  work 
—  known  as  facilities  manage¬ 
ment  —  requires  a  wide  range 
of  specialists,  not  all  of  whom 
would  be  available  in-house. 

“There  used  to  be  a  time 
when  contracting  work  was 
seasonal  and  there  were  good 
and  bad  times  in  tbe  year. 
Now  there  isn't  a  bad  time 
ever.  There's  only  one  month, 
August,  where  demand  wanes 
slightly  and  that's  mostly  be¬ 
cause  the  fWnrirawnalrerg  are 
away  then,"  Mr  Dawson  says.

John  Crawford,  marketing 
manager  ofVNG  Professional 
Services,  based  in  Wilmslow, 
Cheshire,  who  sees  the 
contracting  market  as  being 
“very  buoyant”. 

But  he  sees  something  of  a 
North-South  divide  opening 
up  in  the  contractor  market, 
with  the  highest  rates  being 
paid  in  the  south-east  Here, 
financial  institutions  oth¬ 
ers  are  chasing  staff  with  IBM 
System  26  and  System  38 
experience  and  knowledge  of 
databases  such  as  Ingres. 

The  software  and  hardware 
industry  in  the  Thames  Valley 
is  also  a  big  user  of  temporary 
staf£  but  VNG  is  currently 
looking  for  contractors  in  the 
north-west  to  fill  positions 
with  banks  and  insurance 
companies  who  have  moved 
out  of  the  south. 

Experience  of  IBM's  IMS 
products  is  always  in  demand 

VNG  also  has  one  or  two 
larger  clients  who  have  a  basic 
number  of  contractors  on  site 
at  all  times,  to  cover  fin- 
sickness  or  to  increase  the 
strength  of  project  teams  if 
delivery  dates  look  tight. 

Tbe  rewards  for  the  con¬ 
tractor  dm  be  great  “Good 
project  management  skills  are 
much  in  demand.  Not  every¬ 
one  can  run  a  project,  and  it's 


a  rare  skill  Such  people  will 
earn  £1,000  a  week  and  we 
charge  the  client  a  fee  (Mi  top  of 
that,"  Mr  Crawford  says. 

Money  is  dearly  a  motivat¬ 
ing  factor  for  many  who  opt 
for  temporary  work.  “But  m 
some  cases  other  factors  are 
very  important  to  sane  peo¬ 
ple.  There  are  individuals  who 
do  not  like  routine  and  are 
bored  working  in  a  permanent 
job.  They  like  independence," 
Mr  Crawford  added. 

Not  everyone  is  cut  out  for 
contract  work.  While  the  re¬ 
wards  are  high,  so  is  tbe 
insecurity. 

Companies  expect  contract 
staff  to  have  at  least  two,  and 
preferably  four,  years'  experi¬ 
ence  in  computing  work  be¬ 
fore  they  will  consider  them. 
After  that,  Mr  Qawford  be¬ 
lieves  contractors  largely  op¬ 
erate  a  system  of  seif- 
selection. 

“There  is  certainly  a  degree 
ofself-setection,  Darwinian  or 
not  The  sort  of  individual 
who  is  prepared  to  take  on  file 
risk  of  running;  his  own  busi¬ 
ness  venture  is  usually  the 
person  who  will  do  wefl  as  a 
freelance,"  be  maintain* 

Mr  Crawford  identifies  two 
other  likely  trends  fa-  the 
contract  market  in  the  future. 

The  first  is  a  push  into 
Europe  where  pay  rates  are 
even  higber/Tbis  is  a  drain 
on  the  UK  resource,  obvi¬ 
ously.  But  the  EEC  has  made 
it  easier  to  move  around  in 
Europe,  certainty  compared 
with  going  to  the  US,  which 
also  takes  contract  UK  staff 
But  we  are  seeing  a  reverse 
flow  into  Britain. 

“  There  has  been  an  influx 
of  South  Africans  because  of 
the  political  situation  ova- 
there,”  Mr  Crawford  claims. 

The  second  trend  depends 
on  oil  prices  continuing  to 
rise.  Recent  events  in  Aber¬ 
deen  provide  a  microcosm  of 
life  as  a  contract  worker. 

“Aberdeen  has  been  a  major 
centre  for  contractors.  There 
were  hundreds  of  them  up 
there  a  year  ago  working  for 
the  ofl  industry.  Then  the  oil 
price  plummeted  and  tbe  con¬ 
tractors  were  laid  off  very 
rapidly.  Now  we’ve  had  the 
first  one  or  two  organizations 
taking  contract  staff  again," 
Mr  Crawford  says.

Few  of  these  pools  exist  in 
Britain,  but  there  has  long  been 
a  suspicion  that,  because  most 
matches  in  this  country  take 
place  in  baths  where  players  can  • 
rest  by  standing  on  the  bottom, 
they  are  less  likely  to  develop 
the  stamina  of  the  major  conti¬ 
nental  teams. 

Another  advantage  of  the 
Deep  Water  League  is  that  it 
gives  the  Scots  an  opportunity 
to  be  involved  in  national 
competition.  To  qualify  for  foe 
British  Deep  Water  League, 
ii-arng  must  finish  either  in  the 
top  six  of  the  annnal  English 
League  —  which  starts  next  ■ 
month  —  or  in  the  top  two  of  the 
Scottish  League.  When  foe  Deep 
Water  matches  commence  in 
May,  the  eight  qualifying  teams 
will  be  split  into  two,  seeded 
pools  with  the  top  two  in  each 
section  playing  each  other  in  a 
mini-league  to  decide  the 
champions. 

The  Hammersmith-based 
Penguin  Club  brought  back 


memories  of  their  England  title 
successes  in  the  1960s  when,  last 
summer,  they  became  the  first 
champions  and  went  on  to 
represent  Britain  in  foe  Europa 
Cup  and  European  Club  Cham¬ 
pionship  iu  Naples.

They  can  lake  heart  from  the 
Olympic-standard  form  being 
shown  these  days  by  Jerry 
Birmingham,  tbe  captain  of 
Polytechnic  and  England,  Ian 
Spooner,  a  consistent  scorer  for 
Penguin,  David  Edwards,  of 
Marade,  who  captains  Wales 
and  Britain,  and  foe  Ponobedo 
Scots,  Andy  Gilhooley  and  Alan 
Donaldson. 

Birmingham  has  emerged  as 
an  outstanding  player  since  his 
heroics  in  scoring  eight  of 
Britain's  goals  in  an  18-9  defeat 
by  the  mighty  Russians  two 
seasons  ago.

He  is  already 
involved  in  tbe  big  time  and 
the  experience  he  is  seeking 
win  come.” 

Hendry  has  a  10-year 
management  contract  with  Ian 
Doyle,  a  Scottish  business¬ 
man,  who  explained  in  Black¬ 
pool  bow  Hendry's  snooker 
reer  began.  “His  father, 
Gordon,  bought  him  a  mm- 
itnre  fable  for  Christmas 
when  be  was  12  bat  at  first  he 
did  not  seem  interested.

Baris  said  after  defeating 
Hendry  9-3  in  the  semi-finals 
at  Blackpool:  “He  sometimes 
reminds  me  of  Jimmy,  who  is  a 
better  player  now  than  be  was 
five  years  ago;  if  Stephen 
continues  in  this  way  he  conld 
be  better  in  three  or  four  years 
time.  It  takes  a  long  time  to 
become  a  great  safety-player, 
but  I  think  he  will  reach  the 
top  eight  very  quickly.” 

Caftan,  however,  notices 
some  differences  between  the 
styles  of  Hendry*  and  White. 
“He  is  more  studious  than 
Jimmy  and  has  more  method,” 
he  said.  Doyle  explained  that 
Stephen  inherits  his  natural 
aptitude  for  the  game  from  his 
grandfather,  who  was  an 
accomplished  player.

Soon  a  new 
company,  Stephen  Hendry 
Limited,  will  embark  on  a 
roadshow  whose  activities  will 
include  the  distribution  of  T- 
shirts  and  badges. 

Hendry's  parents  are  living 
apart  bnt  he  lives  with  his 
mother,  Irene,  at  South 
Qneensferry,  near  Edinburgh, 
luring  bought  the  honse  him¬ 
self  for  £35,000.  He  has  also 
bought  a  similar  house  for  his 
father,  who.  at  the  age  of  38,  is 
only  four  months  older  than 
Alex  Higgins.  He  was  a 
greengrocer  bnt  gave  np  his 
business  to  look  after  Stephen. 

“There  will  be  many  more 
players  like  Hendry,”  Caftan 
said.

Liverpool’s 
revival  is 
a  boost  for 
Britain

A  century  ago  Liverpool  was 
one  of  the  main  centres  of 
gymnastics  in  Britain-  Under  the 
leadership  of  Alexander  Alexan¬ 
der,  who  was  appointed  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Liverpool  Gym¬ 
nasium  in  1882,  the  sport 
became  so  popular  that  by  1891 
it  was  estimated  that  there  were 
more  than  60  dabs  in  the  dty. 

Today,  a  renaissance  is  talcing 
place  in  Liverpool  which  is  not 
only  finding  favour  with  local 
youngsters  but  also  producing 
gymnasts  of  a  high  calibre.  The 
revival  is  centred  on  the  City  of 
Liverpool  School  of  Physical 
Education  which,  within  three 
years  of  its  establishment,  pro¬ 
vides  four  of  the  12  finalists  in 
the  1986  British  men's  cham¬ 
pionships. 

Far  from  being  located  In 
custom-built  facilities  in  a  pros¬ 
perous  area  of  the  city,  the 
school  is  based  in  a  con  verted 
washhouse  in  Park  Road, 
-Toxteth,  in  recent  years  the 
well-publicized  scene  of  riots. 
The  school  is  a  result  of  initia¬ 
tives  encouraged  by  die  Sports 
Council,  the  City  Council  and  its 
Sports  and  Recreation  Depart¬ 
ment  under  the  control  of  its 
assistant  director  Norman  W3- 
kmson. 

Gymnastics  development  is 
the  responsibility  of  Brian 
Stocks,  who  beads  a  team  of  14 
coaches  and  choreographers, 
some  part-time,  others  vol¬ 
untary.  Stocks  himself  is  a 
respected  figure  in  British  gym¬ 
nastics;  he  is  a  coach  to  the 
British  men's  squad  and  a 
member  of  the  men's  tactical 
fwmntoM  of  the  British  Ama¬ 
teur  Gymnastics  Association. 

Another  coach  at  the  school 
also  has  national  states.  He  is 
Gary  Kirby,  who  is  a  national 
judge  as  well  as  a  coach.  Kerry 
Hamilton,  a  full-time  leading 
women's  coach,  has  responsibil¬ 
ity  for  the  training  of  girls. 

Bat  the  Park  Road  Centre  of 
Gymnastics  Excellence  was  not 
set  op  for  the  use  of  strife-torn 
Toxteth  alone.  Its  influence 
extends  city-wide,  over  a  radios 
of  IS  miles.  Starting  with  five 
brandies  in  1983,  some  19 
branches,  situated  mostly  in 
schools,  now  hold  weekly  classes 
for  nearly  1,000  would-be  gym¬ 
nasts.  Teachers  and  instructors

“Consid¬ 
ering  how  hard  I've  been 
training  for  the  last  four  or  five 
weeks.  I'm  not  surprised  at  the 
result”

And 
Thompson  finished  fourth  in 
the  men's  competition  behind 
Christian  Plaaat  and  Alain 
Blonde!,  of  France,  and  Siggi 
Wentz,  of  West  Germany. 

Thompson  frequently  loses 
in  single  events,  when  he  pits 
himself  against  specialists,  but 
it  was  curious  to  see  him 
defeated  by  his  multi-events 
peers  —  even  if  it  was  in  the 
middle  of  his  long  preparation 
to  defend  the  world  decathlon 
tide  in  Rome  next  September. 
But  he  did  not  seem  unduly 
perturbed. 

Thompson  was  the  victim 
of  his  own  enterprise  —  in 
more  ways  than  one.  It  was  he 
who  conceived  the  pairs  con¬ 
test,  and  h  was  he  who 
selected  the  five  events. 

But  it  was  part  of  a  broader 
intent  by  Thompson  and 
Frank  Dick,  the  director  of 
British  coaching,  to  get  some 
sort  of  multi-events  com¬ 
petition  on  the  national  and 
international  indoor  calendar. 

There  is  a  similar  event 
planned  for  Stuttgart  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  1.  But  Thompson  and 
Dick  maintain  that  attempts 
to  stage  multi-events  com¬ 
petitions  at  Cosford  have  been 
rebuffed  by  what  Dick  refers 
to  as  the  “commercial  sector 
of  the  sport”  —  that  is  to  say 
the  marketing  people  in  athlet¬ 


ics,  who  cannot  see  any  money 
in  it,  so  refuse  to  contemplate 
it 

Dick  alleges  that  he  and 
Thompson  received  a  similar 
negative  response  when  they 
approached  International 
Amateur  Athletic  Federation 
officials  last  year  to  try  and  get 
a  women's  pentathlon  and 
men's  octathlon  added  to  the 
timetable  for  the  first  world 
indoor  championships  in  In¬ 
dianapolis  in  early  March. 

There  will  be  some  sym¬ 
pathy  for  officials  since,  in  the 
“sport  as  entertainment” 
scheme  of  things  currently 
being  expounded,  the  multi- 
events  rank  alongside  syn¬ 
chronized  swimming  and 
postal  chess.  It  is  only  the 
break-through  of  talent  such 
as  Thompson  that  has  excited 
interest  in  the  decathlon  and 
persuaded  people  to  penetrate 
its  labyrinthine  scoring 
system. 

But  the  multi-events  are  an 


integral  part  of  the  sport  and 
should  be  treated  as  such.  The 
European  indoor  champion¬ 
ships  are  held  over  two  days 
and  the  world  indoor  cham¬ 
pionships  over  three.  So  there 
is  sufficient  time  and  space  to 
programme  five  women's  and 
eight  men's  events  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  specialists. 

The  bard  work  lying  ahead 
for  Thompson  will  soon  be 
made  a  little  easier  when  he 
swaps  the  Icy  wastes  of  White 
Hart  Lane  and  his  New  River 
Stadium  training  ground  for 
California  in  early  February. 

As  in  previous  years, 
Thompson  will  stay  there 
until  early  summer,  and  he 
said  that  be  did  not  intend  to 
compete  in  a  decathlon  until 
the  world  championships  in 
Rome. 

His  intention  after  his  sec¬ 
ond  European  title  win  in 
Stuttgart  last  September  was 
to  alter  his  training  by  visiting 
national  specialist  coaches 


around  the  country.  The  ones 
he  has  seen  most  of  in  the  last 
few  months  have  been  the 
throws  specialists,  Dave 
Ottley,  the  Olympic  javelin 
silver  medal  winner,  and  Max 
Jones. 

The  profit  from  that  weak 
was  seen  in  the  one  indoor 
personal  best  he  set  on  Sun¬ 
day  —  a  15.72-metre  shot  put 
But  the  hurdling  and  jumping 
evidently  also  need  Tightening 
up.

Coaches  seek  action  on  drugs 


The  anti-drugs,  lobby  in 
athletics  is  gathering  mo¬ 
mentum  with  a  letter  being  sent 
this  week  from  the  European 
Athletics  Coaches  Association 
to  tiie  International  Amateur 
Athletics  Federation  expressing 
“deep  concern  that  present  mea¬ 
sures  are  insufficient  to  dis¬ 
courage  illegal  use  of  drugs  in 
sport”  (Pat  Botcher  writes). 

The  letter  was  drafted  by 
Prank  Dick,  the  British  director 
of  coaching,  who  was  re-elected 
frresidegt  of  foe  European 
coaching  body  at  their  triennial 
symposium  in  Aix-Les- Bains 
last  week.  It  calls  for  an 
programme  of  edacation 
throughout  the  sport  to  dis¬ 
courage  doping  hot,  in  a  radical 
departure,  the  association  is 


proposing  to  solicit,  “free  of 
prejudice  ,  foe  views  of  former 
athletes,  known  to  have  taken 
drugs,  and  other  sources  m  order 
“to  determine  the  true  extent  of 
the  problem". 

There  is  a  feeling  that  the 
IAAF  have  only  been  paying  lip 
service  to  anti-doping  with  their 

reinstatement  of  “fife  ban"  drag 
offenders  after  18  months,  even 
tbongh  that  is  dne  to  be  in¬ 
creased  to  four  years.  But  the 
coaches  are  also  saying  that, 
“the  punishment  must  more 
accmately  reflect  foe  crime"  and 
that,  “coaches,  medical  staff, 
managers  and,  indeed,  federa¬ 
tions  also  share  foe  re¬ 
sponsibility”. 

Dick  said  that  the  concern  was 
prompted  by  fear  that  the  cur¬ 


rent  cocktails  of  drags  which 
athletes  are  using  —  “stacking” 
in  American  tenmnology  — 
could  lead  to  people  dying. 
“There  is  evidence  of  some 
athletes  getting  cancer  of  the 
testicles  for  example.  And  also 
we  are  hearing  of  medication  for 
nicer  snffeicia  being  used  to 
flash  out  foe  system  to  confuse 
dope  testins". 

The  coaches’  letter  has  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  IAAF  via  foe 
European  Athletic  Association, 
whose  own  president  wifi  doubt¬ 
less  be  glad  to  do  so,  since  be  is 
another  Briton,  Sir  Arthar  Gold, 
a  man  who  has  been  prominently 
vociferous  throughout  the  last 
decade  in  what  has  sometimes 
seemed  an  individual  crusade 
apnwt  drag  in  aHilgfirs.

Brian  Tobin,  president  of  the 
Lawn  Tennis  Association  of 
Australia  (now  using  the  alter¬ 
native  “marketing”  title  of  Ten¬ 
nis  Australia)  carried  out  a 
morning  chore  before  yes¬ 
terday’s  play  began  in  the 

Australian  championships  —  he 
gave  the  Press  a  guided  tour  of 
the  hatf-fimsbed  Bat*nm|i  tennis 
centre  at  Flinders  Park,  where 
future  championships  will  be 
played. 

like  Forest  Hills,  former 
home  of  the  United  States 
championships,  Kooyoug  is  pri¬ 
vately  owned  and  too  small  for  a 
modern  grand  slam  tomaament. 

The  idea  of  a  national  tennis 
centre  was  born  in  1979,  a 
feasibility  committee  was 
formed  in  1981  and  construction 
began  last  March— only  10 
months  ago.  And,  already,  the 
iwi)n»  jg  ^  prominent  feature  of 
the  Melbourne  skyline. 

Within  a  of  the  city 
cadre,  it  stands  alongside  the 
Melbourne  cricket  ground  on  an 
attractive;  tree-fringed  site  by 
the  River  Yarra. 

Whereas  the  Wimbledon, 
French  and  US  championships 
have  had  to  adapt  or  improve 
existing  premises,  the  LTAA 
have  had  the  advantage  of 
budding  from  iw*.  But  the 
mind  boggles  at  the  boldness 
the  painstaking  wheeling 
and  dealing  of  an  enterprise  that 
is  producing  the  Gust  tennis 
centre  in  the  world  at  a  cost  — 
including  consultants’  fees  —  of 
about  £32  million. 

The  snrfoce  to  be  installed  at 
Flinders  Park  Is  arousing  con¬ 
troversy.  Grass,  the  traditional 
surface  for  Australia's  big 
events,  must  be  ruled  oat  be¬ 
cause  it  is  unsuitable  for  year- 
round  use  —  not  only  for  tennis, 
but  also  fur  the  new  venue’s 
fioanrialiy-important  role  as  an 
entertainment  centre. 

A  for* Australian  players  are 
fighting  a  rearguard  action  for 
grass,  bat  this  is  a  minority 
snrfoce  in  Australia,  and  the 
world  as  a  whole,  and  it  makes 
no  kind  of  sense  for  Flinders 
Park.  Clay  (shale)  is  also  a  non¬ 
starter  because  ft  is  alien  to 
Australian 

The  other  options,  currently 
being  tested,  are  a  variety  of 
hard  courts,  an  amended  version 
of  the  Supreme  Court  surface, 
already  popular  indoors,  and 
synthetic  grass.  The  players 
have  disliked  earlier  versions  of 
synthetic  grass  and  are  reluctant 
to  believe  that  the  latest  model  is 
sufficiently  revolutionary. 

Nor  would  Australia  be  con¬ 
tent  with  the  sort  of  hard  coarts 
used  for  the  US  championships, 
which,  in  any  case,  could  be 
awful  to  play  on  during  the  beat 
of  an  Australian  summer.  On 
the  other  hand,  one  or  two  of  the 
latest  hard  courts  have  an 
improved  cushioning  effect. 

Logic  suggests  that  the  LTAA 
should  gamble  —  and  a  gamble 
it  must  be  — on  an  updated 
Supreme  Court  or  hard  surface. 

A  committee  has  been  formed  to 
consider  all  the  possibilities  and, 
within  the  next  month  or  so, 
make  a  choke. 


Attitude  to  blame 
says  Taylor 
after  tour  failures

Taking  the  hard-nosed  view, 
the  sum  total  of  the  Lawn 
Tennis  Association's  derision  to 
under-write  the  cost  of  sending 
eight  players  to  Australia  and 
New  Zealand  for  six  weeks  has 
been  one  first-round  victory 
from  Nick  Fulwood  in  the 
Australian  Open. 

Roger  Taylor,  on  his  first  tour 
as  British  team  manager,  is  not 
trying  to  shy  away  from  that. 
“Yes,  the  actual  results  have 
been  a  little  disappointing”,  said 
Taylor  who  had  just  returned  to 
the  dub  house  at  Kooyong  after 
organizing  a  last  round  of 
practice  courts  before  the  team 
broke  up  —  most  heading  for 
home,  while  three.  Mike  Wal¬ 
ker,  Stephen  Botfieid  and  Jason 
Goodall  prepared  to  leave  for 
the  New  South  Wales  Open 
quail  firing  in  Sydney. 

"Of  course  a  lot  of  the  guys 
are  very  inexperienced,  and 
although  we  were  hoping  for  a 
better  lead  from  our  top  two, 
Andrew  Castle  and  Jeremy 
Bates,  you  have  to  remember 
that  Andrew  is  terribly  new 
himself." 

Nevertheless,  the  sort  of  re¬ 
sults  that  had  Castle  losing  to 
the  Australian  junior  champion, 
Shane  Bare,  in  the  Adelaide 
qualifying,  and  Bates  being  put 
out  of  the  Auckland  quaUtyrog 
by  Roy  Emerson's  son,  An¬ 
thony,  threw  a  harsh  spotlight 
on  the  standard  of  British 
tennis. 

And  the  manner  in  which 
Castle  and  Fulwood  were  even¬ 
tually  beaten  in  the  main  draw 
of  the  Australian  Open  only 
served  to  emphasize  the  poverty 
of  the  situation.  Castle  ran  out 
of  steam  against  Bruce  Derlin 
and  lost  6-1  in  the  fifth  set. 
Fulwood  had  Mark  Edmondson 
beaten,  but  double-faulted  on 
match-point. 

"Edmondson  was  carrying  a 
stone  overweight  and  was  ba¬ 
sically  just  hanging  in  there", 
said  Taylor.  "Nick  nad  played  a 
better  match,  but  in  the  end  be 
choked.  You  have  to  leant  bow 
to  deal  with  it.  It's  a  mental 
thing,  and  basically  that’s  the 
problem  with  all  our  players. 
They  are  lacking  mental  tough¬ 
ness.  They  have  got  to  learn  to 
compete  for  longer  periods  and 
with  more  intensity.  Look  at 
Lendl  today  —  5-1  down  in  the 
tie-break  and  the  guy  never 
gives  up.  The  top  plavers  never 
do” 

Attitude  on  court  forms  the 
basis  of  Taylor's  criticism  about 
all  eight  players  in  his  charge. 
He  has  little  lo  complain  about 
otherwise.  They  have  worked 
tremendously  hard  in  practice, 
up  to  six  hours  a  day  on  court. 

•Technically  they  are  fine” 
said  Taylor.  “But  mentally,  it 
comes  down  to  how  much  they  ’ 
really  want  to  get  out  and  make 
real  progress  on  the  inter¬ 
national  circuit.  1  know  Andrew 
has  the  desire,  but  I  think 
Telford,  and  selection  for  Davis 
Cup  and  European  Cup.  makes 
the  horizons  too  narrow  for  the 
others  and  gives  them  a  false 
sense  of  security." 

Taylor's  complaints  about 
attitude  extend  to  the  way  they 


approach  their  matches.  "I  have 
tried  to  drum  into  them  that 
they  should  play  within  their 
area  of  capability.  It  is  natural 
that  they  want  to  imitate-  the 
Lendl's  and  the  Becker's.  But 
trying  to  hit  the  ball  as  hard  as 
you  can  all  the  time  is  not  the 
answer.  You  have  to  adopt  a 
style  of  play  best  suited  to  you. 
Look  at  Paul  Annaconc  —  he  has 
a  set  plan  based  on  chip  and 
come  in.  If  the  serve  crashes 
down  from  height  and  bounces 
high  it  is  no  use  trying  to  blast 
the  return  —Just  block  it.”

tors  had  imagined.  They  were 
still  mostly  tyros,  without  a 
captain  to  inspire  them  by  his 
leadership  or  a  young  genins  to 
skip  the  learning  process,  as 
O'Neill  and  Waters,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  were  good  enough  to  do  in 
their  day.

Durban  —  Hassan  Howa,  the 
former  president  of  the  South 
African  Cricket  Board,  the 
governing  body  for  blacks, 
coloureds  (mixed  race)  and 
Indians  who  wifi  not  play  with 
whites,  has  been  thrown  off  the 
affiliated  Western  •  Province 
Cricket  Board  through  a  vote  ofk 
no-confidence  (Ivo  Tennant 
writes). 

Howa,  aged  64,  a  vehement 
opponent  of  apartheid  for  many 
years,  was  defeated  in  a  26-22 
vote  at  a  WPCB  meeting  in 
Cape  Town  on  Sunday  night  He 
was  president  of  the  WPCB.  IC 
as  is,  likely,  he  intends  to  fight 
those  who  ousted  him,  a  split 
within  the  SACB  conld  well 
occur.  Howa  still  commands 
much  respect  and  support. 

"1  knew  before  the  meeting 
that  some  people  would  start  a 
witch  hunt,"  Howa  said.  “I  lost 
my  temper  at  the  meeting 
because  1  could  not  bear  the 
conspiracy  against  me.  My  own 
1  at  Western  Province  have 
used  to  throw  me  out” 

Howa  said  the  vote  of  no- 
confidence  has  come  about  be¬ 
cause  he  had  had  a  meeting  with 
Dr  Ali  Bacher,  managing  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  predominantly  white- 
run  South  African  Cricket 
Union,  on  an  SACB  ground. 
Krista  Mackherdhuj.  president 
Of  tbe  SaCB,  said  Dr  Bacher 
should  not  have  been  allowed 
into  the  grounds. 

The  SACB  is  in  turn  affiliated 
to  the  South  African  Council  on 
Sport  (SaCOS).  Howa  claimed 
Ihcy  regard  him  as  "a  bit  of  a 
nuisance  because  I  will  not  be 
dictated  to  by  anybody”.  He  has 


been  replaced  on  the  WPCB  by  a 
six-man  interim  committee. 

“A  split  within  the  SACB 
could  now  come  about,”  Howa 
said.  “Unfortunately  it  would 
mean  two  weak  bodies  against 
one  strong  body  (the  SACU). 
There  is  no  chance  of  getting 
together  with  SACU,  though, 
until  apartheid  is  done  away 
with.” 

Dr  Bacher  said  that  he  and 
Howa  had  tbe  same  political 
viewpoints.  “Ten  years  ago  we 
had  our  differences  but  now  we 
are  batting  on  the  same  side.  I 
have  advised  Mr  Howa  of  our 
project  to  raise  money  through 
the  South  African  Cricket 
Development  Foundation  for 
helping  all  cricketers.  Black 
cricket  is  our  market  for  the  next 
decade,”  he  said. 

Ten  days  ago  Howa  told  The 
Times  that  blacks  and  coloureds 
were  prepared  to  sacrifice  excel¬ 
ling  at  cricket  in  order  to  hasten 
political  change  in  South  Africa.

Conner  wins  back  his  stripes 
with  a  five-star  performance

/fa  Dennis  Conner 
B  won  the  right 
jr  to  challenge  for 
■A  the  America's 
■Jm  Cup  that  he 
lost  four  years 
ago  to  Alan  Bond's  Australia 
11  when  he  and  his  crew 
aboard  the  San  Diego  12 r 
metre.  Stars  and  Stripes,  edged 
New  Zealand  IV  out  of  the 
Louis  Vuiuon  final  here 
yesterday. 

Chris  Dickson  and  his  crew 
went  out  bloodied  but  un¬ 
bowed.  losing  this  final  series 
1-4  by  a  margin  of  1  minute  29 
seconds,  victims  of  the  "Fre¬ 
mantle  Doctor*'  and  their  own 
inexperience  as  much  as  the 
awesome  up-wind  speed  being 
displayed  by  the  American 
challenger. 

After  falling  42  seconds 
behind  at  the  first  windward 
mark,  "Plastic  Fantastic”  ate 
into  Conner's  lead  on  the 
following  spinnaker  run  in  the 
gusting  26  to  30-knot  winds 
and  surfing  conditions. 

Two-thirds  into  the  second 
beat,  the  New  Zealanders  got 
their  first  break — or  rather  the 
Conner  camp  did  —  when  the 
stitching  holding  a  vertical 
seam  in  the  Stars  and  Stripes 
genoa  parted  and  the  sad 
exploded  in  two. 

Eight  men  rushed  forward 
to  retrieve  the  situation,  two 
grabbing  the  remains  trailing 
in  the  water.  Three  others 
wrestled  with  the  flailing  rem¬ 
nants  hoisted  up  the  forestay 
while  the  rest  strained  to  pull 
up  a  second  sail  from  the 
bowels  of  the  boat  as  wave 
after  wave  cascaded  over 
them. 

Miraculously,  no  one  fell 
overboard.  Even  more 
miraculously,  they  had  the 
new  sail  hoisted  and  set  within 
two  minutes  before  the  New 
Zealanders  had  even  got 
within  striking  distance. 

At  the  mark  the  difference 
between  the  two  boats  was 
down  to  14  seconds  and  Stars 
and  Stripes  looked  safe  until 
the  New  Zealanders  unfurled 
their  secret  gennaker 
assymetrical  spinnaker, 
copied  from  Australia  IV,  for 
the  first  time. 


Slowly  the  gap  narrowed 
until  the  Stars  and  Stripes 
crew  were  forced  to  take  down 
their  staysail  and  fond  off  the 
determined  New  Zealanders 
at  the  gybe  mark. 

The  gap  was  now  eight 
seconds  -  little  more  than  a 
boartength  —  and  Conner  was 
forced  to  hold  well  up  to 
protect  his  wind  after  gybing

Marsh  is 
lined  up 
for  world 
chance 

Terry  Marsh,  die  unbeaten 
former  European  light-welter¬ 
weight  champion,  has  finally 
been  lined  np  to  box  for  a 
world  tide  after  two  years  of 
near  misses.  Marsh  will  meet 
Joseph  Manky,  of  die  United 
States,  for  the  IBF  version  of 
the  light-welterweight 
championship  at  Basildon  - 
only  two  miles  from  his  home 
—  on  Match  4. 

Because  there  is  no  other 
arena  in  the  area  large  enough 
to  accommodate  the  contest,  it 
will  be  staged  in  a  6,000 -seat 
tent  which  is  being  especially 
imported  from  Italy'. 

Warren  has  had  problems  in 
trying  to  clinch  a  world  tide 
contest  for  Marsh,  aged  29,  for 
the  past  IS  months,  with  the 
W'BA  holder  Patricio  Oliva 
the  target  Another  setback 
came  in  November  when 
Marsh,  who  works  fall-time  as 
a  Tflbnry  fireman,  was  doe  to 
defend  his  European  crown 
against  Tony  Lafng,  of  Not¬ 
tingham.  but  was  forced  to  pnD 
out  after  breaking  his  nose  at 
work. 

The  European  Boxing 
Union  subsequently  stripped 
Marsh  of  his  tide  because  of 
inactivity,  a  suggestion  War¬ 
ren  angrily  disputes.  “He  was 
probably  one  of  the  most  active 
European  champions,*'  War¬ 
ren  said.  Marsh  has  not  boxed 
since  last  May  because  of  his 
nose  injury  and  to  counter  this 
inactivity  be  will  have  a  warm¬ 
up  boot  at  Fairfield  Halt 
Croydon,  on  January  28, 
against  David  Taylor,  of  the 
United  States.

Kent  hit  at  ‘ugly’ 
trend  as  Dilley 
is  poised  to  leave 


English  cricket  took  another 
step  closer  to  a  football-type 
transfer  system  yesterday 
when  a  reputed  £100,000  guar¬ 
antee  by  Worcestershire  made 
them  favourites  to  sign  Gra¬ 
ham  Dilley,  the  England  and 
Kent  fast  bowler.  Kent,  and 
the  seven  other  counties  in  the 
race  for  Dilley's  services,  look 
unlikely  to  match  the  five-year 
contract  that  Worcestershire 
are  believed  to  have  offered. 

“There  is  no  way  we  could 
pay  £20.000  a  year  to  any  one 
player."  admitted  Major  Mar¬ 
tin  ffrench  Blake,  the  Kent 
chairman.  “This  whole  new 
development  of  players  chang¬ 
ing  counties  troubles  me 
greatly.  Not  just  because  we 
are  losing  Dilley,  but  because 
of  the  implications  of  what  is 
now  a  transfer  system.  It  is  a 
disturbing  and  ugly  trend.  The 
richer  counties  are  going  to  get 
richer,  and  the  weaker  ones 
are  going  to  go  to  the  wall." 

However,  speaking  in 
Australia  yesterday,  Dilley 
said:  “I  haven't  made  my 
mind  up  what  I  am  do  hag.  I 
want  to  get  things  sorted  out  as 
quickly  as  possible,  but  I'm 
not  going  to  rush  into  any¬ 
thing.  I've  not  yet  signed  a 
contract  with  anyone. 

Dilley  met  Worcestershire 
chairman  Duncan  Fearnley 
over  dinner  in  Brisbane.  Also 
present  was  a  representative  of 
the  Somerset-based  car-phone 
company  whose  cash  helped 
clinch  Ian  Botham's  signature 
eight  days  ago.  A  similar  deal 
is  thought  to  have  been  lined 
up  for  Dilley. 

It  is  this  recently-acquired 
sponsorship  which  has  en¬ 
abled  Worcestershire  to 
strengthen  their  team  in  such 
spectacular  fashion. 

Yesterday,  Dilley's  likely 
move  was  the  subject  of 
conflicting  statements  by 
those  involved.  Mike  Jones, 
the  Worcestershire  cricket 
chairman,  who  returned  from 
Australia  at  the  weekend, 
claimed  that  nothing  definite 
had  yet  been  agreed.  He  will 
be  outlining  the  proposal  he 
put  to  Dilley  when  his  cricket 
committee  meet  within  the 
next  36  hours.  He  said:  “I 
know  the  rumblings  are  that 
Dilley  will  come  to  us,  but 
there  is  nothing  hard  yet,  I 
assure  you.” 

Kent,  meanwhile,  were  re¬ 
signed  to  Dilley's  departure. 
Cliris  Cowdrey,  their  captain, 
who  has  been  at  the  other  end

David  Hay  must  have 
permitted  himself  the  satisfac¬ 
tion.  of  a  quiet  smile  when  he 
heard  yesterday  that  Doug 
Rougvie,  the  Chelsea  defend¬ 
er,  had  refused  to  join  St 
Mirren  fora  fee  believed  to  be 
£70,000. 

The  Celtic  manager,  under

Britain's  telephone  and

Doctors  in 
bid  to  end 
transplant 
shortage 

By  JR1  Shaman 

A  waiting  party  has  been 
set  up  to  look  into  the  acute 
shortage  of  doner  organs  in 
this  country  and  adnse  the 
Government  on  how  the  prob¬ 
lem  can  be  overcome. 

The  Multidisciplinary 
Working  Party  on  Organ 
Donation  will  be  chaired  by 
Sir  Raymond  Hoffenbmg, 
president  of  tbe  Royal  College 
of  Physicians,  and  drawn  from 
tbe  Conference  of  Royal  Medi¬ 
cal  Colleges.  It  will  include 
medical  specialists  from  trans¬ 
plant  centres  intemare 
care  units  from  aD  ora  the 
country,  as  well  as  some  lay 
representatives. 

The  committee's  remit  is  to 
find  out  which  factors  caused 
the  recent  short  supply  of 
dona  organs  which  fans  led  to 
longer  waits  for  thousands  of 
patients  needing  Imbey,  heart 
or  Ever  transplants. 

Doctors  are  now  concerned 
that  the  reemt  spate  of  pub¬ 
licity  after  criticism  by  two 
Cambridge  doctors  ova  the 
criteria  for  brain  stem  deaths, 
may  result  in  a  farther  drop  in 
donor  organs. 

Sir  Raymond  said:  “Foflow- 
ing  the  Panorama  programme 
two  years  ago  about  brain  stem 
deaths,  there  was  a  dramatic 
shortage  of  organs.  Now, 
fallowing  articles  in  a  Sunday 
newspaper,  many  of  our  mem¬ 
bers  have  received  letters  from 
patients  saying  they  wish  to 
withdraw  tbeir  donor  cards." 

The  committee,  which  met 
for  the  first  time  earlier  this 
month,  will  also  be  asking 
doctors  who  are  opposed  to  tire 
donor  transplant  programme 
to  give  evidence.  . 

Sir  Raymond  said  the  com¬ 
mittee  would  explore  the  idea 
of  an^. opting  oat  scheme, 
whereby  people  carry  cards 
only  if  they  do  not  wish  to 
donate  organs. 

“We  have  to  get  round  this 
reluctance  by  doctors  to  ask 
relatives  about  their  patients. 
But  personally  I  would  not  like 
to  introduce  anything  which 
was  oWigatoiy  and  doctors 
should  not  be  forced  to  ask." 

The  Association  of 
Anaesthetists  said  yesterday 
that  all  aneasthetists  agree  on 
tiw  critieria  for  brain  stem 
death  and  that  if  the  patient 
met  these  criteria  this  was 
sufficient  evidence  that  the 
patient  had  died. 

“Brain  stem  death  occurs 
where  there  is  irreversible  loss 
of  capacity  for  coasrionstess 
combined  with  an  irreversible 
loss  Of  capacity  to  breathe 
spontaneously”.  Dr  Chris  Pal¬ 
las,  a  netHtdagist  at  Hammer¬ 
smith  Hospital  said. 

“In  1,000  cases 
documented,  the  heartbeat  of 
all  patients  following  brain 
stem  death  stopped  within  a 
few  days,  even  when  they  wee 
kept  on  ventilator  machines.” 

Dr  Pallas  said  that  anec¬ 
dotal  stories  of  “bizarre 
beharioar”  following  brain 
tfgqffi  could  be  explained  by 
natural  reactions  from  the 
spinal  cod,  which  takes  ova 
control  of  blood  pressure 
following  the  death  of  the 
brain  stem. 

“You  can  be  dead  while  the 
heart  is  stiB  beating",  said  Dr 
Pallas,  but  he  said  it  was 
impossible  for  anyone  to  fed 
pain  once  the  brain  stem  was 
dead."

Police  arrest  26  in 
soccer  gang  raids 


Britain's  largest  police  op¬ 
eration  against  soccer  hooli¬ 
gans  culminated  in  tbe  arrest 
of  26  people  yesterday  after  a 
series  of  pre-dawn  raids  in 
towns  from  Birmingham  to 
Portsmouth. 

More  than  250  officers  were 
involved  in  the  .  operation, 
codenamed  “Fulltime",  aim¬ 
ed  at  netting  the  ringleaders  of 
notoriously-vidous  and  high¬ 
ly-organized  gangs  of  thugs 
which  follow  West  Ham  and 
MittwaD  football  chibs.

Picket  leader  loses 
jail  sentence  appeal

A  print  union  official  con¬ 
victed  of  assaulting  a  police¬ 
man  outside  News 
International's  plant  at 
Wapping  must  complete  his. 
jail  sentence,  the  Court  of 
Appeal  decided  yesterday. 

Michael  Hicks,  aged  50,  a 
senior  Sogat  *82  chapel  officer 
at  the  wholesalers  John  Men¬ 
ses,  lost  his  appeal  against  a 
12-month  sentence,  eight  of 
which  were  suspended,  be¬ 
cause  he  “should  have  known 
better". 

Hicks  had  been  convicted  at 
Southwark  Crown  Court  in 
December  of  assaulting  Police 
Inspector  Norman  Surridge 
last  April  hitting  him  in  tfie 
face  with  a  megaphone.  Hicks 
was  leading  a  demonstration 
and  was  identified  by  his 
distinctive  cap  and  orange 
tabard  bearing  the  words 
Chief  Marshal 

The  defence,  ted  by  Mr 
Gerald  Bermingham,  had 
based  its  appeal  on  the  in¬ 
validity  of  an  identification  of 
Hicks  m  tbe  dock  by  a  police 
officer  who  had  witnessed  the 
assault  in  Cannon  Street 
Road. 

The  defence  had  introduced 
an  amateur  video  recording, 
into  foe  original  proceedings 
which  showed  Mr  Hicks  talk¬ 
ing  to  a  senior  officer  when  he 
was  supposed  to  have 
committed  the  offence. 

In  fact,  the  timing  of  the 
assault  was  an  estimate  by 
police  officers,  who  do  not 
wear  watches  during 
demonstrations  because  they 
can  be  damaged.

Mr  Dunn  alleged  the  drugs 
caused  such  stupor  that  “a 
virgin  could  be  raped  .  or 
sexually  interfered  withwith- 
out  having  any  recall”. 

The .  preacher,  who 
described  himself  as  a  doctor, 
established  “a  massive  infl¬ 
uence”  over  afl  four  young 
women  because  *  of  the  re¬ 
ligions  guidance  they  believed 
he  could  give  them.

Drug  trade 
threat  to 
democracy

Cocaine  producers  and  traf¬ 
fickers  have  become  so  power¬ 
ful  in  South  America  that  they 
threaten  the  survival  of  demo¬ 
cratic  governments,  a  Euro¬ 
pean  conference  on  drugs  was 
told  in  London  yesterday. 

The  difficulties  of  Latin 
American  countries  were 
given  in  detail  to  the  Council 
of  Europe's  Pompidou  Group 
by  Mr  Douglas  Hurd,  Home 
Secretary,  and  Senor  Marc- 
elino  Oreja^  Secretary  General 
of  the  Council  of-Europe. 

The  main  cocaine  produc¬ 
ing  countries  are  Peru,  Bolivia 
and  Colombia.  A  number  of 
other  countries  in  Latin  and 
Central  America  are  conduits 
for  drug  traffickers. 

Senor  Oreja  told  interior, 
justice  and  soda] -affairs  min¬ 
isters  from  16  countries:  “We 
cannot  lose  sight  of  the  feet 
that  there  are'  countries, 
particularly  in  Latin  America, 
whose  democratic  regimes  are 
threatened  by  the  actions  of 
those  who.  control  trafficking 
and  production.” 

Drug  abuse  continued  to 
rise  at  an  alarming  rate,  he 
said,  and  there  were  now  an 
estimated  48  million  drug 
abusers  throughout  the  world. 

Mr  Hurd  told  the  ministers: 
“In  some  pans  of  the  world 
drug  traffickers  can  virtually 
buy  and  sell  governments;  in 
others  their  profits  can  finance 
subversion  and  terrorism.” 
National  economies  could 
rapidly  find  themselves 
dependent  on  dings. 

He  told  the  conference  that 
when  Mr  David  MeUor,  his 
Minister  of  State,  toured 
South  America  last  autumn: 
“He  had  discussions  with 
government  ministers  who  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  future  of  legiti¬ 
mate  governments  in  their 
countries  is  under  real  threat 
from  the  activities  and  power 
of  the  traffickers. 

“Drugs  area  major  political 
and  economic  menace  as  well 
as  a  social  one,”  he  said. 

The  Home  Secretary  said 
that  so  long  as  demand  re¬ 
mained  high  in  the  West, 
efforts  to  halt  supply  would 
fail.  He  told  the  two-day 
conference:  “In  the  last  resort 
the  battle  wifi  be  won  among 
our  young  people.  We  have  to 
influence  directly  and  through 
parents  and  teachers.” 

The  Home  .  Secretary  raged 
ministers  to  consider  and 
support  measures  to  seize  the 
assets  of  drug,  traffickers, 
wherever  in  the  world  they 
were  located.” 

Before  the  conference  be¬ 
gan.  Home  Office  sources 
indicated  that  Britain  would 
like  to  see  its  confiscation 
laws,  which  came  into  effect 
last  week,  extended  to  Europe. 


Thatcher  backs 
US  rape  denial

The  -  American  statement 
was  then-  confirmed  by  the 
Prime  Minister,  after  she  was 
questioned  about  the  rape 
reports. 

The  alleged  incident  hap¬ 
pened  more  than  a  year  ago 
but  the  details  have  only  now 
been  revealed.  The  Foreign 
Office  confirmed  yesterday 
that  the  matter  had  been 
treated  very  seriously  at  the 
time  and  a  request  had  been 
made  to  Mr  Charles  Price;  the 
US  Ambassador,  to  waive 
diplomatic  immunity  so  that 
the  man  could  be  charged.

Harassment  by  landlords 


Inquiry  inspector  overruled 

By  Christopher  Warntan,  Property  Correspondent 


A  public  inquiry  inspector 
who  refused  to  hear  evidence 
of  alleged  harassment  and 
intimidation  ofbed-sit  tenants 
was  overruled  by  the  High 
Court  yesterday. 

This  test  case  ruling  won  by 
Kensington  and  Chelsea  Bor¬ 
ough  Council  has  important 
implications  for  local  authori¬ 
ties  who  take  action  to  protect 
tenants  of  private  flats  and 
houses  against  harassment. 

A  number  of  other  authori¬ 
ties  feeing  similar  difficulties 
over  evidence  of  alleged 
harassment  were  awaiting  the 
judgement,  and  the  Institution 
of  Environmental  Health  Offi¬ 
cers  is  promoting  a  private 
member's  Bill  in  the  House  of 
Commons  which  would  result 
in  new  controls  for  local 


authorities  over  houses  in 
multiple  occupation. 

The  public  inquiry  into  the 
Hoogstraten  rose  will  now 
continue,  with  the  inspector 
bearing  in  mind  yesterday’s 
judgement 

Kensington  and  Chelsea  is¬ 
sued  Compulsory  Purchase 
Orders  in  November  1985  to 
lake  five  properties  in  Ful¬ 
ham.  South  Kensington. 
Notting  Hill  and  Holland  Park 
out  of  Mr  Nicholas  Koogstrat- 
en’s  control  because  of  com¬ 
plaints  made  against  him  by 
some  of  his  tenants.  A  public 
inquiry  was  opened  last  July 
after  Mr  Hoogstraten,  of 
Framfieid,  East  Sussex,  ob¬ 
jected  to  the  council's  action. 

in  December  the  inspector 
in  charge  of  the  inquiry,  Mr 


Richard  Barry,  ruled  that  he 
would  not  bear  evidence 
about  the  conduct  of  Mr 
Hoogstraten,  or  persons  acting 
on  his  behalf,  because  it  was 
“irrelevant”  to  the  consid¬ 
eration  of  whether  or  not  the 
CPOs  should  be  confirmed  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Environment. 

Mr  J  ustice  Taylor  yesterday 
held  that  Mr  Barry  was 
“wrong  in  law”  to  exclude 
such  evidence  and  quashed 
his  decision. 

The  judge  allowed  the 
council's  application  for  a 
judicial  review  and  ordered 
Mr  Hoogstraten  and  the 
Department  of  the  Environ¬ 
ment  who  had  both  opposed 
the  application,  to  pay  the 
authority’s  costs.

The  prosecution 
case  rested  principally  on  ad¬ 
missions  made  by  the  six  men  in 
police  custody,  together  with 
scientific  evidence  which  in¬ 
dicated  that  two  of  the  men  had 
handled  nitro-glycerine. 

The  six  men  maintained  at 
trial  that  the  admissions  bad 
been  secured  by  means  of  police 
brutality  and  intimidation.  The 
defence  also  disputed  the  scien¬ 
tific  evidence,  alleging  that  the 
results  obtained  on  the  Griess 
test  were  due  to  contact  with  a 
harmless  substance  called  nitro¬ 
cellulose: 

The  safety  of  the  convictions 
has  since  been  challenged,  most 
'  notably  in  two  World  in  Action 
programmes  and  in  a  book 
published  by  Mr  Chris  Mullin  in 
June  last  year. 

I  have  examined  this  material 
with  great  care.  I  am  satisfied 
that  there  is  new  evidence  which 
would  justify  my  referring  the 
case  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  and  I 
have  now  done  so.

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before  the  court  any  matters 
which  they  wish  to  raise  on  their 
behalf 

As  the  House  will  recognize, 
these  have  not  been  easy  de¬ 
risions  to  make.  I  have  thought 
it  right  to  maintain  the  principle 
that  I  should  interfere  with  the 
verdict  of  a  court  only  where 
there  is  some  new  evidence  or 
new  consideration  of  substance 
which  casts  doubt  of  tire  safety 
of  the  convictions. 

The  second  necessary  prin¬ 
ciple  is  that  where  such  material 
is  to  hand  no  consideration  of 
amour  propre  or  possible 
embarrassment  should  prevent 
a  referral  of  the  case.  1  believe 
that  by  following  these  prin¬ 
ciples  a"  Home  Secretary  can  best 
serve  the  interests  of  justice. 

Mr  Gerald  Kaufman,  chief  Opp¬ 
osition  spokesman  on  borne 
affairs,  said  that  Mr  Hurd  was 
right  to  refer  the  Birmingham 
case  to  the  Court  of  Appeal.  He

followed  and  the  likely  time¬ 
scale  of  the  proceedings  he  had 
announced?

Sheltering  under  the  um-

;  rence  by  scorning  the  presence 
1  of  US  forces  on  their  terri¬ 
tories  and  attacking  US  atti¬ 
tudes  to  arms  control. 

"Too  many  Europeans 
swing  from  fear  of  US  domi¬ 
nance  to  fear  of  US  with¬ 
drawal. 

"We  Europeans  have  too 
often  underestimated  the  vital 
interdependence  of  the  US 

-  and  Europe  and  indulged  in 
anti-Americanism  under  the 

-  guise  of  nationalism  or 
neutralism. 

‘  "We  have  wanted  security 
on  the  cheap.  We  have  sup¬ 
ported  a  dominant  US  tnili- 
_  tary  contribution  while  ex¬ 
pecting  then  an  unreal  degree 


Dr  Owen:  We  have  indulged 
in  anti-Americauistn. 
of  national  autonomy,  free 
from  any  US  political  con-, 
tribution.” 

But  Europeans  would  soon 
have  to  face  up  to  their 
responsibilities.  It  was  becom¬ 
ing  increasingly  likely  that 
within  the  next  five  years  the 
US  would  not  have  325,000 1 
troops  stationed  on  the  Conti¬ 
nent  and  the  Western  Euro¬ 
pean  states  would  have  to 
shoulder  a  greater  share  of  the 
West's  defence  burden.

I  Inina  and  Mozambique,  and 
presented  to  tbe  commission, 
made  it  clear  that  there  had 
beet)  so  sabotage  or  explosion 
on  board. 

The  report,  read  out  to  tbe 
court  by  Mr  Rennie  van  ZyL, 
Sooth  Africa’s  Director  of 
Aviation  Safety,  painted  a 
pictere  of  confusion  doling  the 
final  seconds  of  the  flight  as 
the  crew,  off  coarse  and  ont  of 
contact  with  navigational  aids, 
desperately  tried  to  locate 
Maputo  rnnway. 

A  key  source  of  evidence  on 
which  the  report  was  based 
was  tbe  cockpit  voice  recorder, 
which  kept  a  complete  record 
of  the  conversation  between 
members  of  the  Russian  crew 
of  the  Soviet-built  Tupolev 
TU  134  A,  and  between  them 
art  ground  control  in  Maputo. 

According  to  an  English 
translation  of  the  recording's 
transcript,  toe  final  exchange 
between  the  plane's  navigator 
and  captain  went  as  follows: 

Navigator  “No,  no,  there’s 
nowhere  to  go,  no  NDBs; 
there’s  nothing.” 

Captain:  “Neither  NDBs 
nor  DLS.” 

(NDBs  are  non-directional 
beacons  used  in  automatic 
direction-finding  and  US  re¬ 
fers  to  the  instrument  landing 
system). 

Three  seconds  later  the 
plane  crashed. 

The  transcript  also  shows 
the  air  crew  having  difficulty 
in  communicating  in  English— 
the  international  language  of 
aviation  —  with  the  ground 
controller  at  Maputo  airport 


The  crew,  who  could  not 
understand  why  they  amid  not 
see  Maputo  airport,  repeat¬ 
edly  asked  whether  the  rail¬ 
way  lights  were  switched  on, 
but  got  no  dear  answer. 

The  report,  art  the  evidence 
so  far,  has  not  answered  the 
mystery  of  why  the  plane 
suddenly  veered  to  the  west  as 
it  was  approaching  Maputo, 
eventually  crashing  into  a  hill 
a  short  distance  inside  South 
Africa  art  34  nautical  miles 
from  Maputo. 

Shortly  after  the  crash, 
allegations  were  made,  by 
President  Kaimda  of  Zambia 
among  others,  that  South  Af¬ 
rica  might  have  put  ont  a  false 
signal  that  could  have  lured 
President  Mattel's  aircraft,  in 
which  33  other  people  also 
died,  to  its  doom.  These 
allegations  were  firmly  denied 
at  the  time  by  the  South 
Africans.

The  Middle  East:  Lebanon  terror 


Waite  optimistic  after 
his  secret  meetings 
with  Beirut  kidnappers

Mr  Terry  Waite,  the  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Canterbury’s  special 
envoy  who  is  trying  to  secure 
the  unease  of  foreign  hostages 
in  Lebanon,  yesterday  began 
the  most  difficult  and  dan¬ 
gerous  part  of  his  mission  with 
at  least  two  secret  meetings 
with  Muslim  kidnappers. 

Mr  Waite  was  proceeding 
with  extreme  caution  and  has 
consistently  declined  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  smallest  detail  of  his 
encounters.  He  would  only  say 
that  he  was  making  progress 
and  felt  confident  ora  positive 
outcome. 

He  has  reason  to  be  careful 
in  his  movements  around  west 
Beirut,  not  only  because  of  the 
tension  prevailing  in  the  Mus¬ 
lim  sector  of  the  capital 
following  shooting  between 
Shia  Muslim  and  Druze  gun¬ 
men  on  Sunday  night 

In  an  interview,  Mr  Waite 
earlier  said  “there  have  been 
people  who  wanted  to  kidnap 
me  and  have  tried”.  He  also 
said  tbai  he  had  information 
that  “it  has  been  discussed 
among  the  people  with  whom 
I  am  talking  as  to  whether  or 
not  there  was  an  advantage  in 
taking  me” 

He  did  not  say,  however,  if 
such  projects  were  considered 


during  his  previous  visits. 

Mr  Waite  slipped  out 
through  the  bade  gate  of  the 
Riviera  Hotel  on  Sunday  eve¬ 
ning  and  returned  shortly  after 
midnight.  Yesterday  he  drop¬ 
ped  out  of  sight  for  two  hoars 
to  accomplish  what  he  de¬ 
scribed  as  “the  continuation 
of  my  non-public  contacts”. 

It  is  precisely  that  secret 
phase  of  his  negotiations 
which  Mr  Waite  has  cited  as 
the  main  reason  behind  two 
last-minute  postponements  of 
his  return  to  London. 

“Things  are  moving  in  the 
right  direction  and  1  must  stay 
a  little  longer,”  he  told  The 
Times  yesterday. 

Druze  militiamen  in  charge 
of  Mr  Waite's  security  are 
making  sure  no  one  follows 
him  when  he  leaves  the  hotel 
They  have  threatened  to  shoot 
at  the  tyres  of  any  vehicle 
following  his  heavily  guarded 
convoy  to  undisclosed  loca¬ 
tions  where  he  is  dropped  to 
be  mez  by  a  smaller  group  of 
men,  who  later  lead  him  to  see 
the  kidnappers. 

Muslim  kidnappers  in  Leb¬ 
anon  are  bolding  at  least  19 
Westerners,  inducting  Mr 
John  McCarthy,  aged  30,  from 
Essex,  the  acting  bureau  chief 


of  Worldwide  Television 
News,  and  Mr  Brian  Keenan, 
aged  36,  from  Belfast. 

Although  Mr  Waite  main¬ 
tains  that  he  is  working  for  the 
freedom  of  all  hostages,  he  was 
said  to  be  concentrating  his 
efforts  on  the  release  of  Mr 
Terry  Anderson,  an  American 
correspondent  of  Associated 
Press,  and  Mr  Thomas  Suther¬ 
land,  a  professor  at  the  Ameri¬ 
can  University  of  Beirut- 

Both  men  are  being  held  by 
the  pro-Iranian  Islamic  Jihad 
organization,  with  whom  Mr 
Waite  has  been  in  contact 
since  he  began  his  mission  14 
months  ago.  The  kidnappers 
have  demanded  the  release  of 
17  Arabs  imprisoned  in 
Kuwait.

Mr  Oliver  Revell,  an  exec¬ 
utive  assistant  director  at  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investiga¬ 
tion,  said  that  Mr  Hamadi’s 
links  to  Hezbollah,  the  Ira¬ 
nian-backed  group  holding 


three  US  hostages  in  Lebanon, 
posed  special  problems. 

While  Hezbollah  alone  had 
no  “tremendous  capability”  in 
the  US,  it  had  ties  to  other 
groups  capable  of  carrying  out 
terrorist  acts.  The  main  con¬ 
cern  was  American  targets  in 
Europe  and  the  Middle  East. 

Mr  Hamadi  will  probably 
be  held  in  a  military  base  in 
the  Washington  area.  Fort 
Meade,  Maryland,  or  the 
Quantico  Marine  base,  in 
Virginia,  are  likely  sites.  He 
may  be  brought  to  the  USin  a 
military  aircraft. 

Justice  Department  officials 
said  the  “worst  case  scenario” 
would  be  a  hostage-taking 
aimed  at  freeing  Mr  Hamadi 
US  embassies  would  be  on 
alert  against  terrorist  attacks 
and  security  at  airports  in  the 
US  might  be  tightened.

Socialism  will  still 
thrive  in  open 
China,  says  Deng

Mr  Deng  Xiaoping,  China’s 
senior  leader,  yesterday  tpld 
Mr  Robert  Mugabe,  foe  Prime 
Minister  of  Zimbabwe,  that 
China  needs  to  open  further  to 
the  outside  world,  and  said  he 
was  confident  that  foe  open- 
door  policy  would  not  affect 
China's  socialist  system. 

Mr  Deng’s  remarks,  carried 
by  the  New  China  News 
Agency,  appeared  to  support 
previous  assertions  by  Mr 
Zhao  Ziyang,  the  Premier  and 
acting  party  General  Sec¬ 
retary,  and  by  Mr  Li  Peng,  a 
Vice-Premier,  that  the  “anti- 
bourgeois  liberalization  cam¬ 
paign”  would  not  stall  eco¬ 
nomic  reforms. 

Earlier,  however,  the  official 
People 's  Daily  quoted  officials 
of  the  National  People’s  Con¬ 
gress  as  saying  that  con¬ 
sumerism  should  not  be  the 
driving  force  behind  foe  Chi¬ 
nese  economy. 

Mr  Deng  told  Mr  Mugabe 
that  China's  economic  pro¬ 
gress  during  the  past  eight 
years  had  been  achieved  as  a 
result  of  self-reliance  and 
consideration  of  the  country’s 
“actual  conditions.” 

“Our  goals  now  are  realistic 
and  practical,”  Mr  Deng  said. 
“China's  mistakes  committed 
a  few  years  ago  were  due  to 
overdemanding  and  excessive 
speed,  disregarding  the 
country’s  realities.” 

Between  1984  and  198S 
excessive  spending  on  con¬ 
struction  projects  and  un¬ 
controlled  lending  drove  Chi¬ 
na’s  growth  rate  to  an 
unsustainable  23  per  cent  by 
the  second  quarter  of  198S. 

Mr  Deng  added:  “If  there 
are  any  shortcomings  in  im¬ 
plementing  our  open  policy, 
foe  main  one  is  that  China 
needs  further  opening.” 

He  appeared  fit  and  relaxed 
during  a  television  broadcast 


of  his  interview  with  Mr 
Mugabe  in  which  he  told  foe 
Prime  Minister  that  China’s 
socialist  system  was  not  in 
danger  from  modernization: 
“We  also  educate  our  people 
to  adhere  to  foe  four  cardinal 
principles,  and  one  of  them  is 
adherence  to  foe  socialist 
road.  This  provides  a  fun¬ 
damental  guarantee.” 

The  other  three  principles 
are  support  for  the  Com¬ 
munist  Party,  the  people’s 
democratic  dictatorship  and 
Marxist/Leninist/Mao-tse- 
Tung  Thought. 

The  report  in  the  People's 
Daily  indicated  a  re- 
evaluation  of  the  pace  of

Moscow’s  attempts  to  extri¬ 
cate  the  Soviet  Arm>  from  the 
costly  quagmire  of  Afghani¬ 
stan  rest  largely  on  the  burly 
shoulders  of  a  40-year-old 
former  secret  police  chief,  who 
since  taking  power  last  May.

Dr  Najib.  locally  nick¬ 
named  “The  Ox“  has  swiftly 
moved  into  world  prominence 
from  the  anonymity  he  fa¬ 
voured  during  six  years  as  the 
ruthless  chief  of  Khad.  the 
widely  feared  Afghan  intelli¬ 
gence  service  which  enjoyed 
dose  links  with  the  KGB  and 
a  well-deserved  reputation  for 
dealing  brutally  with  Muslim 
guerrilla  suspects. 

His  Kneml in-inspired  de¬ 
cision  to  declare  a  unilateral 
ceasefire  has  met  short  shrift 
from  leaders  of  the  seven  main 
rebel  groups,  but  his  Soviet 
hackers  see  it  as  a  useful 
weapon  in  the  "salami  tactics"’ 
being  used  to  whip  up  di¬ 
visions  already  existing 
among  the  Mujahidin.

Genscher  revels  in  his  grassroots  fame

“Hans  Dietrich  is  haring  a 
good  campaign.”  said  one 
observer  who  has  been  follow¬ 
ing  the  West  German  Lib¬ 
erals"  election  campaign. 

At  an  election  rally  for  the 
Free  Democrats  (FDP),  or 
Liberals,  in  the  incongruous 
setting  of  a  draughty  public

Herr  Genscher,  the  small 
FDP's  best  known  figure  and 
former  leader,  has  held  the  job 
with  distinction  in  a  variety  of 
coalitions  with  Social  Demo¬ 
crats  and  conservatives  since 
1974. 

He  tried  not  to  look  as  if  be 
preferred  the  world  of  inter¬ 
national  diplomacy  to  Liberal 
grass  roots.  He  clapped  loudly 
and  nodded  approval  as  local

Writing  poetry,  Dylan  Tho- 
mas_said,  was  a  process  of 
throwing  unrelated  images  to¬ 
gether  and  letting  them  breed. 
Brian  Abbott  Iks  followed  the 
same  method  in  retracing 
Thomas's  route  to  his  last  fetal 
round  of  doubles.  It  is  a 
remarkable  piece. 

Its  ostensible  theme  is  the 
1966  court  case  which  Caitiin 
Thomas  brought  Dou¬ 

glas  Oeverdon  for  the  recov¬ 
ery  of  the  manuscript  of  Under 
Milk  Wood.  Simultaneously,  a 
narrator  fa  setting  the  scene  m 
the  kind  of  prose  Thomas 
might  have  been  writing  if  he 
had  survived  inio  Swinging 
London.  We  then  go  bac£  1$ 
years  fix*  what  promises  to  be  a 
pastiche  of  Milk  Wood  with 
the  village  of  Soho  replacing 
Uaregybb.  It  fa  a  wonderful

Yet  the  effect  fa  not  at  all 
Olympia-like,  for  Mbs  An¬ 
derson  displays  a  great  force 
ami  conviction  in  what  she 
does,  a .  passion  to  be  dis¬ 
passionate.  And  there  fa  some 
point  In  her  remaining  some¬ 
what  aloof  from  the  heroine’s 
ostensible  feelings  when  her 
voice  gives  such  a  clear  ex¬ 
position  of  Donizetti's  record 
of  those  feelings:  the  business 
of  her  performance  fa  to 
display  an  opera,  not  a  senti¬ 
mental  portrait  of  a  woman  in 
emotional  distress.

It  seems  these  days  that  the  lot 
of  the  National  Theatre  actor 
is  often  like  foal  of  a  cafs-eye: 
to  shine  in  the  middle  of  foe 
road.  The  National's  latest 
offering  of  light  entertainment  fa  a 
revival  at  the  Cottesloe  of  John 
Cecfl  Holm’s  and  George  Abbott's 
slickly  cute  1935  Broadway  comedy 
bit.  Three  Men  on  a  Horse ,  opening 
tomorrow. 

Perhaps  the  play's  gentle  moraliz¬ 
ing  about  human  desire  to  make  a 
dollar  or  two  on  the  ponies  might 
seem  quaintly  simplistic  to  a  mod¬ 
em  audience  that  fa  now  daily 
entertained  by  the  more  sophis¬ 
ticated  genius  of  everyday  City  folk 
at  making  a  fast  buck,  but  foe  sub- 
Runyonesque  Three  Men  on  a 
Horse  does  give  Jonathan  Lynn’s 
company  the  opportunity  to  con¬ 
tinue  foe  National's  Guys  and  Dolls 
tradition  of  excellent  portrayals  of 
comic  American  gangsters.  It  also 
gives  another  chance  for  Geoffrey 
Hutchings,  last  seen  playing  Jac- 
obowski  in  Wersel's  and  Behnnan’s 
Jacobowski  and  the  Colonel,  to 
show  bow  good  an  actor  he  is. 

Hutchings  fa  one  of  those  stal¬ 
warts  of  his  profession  who  has 
consistently  produced  foe  highest 
standards  of  craftsmanship  without 
ever  becoming  a  household  name. 
He  spent  16  years  with  the  RSC,  of 
whom  he  fa  an  associate  member.  “1 
wouldn't  have  missed  it  for  any¬ 
thing.-  I  started  off  playing  quite 
good  parts  and  ended  up  playing 
very  good  parts."  One  of  these  was 
foe  Dame  in  Peter  Nichols's  Poppy ; 
which  won  him  a  SWET  award  for 
best  comedy  performance. 


Coming  out 
of  the  mist 


Geoffrey  Hutchings,  who  opens  in 
Three  Men  on  a  Horse  at  the  Cottesloe 
tomorrow,  may  not  be  a  household 
name  but  is  nevertheless  one  of  those 
actors  who  make  British  theatre  what  it 
is:  interview  by  Andrew  Hislop 

Hutchings:  not  threatening  any  cerebral  damage

Hutchings  thinks  Three  Men  on  a 
Horse  is  a  good  and  very  funny  play 
but  admits  that  “you  won’t  come 
away  from  it  with  any  cerebral 
damage".  He  plays  Erwin  Trow¬ 
bridge,  a  demure  writer  of  greetings- 
card  verse  who  just  happens  to  have 
an  uncanny  talent  for  picking 
winning  horses.  Misguided  pru¬ 
dence,  however,  prevents  him  from 
financially  benefiting  from  his  skill 
—  until,  that  is,  he  gets  involved 
with  some  less  reticent  gangsters. 
“He's  a  difficult  character  to  play”, 
says  Hutchings,  “because  you’ve  got 
to  play  him  totally  honestly  and 
seriously.  The  other  people  around 
me  have  all  foe  punchlines.” 

Trowbridge  fa  foe  archetypal  litxJe 
man  who  eventually  learns  to  walk 
tall.  Short  in  height  himself;  and 
blessed  with  a  face  that  is  almost 
un  memorably  normal,  Hutchings 
has  nevertheless  shown  in  his  time  a 


talent  for  standing  out  in  a  crowd. 
At  Birmingham  University,  where 
he  studied  foe  intriguing  combina¬ 
tion  of  French  and  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion,  he  distinguished  himself  by 
being  pole  vault  champion.  Consid¬ 
ering  his  low  starting  point  the 
height  he  achieved,  11  ft  8  in,  fa 
bigger  than  it  sounds,  though  he 
modestly  attributes  his  champion 
status  to  the  lack  of  a  rival 
competitor. 

He  also  excelled  at  rugby, 
speeding  down  the  wing 
for  Wimbledon  with 
such  effect  that  he  was 
known  as  “Flyer  Hut¬ 
chings".  One  newspaper  said  once 
that  “the  wrailh-like  figure  of 
Hutchings  appeared  through  the 
mist”.  He  himself  believes  foal  the 
failure  to  detea  him  earlier  was  due 
to  foe  length  of  the  grass. 


Like  Trowbridge,  Hutchings  is 
□ot  really  a  betting  man.  though  he 
admits  to  two  financially  painful 
lapses  into  gambling.  Once  he 
□early  put  all  his  week’s  salary  into 
fruit  machines.  On  another  occa¬ 
sion,  he  was  persuaded  by  a  fellow 
RSC  actor  to  work  with  him  on  a 
system  of  picking  horses  which 
required  them  to  spend  hours 
analyzing  foe  pedigrees  of  winners. 
The  system  did  not  work  and  foe 
actor  moved  on  with  a  devilish  lack 
of  cunning  to  selecting  second 
favourites  —  though  unaccom¬ 
panied  by  Hutchings  or  his  wallet. 

Hutchings  does  not  come  from  a 
very  theatrical  family,  though  a 
grandfather  was  one  of  the  Hardy 
Players,  an  amateur  group  that 
acted  out  versions  of  the  novels.  At 
university,  however,  he  became 
keenly  involved  with  drama. 

He  won  a  place  at  RADA,  which 


he  thought  provided  foe  best  train¬ 
ing  for  foe  theatre  in  foe  sense  that  it 
prepared  you  for  a  star  system,  but 
not  the  best  preparation  for  acting. 
Among  the  “stare”  were  Anthony 
Hopkins  and  Simon  Ward.  While  at 
RADA  he  played  the  young 
D.H.  Lawrence  in  a  television  play 
by  David  Storey.  After  leaving 
RADA  he  joined  Ward  in  a  number 
of  productions  at  foe  National 
Youth  Theatre. 

Apart  from  some  brief  bouts  of 
supply  teaching,  which  he  disliked, 
Hutchings  has  always  earned  his 
living  as  an  actor.  At  48  he  is  in  his 
prime:  “X  always  said  to  myself  that 
I  didn't  think  I  would  come  into  my 
own  until  1  was  50. 1  knew  I  never 
was  going  to  be  a  juve  lead."  He  has 
recently  finished  acting  in  a  David 
Leland  film  and  hopes  to  do  more 
television  and  film  work  now  that 
he  has  more  time.  He  likes  working 
at  the  National  but  regrets  that  the 
repertory  schedule  means  that  you 
repeatedly  have  to  play  a  part  cold. 
“It's  like  asking  an  athlete  to  run 
without  training.  It's  difficult  to  feel 
part  of  a  company  if  you’re  not  on 
every  rnght 

"1  was  a  bit  surprised  when  I 
joined,  the  National  to  find  that  it 
was  not  a  national  theatre  in  the 
terms  I  thought  -  like  the  National 
Health  or  the  National  Trust  In 
fact,  it's  more  like  the  National 
Gallery,  centred  in  London  and 
catering  for  Londoners  and  tour¬ 
ists.”  Certainly  Three  Men  on  a 
Horse  does  not  loom  large  in  our 
national  theatrical  heritage;  but  no 
doubt  Geoffrey  Hutchings  and  com¬ 
pany  wiU  ensure  that  the  audience 
win  be  most  excellently  catered  for.

As  a  result  the  MGC,  which  was 
little  more  than  a  toothless  adviser 
for  more  than  50  years,  now  takes 
on  a  legal  entity,  with  a  £6  million 
budget.

The  (bunders  of  a  Viking 
museum  in  York 
proudly  boast  that  they 
took  “what  could  have 
been  the  most  boring 
display  in  the  world  and  turned  it 
into  a  major  tourist  attraction".  At 
the  Jorvik  Viking  Centre  visitors 
can  view,  from  electric  trolleys,  a 
re-creation  of  a  10th-century  vil¬ 
lage.  The  12-minute  ride  takes 
them  back  through  history,  with  a 
commentary  by  Magnus 
Magnusson. 

During  their  journey  visitors 
hear  voices  speak  Icelandic  —  the 
closest  of  modern  Norse  languages 
to  the  Viking  tongue  —  and  can 
“enjoy”  the  smells  of  livestock, 
boats  off-loading  cargoes  on  the 
River  Fosse,  a  cesspit  latrine  and 
stalls  selling  shoes  and  fruit 
This  attention  to  detail  has 
helped  make  Jorvik  a  spectacular 
success  since  its  opening  in  June 
1984.  “Not  only  does  it  make 
money,  but  it  makes  money  which 
is  put  to  the  benefit  of  an  academic 
institution  —  tbe  York 
Archaeological  Trust,"  says  An¬ 
thony  Gaynor,  one  of  the  triumvi¬ 
rate  which  founded  Jorvik  on  the 
site  of  one  of  the  trust's  digs.  He  is 
also  managing  director  of  Heritage 
Projects,  which  sprang  from  the 
Viking  venture  and  will,  today, 
sign  the  lease  on  St  Margaret's 
Church.  Here  the  Canterbury 
Pilgrims'  Way  will  be  established 
at  a  cost  of  £13  million.  It  will 
open  in  March  of  next  year,  and 
350,000  people  a  year  are  expected 
to  follow  Chaucer's  companions 
from  the  Tabard  to  the  Becket 
Tomb. 

Another  Heritage  project  —  also 
due  to  be  opened  in  March,  1988 
—  is  the  Oxford  Story.  Unlike  the 
Pilgrims'  Way,  but  like  Jorvik,  it 
will  involve  a  ride  through

Tbe  museum  renaissance  has 
been  due  more  to  self-help  than 
government  aid.  In  1964  there 
were  some  750  museums  in 
Britain,  now  there  are  an  es¬ 
timated  2,300,  with  a  new  one 
being  opened  every  fortnight  At 
the  same  time,  Government  fund¬ 
ing  of  the  national  museums  has 
consistently  dropped  behind  the 
rate  of  inflation,  putting  increas¬ 
ing  pressure  on  them  to  adopt  the

Lloyd’s  of  London  is  bracing  itself  for  the  pnblication  tomorrow  of  Sir  Patrick  NeilPs  report 

Cleaning  up  the  corridors  of  power 


In  the  hi-tech  corners  of 
Richard  Rogers's  hyper- 
modern  palanw,  the  new 
headquarters  of  Lloyd's  of 
London,  the  members  are 
gathering  In  anxious  dis¬ 
cussion.  “We  are  all  waiting 
for  NeflL”  says  Lloyd's  chief 
executive,  Alan  Lord. 

Neill  is  Sir  Patrick  Neill, 
Vice  Chancellor  of  Oxford 
University,  and  the  man  on 
whom  the  public  confidence  in 
Lloyd's  —  antfl  recently  (me  of 
Britain’s  most  reputable  in¬ 
stitutions  —  will  depend.  They 
are  hoping  that  his  report, 
published  tomorrow,  wOl  end 
an  unhappy  chapter  of  wwwdal 
and  skullduggery. 

To  the  City's  critics,  the 
PCW  scandal  in  which  a  small 
group  of  mderwrftera  headed 
by  Peter  Cameron-Webb  stole 
£40  million  and  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  loss  of  a  farther 
£200  million  was  just  another 
instance,  so  it  is  said,  of  what 
die  boys  wOl  get  op  to  when 
left  to  themselves. 

The  political  backlash  from 
PCW  was  so  great  that  the 
Government  appointed  Sir 
Patrick  Neill  to  examine 
whether  Lloyd's  should,  alone 
among  City  institutions,  be 
allowed  to  continue  to  regulate 
its  own  affairs  or  come  under 
the  umbrella  of  the  regulatory 
bodies  being  set  up  under  the 
Financial  Services  BilL  In 
other  words  die  blunt  question 
NdU  is  being  asked  to  con¬ 
sider  is:  can  Lloyd's  be 
trusted? 

The  bulk  of  Lloyd's  money 
is  provided  by  the  so-called 
“names”  -  a  modey  collection 
of  the  rich  and  semi-rich 
ranging  from  sports  stars  like 
Virginia  Wade  to  ordinary 
businessmen  who  have  about 
£100,000  to  spare. 

But  although  the  names 
supply  the  400  underwriting 
syndicates  with  most  of  their 
working  capital,  they  have,  for 
the  most  part,  been  treated  as

secood-dass  citizens.  But  tte 
names  are  no  longer  as  passive 
as  once  they  were.

But 
we’re  not:  we  are  talking  about 
fraud.  Why  should  we  carry 
the  can  for  that?”  argnes  Keith 
Whitten,  a  leading  member  of 
the  PCW  ginger  group  which

They  are  now  demanding, 
in  the  wake  of  the  PCW 
affair,  that  Lloyd's  pots 
its  own  boose  in  order  and 
exercises  much  greater  control 
over  the  activities  of  its  agents, 
its  underwriters  and  Its  syn¬ 
dicates.  “In  the  past  it  was 
thought  not  quite  decent  to 
probe  into  a  chap’s 
underwriting,”  says  Whitten. 
“Bri  we  are  investors  jnst  tike 
anybody  else  so  there  is  no 
reason  in  tte  world  why  we 
shouldn't  be  told  what’s  going 
on." 

Lloyd's  reply  is  that  most  of 
the  changes  the  names  are

Over  tte  past  three 
years  membership  of  the

If  tbe  new  system 
of  seKf-reguhtion  osttined  in 
the  1982  Act  was  to  work  it  not 
only  had  to  be  effective;  it  had 
to  be  seen  to  be  effective. 

Davison  was  only  partially 
snccesrinL  His  mam  achieve¬ 
ment  was  to  force  throagh  tte 
new  rule  book.  But  m  Novem¬ 
ber  1985,  after  less  than  two 
years  in  the  job,  Davison 
resigned  in  a  blaze  of  publicity 
to  be  succeeded  by  a  much 
quieter  and  less  controversial 
figure,  Alan  Lord,  a  former 
senior  Inland  Revenue  and 
Treasmy  official  whose  last

Mercifully,  enthusiasm  for  that 
technique  has  -  abated  .Today, 
doctors  give  breast  X-rays  to 
women  under  35  only  if  there  is  a  - 
good  dinical  reason  for  doing  so 
(fflee  a  family  history  of  the 
disease).  The  equipment  has  been 
modernized  and  now  mammog¬ 
raphy  is  a  painless,  if  slightly 
uncomfortable,  procedure. 

"  ~  Women  over  50  years  old  are 
recommended  to  have  a  breast 
examination  annually.  Both 
American  and  British  studies 


show  that  this  regular  «rwnii^ 
for  breast  cancer  cuts  the  mortality 
rate  by  at  least  a  third,  and  BUPA 
statistics  indicate  that  the  survival 
rate  for  women  whose  malig¬ 
nancies  are  detected  early  through 
breast  cancer  X-rays  is  very  high 
indeed.  This  confirms  the  wisdom 
of  Government  policy, 'announced 
this  week,  that  gives  an  extra  £40m 
for  breast  cancer  screening.  It  is 
estimated  this  will  save  at  feast 
5,000  lives  a  year  in  Britain. 

'  It  - is  unquestionably  a  good 
thing  that  the  Government  is- 
releasing  money  for  breast  cancer 
screening.  Mammography  equip¬ 
ment  is  expensive  and  mat  isn't 
enough  of  it  BUPA  offers  a 
service  at  their  dinks  that  they 
call  ,  a  “well  woman”  check-up.  A 
woman  is  given  a  breast  examina¬ 


tion  and  mammography  if  nec¬ 
essary,  a  pap  smear  to  detect 
cervical  cancer  and  a  consultation. 
The  cost  is  £90  and  the  London 
Ctink  has  awaiting  list  of  several 
weeks. 

But  breast  cancer  is  predomi¬ 
nantly  a  ifaawe  and 

middle-class  women  tend  to  look 
after  themselves  anyway.  Cervical 
cancer,  on  the  other  fond,  is  a 
disease  that  is  predominant 
among  poorer  income  groups  and 
the  sexually  promiscuous.  These 
women  tend  not  to  bother  with 
annual  check-ups,  even  though 
detection  of  cervical  irregularities 
through  a  pap  smear  makes  the 
disease  almost  totally  curable. 

However,  in  spite  of  a  Gov¬ 
ernment  programme  alerting 
women  to  the  dangers  of  cervical 


cancer  (2,000  women  a  year  die  of 
it  in  Britain),  there  has  been  tittle 
change  in  the  mortality  rates.  A 
recent  study  by  the  National 
Federation  of  Women’s  Institutes 
claims  that  this  is  the  fault  of 
doctors  who  do  not  suggest  the 
test  This  may  well  be  so,  but  1 
suspect  that  part  of  the  problem  is 
that  the  more  casual  attitude  to  a 
cervical  cancer  test  is  really  symp¬ 
tomatic  of  the  thing  that  defines- 
the  lower  classes  and  working 
classes  as  opposed  to  the  middle 


Statistically  speaking,  working- 
class  people  tend  to  be  far  more 
present-oriented  and  much  less 
future-oriented,  as  sociologists 
like  Chicago’s  Professor  Edward 
C.  Banfidd  have  pointed  out.  I  am 
not  sure  that  this  is  entirely 


correct,  but  it  would  explain  the 
lax  response  to  preventive  medi¬ 
cine  programmes  here  and  in  the 
United  States  among  poorer  peo¬ 
ple,  who  are  often  the  groups  most 
at  risk. 

As  advocates  of  preventive., 
medicine  clamour  for  more  funds, 
there  is  some  resentment  over  the 
huge  budgets  being  spent  on  Aids. 
There  are  less  fashionable  dis¬ 
eases,  the  aigument  goes,  like 
cervical  cancer,  heart  disease  and 
so  on,  that  could  see  a  substantial 
decrease  in  mortality  rates  with  a 
similar  high-profile  publicity  cam¬ 
paign. 

This  may  be  true,  but  ft  fails  to 
grasp  the  imperatives  of  public 
policy  and  civics.  Aids  is  a 
communicable  disease  with  epi¬ 
demic  possibilities  that  could 
infect  the  innocent.  A  bishop’s 
wife  may  be  monogamous  ah  her 
life;  her  husband  need  stray  only 
once  to  infect  her.  It  is  very  proper 
to  have  Government  money  spent 
on  those  health  areas  where  one 
person's  failure  can  hurt  others.  It 
is  also  true  that,  as  the  new  boy  in 
town.  Aids  is  receiving  all  the 
attention,  money  and  newspaper 
stories.  But  that  is  the  nature  of 
news.  Should*  a  new  and  fetal 
strain  of  legionnaire's  disease  or 
the  bubonic  plague  emerge,  it 


would  knock  Aids  off  the  front 
pages. 

At  the  same  time,  Aids  remains 
a  fascinating  disease.  It  raises 
central  issues  about  our  morality, 
behaviour  and  the  reshaping  of 
Western  values.  While  it  is  true 
that  cervical  cancer,  for  example, 
has  some  relationship  to 
promiscuity,  on  the  whole  most 
diseases  have  only  a  marginal 
relationship  to  the  central  moral 
questions  of  our  tune. 

Ever  since  the  Old  Testament, 
diseases  and  plagues  have  been 
held  up  as  a  weapon  against  the 
excesses  and  wrongs  of  society.  I 
suppose  that  Aids  is  a  self- 
correcting  factor  to  the  excesses  of 
our  permissive  society.  But  then  I 
have  never  believed  feat  there  was 
such  a  thing  as  a  flee  lunch  and  it 
seemed  a  bit  naive  to  think  that  we 
could  have  the  behaviour  of  the 
Sixties  without  any  repercussions. 
The  only  thing  that  would  be  more 
naive  is  to  believe  that  we  could 
now  create  a  puritanical  and 
repressive  society  without  a  price 
tag  as  well.  The  new  puritanical 
society  may  be  worth  the  price,  of 
course,  which  is  a  different  ques¬ 
tion.  But  it  won't  be  free.

A  bout  two  years  ago, 
Julie  Hayward,  a 
cook  in  Cammdl 
Laird’s  Birkenhead 
shipyard,  made -le¬ 
gal  history  when  an  industrial 
tribunal  awarded  her  an  extra 
x,  £26  a  wedk  pay.  Her  fight  for 
“>'  the  same  wages  as  shipyard 
painters  and  joiners  was  the 
first  test  of  the  changes  to  the 
Equal  Pay  Act,  three  years  <rid 
this  month,  which  allowed 
women  to  claim  the  same  jxry 
as  men  doing  totally  different, 
but  equally  skilled  and 
demanding,  jobs.  ...  „:- 
Ms  Hayward  may  have 
secured  her  place  in  the  law' 
books,  but  not  a  penny  more  - 
has  yet  found  its  way  into  her ' 
pay  packet.  Guxundl  Laird 
(now  the  VSEL  consortium) 
appealed  to  the  Employment 
Appeal  Tribunal,  which  re¬ 
versed  the  ruling.  The  tribunal 
accepted  the  company’s  argu¬ 
ment  that  Ms  HaywanTsextra 
job  benefits  —  more  sick  pay, 
two  days  longer  paid  bouday 
and  a  free  mail  in  the  canteen 
—  more  than  outweighed  the 
£26  difference  in  pay. 

-  This  week  Ms  Hayward  will 
break  new  ground  again  when 
she  lakes  her  case  to  the  Court 
of  AppeaL  Hera  win  be  the 
first  in  a  series  of  three  test 
cases  which  will  determine 
whether  the  new  few  offers 
any  real  hope  of  challenging 
entrenched  assumptions 
which  keep  women  who  work 
in  traditionally  female  jobs  at 
the  bottom  of  the  pay  ladder. 
As  the  Equal  Pay  and 
Opportunities  Campaign,  a 
group  of  employers,  manage¬ 
ment  consultants,  trade  union 
officials  and  labour  lawyers 
campaigning  for  equal  pay, 
put  it  in  tbetr  report  published 
this  month:  “If  these  decisions 
are  not  overturned  fry  the 
*  Court  of  Appeal,  then  the  new 
Equal  Pay  Law  wiffin  practice 
hare  been  shown  to  be 
powerless.” 

The  original  Equal  Fay  Act, 
which  restricted  equal  pay 
*  claims  incases where  men  and 
women  were  doing  the  same 
or  broadly  similar  work,  had 
little  impact  cut  women’s  pay

rates.  Fern  the  women  who 
most  needed  it  —  the  large 
numbers  segregated  in  single- 
sex  join,  which  are  .under¬ 
valued  precisely  became  they 
are  “women’s  jobs"  -  the  Act 
-was  useless.  Woden’s  gross 
hourly  earnings,  which  av¬ 
eraged  72  per  cent  of  men’s  in 
1975.  the  year  the  Act  came 
into  force,  peaked  at  75JS  per 
cent  in'  1977,  but  bad  dropped 
to  74  percent  by  1985. 

Women  like'JufcHayward 
panned  their  hopes  on  the 
right  the  new  regulations  gave 
them  to  claim  pay  parity  with 
men  doing  jobs  which  were 
different  but  comparable  in 
factors  such  as  training,  skill, 
responsibility,  physical  effort 
and  decision-making. 

The  new  few,  though 
forced  on  an  unwill¬ 
ing  government  by 
the  EEC  and  drafted, 
as  one  academic  law¬ 
yer  put  it,  “In  such  a  tortuous 
way  that  it  is  almost 
unintelligible”,  at  feast  held 
out  the  hope  ofbreakingdown 
the  long-standing  pay  differen¬ 
tials  between  jobs  thought  of 
as  “men’s  work”  and 
“women’s  work.” 

-  In  practice,  the  successes 
have  been. .  disappointingly 
few.  Equal  pay  experts  partly 
blame  the  non-lawyers  — 
employers*  representatives 
and'  trade  unionists  —  who 
share  the  decision-making  in 
equal  pay  cases  with  the  ■ 
legally  qualified  chairman.  - 
Both,  labour  lawyers  claim, 
are  reluctant  to  disrupt  estab¬ 
lished  bargaining  structures. 


“The  idea  that  you  have  one 
from  each  side  of  industry  — 

trade  unions  and  management 

—  works  fine  for  unfair  dis¬ 
missal  and  redundancy 
cases,”  says  a  leading  special¬ 
ist  m  discrimination  few. 
“The  problem  is  that  on  the 
equal  pay  issue,  trade. union 
members  have  as  Strong  an 
interest  in  not  changing  the 
few  as  the  management,  be¬ 
cause  the  more  money  there  is 
for  women,  the  less  there  is  for 
most  of  their  members.” 

Michael  Rubenstein,  editor 
of  Equal  Opportunities  Re¬ 
view ,  agrees.  “Most  of  them 
are  retired  trade  union  of¬ 
ficials  and  they  were  respon¬ 
sible  for  unequal  pay  —  they 
negotiated  agreements  based 
on  it.”  He  also  points  to  the 
feet  that  the  judges  who  sit  on 
the  Employment  Appeal  Tri¬ 
bunal  rarely  have  a  back¬ 
ground  in  employment  few,  let 
alone  discrimination  few. 

The  second  test  case,  which 
goes  to  the  Court  of  Appeal 
next  week,  could  affect  the 
rights  of  millions  of  working 
women.  Irene  Pickstone  and 
other  women  warehouse  op¬ 
eratives  at.  Freemans'  matt 
order  warehouse  in  Peter¬ 
borough  are  claiming  equal 
pay  with  male  “checker  ware¬ 
house  operatives”  earning 
£3.60  a  week  more.  But  be¬ 
cause  there  were  men  doing  a 
similar  job  to  theirs  for  the 
same  pay,  Mr  Justice  Garland, 
newly  appointed  to  the  EAT, 
ruled  that  they  could  not  bring 
an  equal  value  claim  by 
comparing  themselves  with  a 
higher  paid  male.  The  result. 


unless  the  Court  of  Appeal 
reverses  the  tribunal's  finding, 
is  that  employers  win  be  abfe 
to  block  an  equal  value  claim 
by  employing  a  token  male  in 
a  job  done  overwhelmingly  by 
women. 

In  the  third  case,  due  to 
be  heard  by  the  Appeal 
Court  in  May,  Marion 
Leverton,  a'  £4,600-a- 
year  nursery  nurse  in  an 
infants'  school  reception  class, 
is  asking  Gwyd  county  coun¬ 
cil  for  parity  with  male  clerical 
workers  paid  £1,500  to  £3,000 
a  year  more.  The  industrial 
tribunal  and  the  EAT  tunned 
down  her  daim  because  the 
few  requires  the  applicant  to 
show  that  common  terms  and 
conditions  apply  at  her  work¬ 
place  and  the  men's.  Even 
though  they  were  covered  by 
the  same  collective  agreement 
and  had  many  common  terms 
of  employment,  the  tribunal 
decided  that  the  difference  in 
hours  of  work  and  holiday 
entitlement  meant  she  could 
not  daim. 

Women  higher  up  the  job 
ladder  are  raring  no  better 
under  the  new  few.  Dr  Pam 
Enderby,  district  speech  thera¬ 
pist  for  Frenchay  health 
authority  in  Bristol,  and  two 
colleagues  hope  ’to  take  then- 
case  to  the  European  Court  of 
Justice  after  an  industrial 
tribunal  ruling  which  could 
deny  the  benefits  of  equal  pay 
for  work  of  equal  value  to  the 
one  million  employees  of  the 
health  service. 

With  14  years’ experience  in 
an  all-graduate  profession. 


But  the  law  allows  an 
industrial  tribunal  to  refuse  to 
consider  whether  a  claimant’s 
job  is  of  equal  value  with  a 
man’s  if  the  employer  satisfies 
the  tribunal  that  there  is  a 
material  factor  other  than  her 
sex,  which  justifies  paying  her 
less.  In  this  case,  the  tribunal 
held  that  the  feet  that  speech 
therapists’  pay  scales  are  set 
nationally  and  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  was  a 
material  factor  preventing  the 
health  authority  from  paying 
more. 

“What  is  alarming  is  that  it 
means  that  nobody  in  the 
health  service  is  protected  by 
the  Equal  Pay  Act,”  says  Dr 
Enderby.  In  April  or  May  she 
hopes  to  go  to  the  High  Court 
to  ask  for  a  judicial  review  of 
the  tribunal  decision,  and  to 
ask  the  court  to  refer  the  case 
to  the  European  Court

sne breaks  a  teg  and  spends 
three  months  in  an  ortho¬ 
paedic  hospital,  he  is  likely  to 
have  a  normal  school  day  with 
regular  teachers  and  special¬ 
ists  available  for  specialist 
subjects.  But  if  be  is  in  a 
district  general  hospital,  he 
may  receive  only  an  hour  or 
two  from  a  lone  part-timer 
who  has  to  grapple  with  the 
complete  cumculum.

“We  believe  that  even  chil¬ 
dren  in  hospital  for  only  a 
short  time,  especially  with 
recurrent  admissions,  need 
education,  too.  There  must  be 
a  lot  of  children  missing  out 
for  one  reason  or  another. 
Imagine  a  small  district  gen¬ 
eral  hospital  where  there  is 
only  one  part-time  teacher  for  _ 
the  children's  ward.  She  won’t ' 
have  time  to  search  out 
whether  there  are  adolescents 
on  any  adult  wards  who  need 
teaching”

education  is  assured  are  those 
lucky  enough  to  be  in  hos¬ 
pitals  which  have  their  own 
schools. 

Gillian  Baker  is  head  of  the 
Rowley  Bristow  (orthopaedic) 
Hospital  School  in  Surrey. 
“Although  we  teach  in  the 
wards,  we  are  a  proper  school 
with  governors  who  make  sure 
we  have  enough  materials  and 
space  and  a  voice  with  the 
local  education  authority,” 
she  said. 

Her  school  has  two  full-time 
teachers  and  can  call  on  five 
pan-time  specialists.  When 
children  leave  the  hospital, 
they  can  return  daily  to  the 
school  iftfaey  can  not  return  to 
their  own  because  they  are  on 
crutches, 

“One  boy  was  transferred  to 
us  from  another  hospital 
where  he  had  had  no  teacher 
until  the  end  of  his  stay.  His 
mother  said  he  was  a  different 
boy  once  he  had  been  with  us. 
It  is  a  long,  boring  convales¬ 
cence  when  you  break  a  limb. 
School  helps  a  lot,”  said 
Baker. 

A  large  number  of  hospital 


teachers,  however,  are  likely 
to  be  working  alone,  with  no 
support  and  in  difficult  cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“Very  many  do  not  even 
have  a  contract  so  they  aren't 
paid  a  full-time  rate,  even 
though  they  do  a  full-time 
job,”  said  Jane  Home.  “They 
receive  no  increments  and  no 
sick  pay.  They  daren’t  com¬ 
plain  about  pom  facilities  and 
feck  of  equipment  because  if 
the  authority  has  no  money, 
they  might  just  get  the  sack.  It 
is  not  surprising  some  are 
reduced  to  doing  just  a  child- 
minding  job” 

Pauline  Collier  is  a  lone 
part-time  teacher  at  two  hos¬ 
pitals  in  outer-London  and 
runs  the  London  Association 
of  Hospital  and  Home  Teach¬ 
ers.  which  acts  as  a  support 
group.  “We  do  tend  to  operate 
out  of  broom  cupboards  in 
many  instances,"  she  said.  “It 
is  rare  that  you  can  group  all 
the  children  yon  are  reaching 
together  because,  even  if  they 
are  the  same  age,  their  abilities 
are  very  different.  When  Fm 
very  busy  I  can  draft  in  extra 
supply  teachers  but  they  might 
not  be  the  same  ones  each 
time. 

“What  we  need  is  a  fluid 
approach  to  hospital  and 
home  teaching,  which  a  few 
areas  have,  instead  of  keeping 
them  separate.  If  you  have  a 
flexible  service,  the  same 
teacher  can  carry  straight  on 
when  a  child  goes  home.” 

It  is  not  only  the  education 
authorities  that  the  hospital 
teachers  may  be  up  against. 
Local  schools  often  do  not 
realize  that  hospital  teachers 
exist 

"Because  we  are  so  few  and 
far  between,  it  can  be  difficult 
to  get  schools  to  take  us 
seriously,”  said  Gillian  Baker. 
“We  get  treated  as  if  wc  are  on 
a  nice  soft  option,  wafting  to 
retire.  But  we  get  children  who 
jump  out  of  windows,  crash 
their  parents'  cars  or  who  are 
very  distressed  as  a  result  of 
their  accident  or  illness. 

“We  should  be  working 
alongside  school  teachers  to 
do  the-  best  for  the  child, 
particularly  at  crucial  times 
like  GCE  years."

Let  not  the  constable  judge 


James  Anderton  has  done  us  all  a 
service  in  affirming  that  “An 
acceptable  moral  code  in  this 
country  is  far  more  important 
than  an  enforceable  criminal  law.” 
Our  gravest  danger  as  a  nation  is 
our  present  moral  vacuum  leading 
to  the  disintegration  of  society. 

But  I  shudder  to  think  what 
Bishop  Butler  would  have  made  of  - 
James  Anderton.  “Sir,  the  pre¬ 
tending  to  extraordinary  rev¬ 
elations  and  gifts  of  Holy  Ghost  is 
a  horrid  thing,  a  very  horrid 
thing,”  be  informed  John  Wesley. 
Joseph  Butler’s  was  the  voice  of 
the  Established  Church  in  a 
distant  age  of  decorum  and  re¬ 
ligious  reserve  far  removed  from 
biblical  robustness'  or  contem¬ 
porary  “boro  again”  Christianity. 

Adherents  of  a  liberal  faith  tend 
to  overtook  the  more  lurid  pas¬ 
sages  of  the  Bible.  James 
Anderton’s  remark  about  Aids 
bring  spread  among  people  “swirl¬ 
ing  around  in  the  cesspool  of  then- 
own  making”  should  be  compared 
to  the  picture  drawn  in  2  Peter  of 
sexual  depravity:  “The  dog  is 
returned  to  his  own  vomit  again, 
and  the  sow  that  was  washed  to 
her  wallowing  in  the  mire.”  There 
was  ancient  controversy  whether  2 
Peter  (my  least  favourite  Epistle) 
should  be  included  in  the  New

Testament  Canon  —  but  it  got  in. 

Whether  this  kind  of  judge¬ 
mental  language  is  appropriate  is 
another  matter.  Personally,  I  find 
it  negative  and  counter-produc¬ 
tive.  The  piristian  cannot  forget 
the  dominical  injunction;  “Judge 
not  that  ye  be  not  judged.”  That 
applies  to  individuris. 

Certainly  the  gross  homosexual 
promiscuity  which  helped  initially 
to  cause  the  Aids  epidemic  de¬ 
serves  strong  condemnation  (as 
does  also  heterosexual  promiscu¬ 
ity).  But  it  is  quite  wrong  to 
ascribe  Aids  to  the  wrath  of  God, 
unless  wrath  is  understood  im¬ 
personally  as  the  result  of  flouting 
the  natural  law. 

Prophets  tend  to  paint  in  lurid 
colours  with  a  broad  brush,  but 
life's  realities  are  more  complex. 
Whatever  one  may  think  ofhomo- 
semal  practice  (and  h  is  not  easy 
to  condemn  a  whole  class  of 
individuals  to  lifelong  celibacy), 
there  is  a  vast  difference  between 
wanton  promiscuity  and  lifelong 
devotion  to  a  single  partner.  The 


refusal  of  religious  leaders  {which 
James  Anderton  so  deplores)  to 
indulge  in  generalizations  is  not 
due  to  their  lukewarmness  but  to 
their  insistence  on  doing  justice  to 
the  complexity  of  the  moral  scene. 

But  sex  is  not  the  only,  or  even 
the  most,  important  aspect  of 
human  behaviour.  One  could 
instance  —  as  James  Anderton 
apparently  does  not  —  the  selfish 
greed  which  has  led  to  scandals  at 
Lloyd’s  and  financial  rip-ofis  in 
the  City,  as  well  as  to  foe  growing 
number  of  crimes  of  horrifying 
violence  against  old  people. 

It  was  a  characteristic  of  the  CHd 
Testament  prophet  that  he  had  to 
say  words  which  offended.  Jere¬ 
miah,  who  wrestled  with  the  issue 
of  false  and  true  prophecy,  ex¬ 
claimed:  “His  word  was  in  my 
heart  as  a  bunting  fire  shut  up  in 
my  bones,  and  I  was  weary  with 
foreboding  and  I  could  not  stay.” 

But  true  prophecy  is  not  merely 
negative.  The  Collect  on  John  the 
Baptist  prays  that  “ministers  and 
stewards  of  your  troth  may  torn 


the  hearts  of  the  disobedient  to  the 
law  of  love”.  This  positive  note  of 
love  misting  from  James 

Anderton’s  reported  comments, 
although  be  claims  that  selective 
reporting  does  him  injustice:  If  so, 
he  deserves  heartfelt  sympathy. 

Christians  surely  ought  to  fed 
“used”  by  God,  and  the  Church 
should  welcome  articulate  and

individual’s  prophetic  role;  but 
the  compatibility  of  the  two  is  a 
matier  for  those  in  authority  to 
whom  such  a  person  is  publicly 
accountable.

Kabul 

One  of  the  most  heavily-guarded 
buildings  near  the  centre  of  the 
Afghan  capital  is  the  main  Soviet 
military  hospital.  A  tank  is  on 
permanent  combat  alert  just  be¬ 
hind  the  high  metal  gates,  and  the 
occasional  wounded  soldier  taking 
the  air  in  the  dusty  grounds  is 
always  accompanied  tty  a  Soviet 
marksman. 

Given  foe  undisguised  hatred  of 
many  Afghans  for  their  Soviet 
occupiers  (always  euphemistically 
referred  to  by  the  Kremlin  as  “a 
limited  contingent  performing  its 
international  duty”),  foe  presence 
of  Soviet  armour  and  troops 
around  the  large  and  obviously 
busy  hospital  is  a  reminder  of  the 
high  price  paid  in  Russian  blood 
for  the  continuing  military  pres¬ 
ence  in  Afghanistan,  the  unhappi- 
est  legacy  of  the  late,  and  ever 
less-lamented,  Leonid  Brezhnev. 

Although  Mikhail  Gorbachov's 
controversial  policy  of  giasnost 
(openness)  in  the  official  media 
has  not  yet  run  to  the  disclosure  of 
casualty  figures  for  a  war  he  once 
described  as  the  Soviet  Union's 
“bleeding  wound”,  reliable  west¬ 
ern  estimates  put  the  number  of 
Soviet  dead  at  around  10,000, 
with  twice  that  number  of  men 
wounded,  many  disabled  for  life. 

In  addition,  the  unsanitary  con¬ 
ditions  of  military  duty  in  the 
inhospitable  surroundings  of  west 
Asia  have  caused  chronic  gastric 
problems  for  tens  of  thousands  of 
Soviet  soldiers.  They  live  an 
unenviable  existence  here,  with  no 
chance  of  rest  and  '  recreation 
outside  their  remote  bases  and 
under  the  constant  threat  of 
attack,  both  on  the  ground  from 
rockets  and  small  arms  in  the  air 
from  a  guerrilla  arsenal  which  now 
includes  American  and  British 
heat-seeking  missiles  and  Swiss 
anti-aircraft  guns. 

For  these  reasons,  many  of  the 
1 00  or  so  diplomats  still  serving  in 
Kabul  —  many  of  them,  of  all 
nationalities,  intelligence  officers 
under  the  most  transparently  thin 
diplomatic  cover  —  are  prepared 
to  acknowledge  the  sincerity  of 
Gorbachov's  stated  desire  to  with¬ 
draw  the  Soviet  troops,  but 
remarkably  few  believe  that  he 
will  be  willing  to  pay  the  necessary 
price. 

That  price  is  to  risk  the  immedi¬ 
ate  overthrow  of  the  deeply- 
factionalized  communist  admin¬ 
istration  of  Dr  Najib.  foe  former 
secret  police  chief  who  has  shown 
much  more  willingness  to  toe  the 
Kremlin  line  than  his  deposed 
predecessor,  Babrak  KarmaL  now 
nursing  his  resentment  in  a  closely 
watched  villa  close  to  the  French 
embassy. 

“Go  out  on  the  streets  and  see 
for  yourself.  Without  the  backing 
of  the  Soviet  army,  this  gov¬ 
ernment  would  not  last  three 
days,”  a  diplomat  of  one  West 
European  nation  told  me; 
“There’s  more  than  an  even 
chance  that  most  of  the  Afghan 
army  would  start  deserting  to  the 
rebel  side  even  before  foe  last 
Soviet  helicopter  was  off  the 
ground.” 

Not  only  is  the  Afghan  army 
divided  and  demoralized  but  its 
numbers  are  thought  by  western 
intelligence  expats  to  have  fallen 
by  nearly  half  from  the  1979 
complement  of  80,000  men  — 
mostly  because  of  desertion.  Many 
of  those  remaining  are  teenagers 
with  three  days’  basic  rifle  instruc-

tion,  press-ganged  into  service  by 
one  of  the  notorious  “recruiting 
squads” 

Certainly,  in  some  ten  years  of 
war  reporting.  I  have  rarely  seen 
such  unimpressive-looking  fight-' 
ing  men,  or  a  bunch  whose  loyalty 
—  both  to  their  own  commanders 
(often  themselves  riven  with  the 
factionalism' endemic  here)  and  to 
their  Soviet  overlords  —  was  more 
obviously  in  doubt 

Their  morale  has  not  been 
improved  by  the  increasing  fre¬ 
quency  with  which  Soviet  generals 
assign  Afghan  troops  to  the  mis¬ 
sions  which  carry  foe  highest  risk. 
The  scores  of  funeral  flags  flying 
over  one  military  cemetery  on  the 
approaches  to  the  Khyber  Pass 
were  grim  evidence  of  the  terrible 
loss  of  life  on  both  sides  since  the 
Mujahidin  began  their  struggle 
after  foe  first  communist  coup  in 
April,  1978. 

It  takes  only  a  few  days  in 
Afghanistan  to  appreciate  the 
extent  of  foe  problem  feeing 
Gorbachov  if  he  decides  to  pull 
out  the  115,000  Soviet  troops 
while  at  the  same  time  trying  to 
ensure  that  the,  government  of 
Afehanistan  —  which  borders  on 
three  of  foe  Soviet  Union’s  15 
republics  —  remains  communist 
and  pro- Moscow. 

Comparisons  are  sometimes ' 
made  on  the  cocktail  circuit  with 
foe  special  relationship  which 


exists  between  foe  Soviet  Union 
and  Finland,  but  they  take  little 
account  of  political  reality  in  a 
country  with  a  blood-stained  his-1 
tory,  where  foe  local  way  of 
conducting  politics  is  often  com¬ 
pared  to  foe  violent  national  sport 
of  buzkashi,  in  which  hundreds  of 
horsemen  fight  ferociously  for 
possession  of  a  be-headed  and 
disembowelled  stuffed  calf. 

As  Gorbachov  has  already 
discovered  in  his  own  •  central 
Asian  republics,  the  key  problem 
feeing  Najib  in  his  effort  to  form  a 
credible  government  of  national 
unity  (which  will  rule  under  a  new 
constitution  now  being  drafted),  is 
to  reconcile  foe  cherished  Islamic 
beliefs  of  his  citizens  with  the 


?Thri»mi  which  is  the  central  tenet 
of  Moscow-style  communism. 

As  a  50-year  old  Afghan  we  met 
on  a  sprawling  collective  oHve 
farm  near  tire  Pakistan  border 
explained  angrily:  “This  was  once 
.  somebody  die’s  land.  The  setting 
up  of  a  collective  farm  on  .it  is 
against  the  teachings  of  foe  Koran. 
It  is  not  something  people  here  can 
support  in  their  hearts.” 

liras,  despite  the  recent  flurry 
of  diplomatic  activity,  including 
this  week’s  visit  to  Islamabad  by 
both  foe  US  under-secretary  of 
state  and  a  Soviet  first  deputy 
foreign  minister,  the  rapid  sig¬ 
nature  of  an  agreement  which  will 
‘  ensure  the  departure  of  the  Soviet 
troops  is  by  no  means  a  foregone 
conclusion.

Although  foe  Afghan  A-trgariQp 
will  propose  a  shorter  timgtaN*! 
for  Soviet  withdrawal  than  foe 
three  to  four  years  on  offer 
previously,  and  the  Kremlin  may 
try  to  sweeten  the  atmosphere 
with  another  limited  pufl-tadc, 
much  fancy  diplomatic  footwork 
will  have  to  be  performed  to 
achieve  a  compromise  with  Paki¬ 
stan,  which  insists  on  a  with¬ 
drawal  in  less  than  six  months. 

The  deal  will  also  have  to 
contain  sufficient  guarantees  to 
convince  Najib  (whose  own  politi¬ 
cal  future,  perhaps  even  his  life, 
depends  on  Soviet  support)  that  it 
will  ensure  that  the  rebels  no 
longer  receive  military  assistance

“Even  if  foe  Soviet  troops  stay 
on  indefinitely,  Gorbachov  has. 
already  done  a  skilful  job  in 
convincing  the  outside  world  that

The  increasing'  reliance  of  the 
Soviet  forces  on  helicopter  gun- 
ships,  the  disciplinary  problems 
foe  war  has  caused  inside  the  Red 
Army,  its  unpopularity  among 
many  So  viet  citizens,  and  even  the 
presence  in  Kabul  of  a  caricature 
US  charge  d'affaires,  who  gives 
press  briefings  wearing  a  Stetson 
hat,  cowboy  boots  and  chomping 
on  a  cheroot,  have  all  served  to  re¬ 
inforce  the  too-simplistic  com¬ 
parison  between  the  Afghan  and 
the  Vietnam  wars. 

In  truth,  the  differences  are 
probably  more  important  than  the 
superficial  similarities.  The  most 
significant  of  these  are  foe  loca¬ 
tion,  dose  to  some  of  the  most 
sensitive  republics  in  the  Soviet 
Union,  and  the  nature  of  Soviet 
public  opinion,  which  is  unfikefy 
ever  to  provide  the  catalyst  for  a 
Saigon-style  retreat 
Although  Najib  may  wefl  be 
sincere  in  his  energetic  efforts  to 
form  a  government  of  national 


unity,  and  woo  bade  the  increas¬ 
ingly  war-weary  rebels,  those  hoe 
who  know  foe  country  best  have 
their  doubts.  However  broadly 
based  a  future  government  many 
find  it  exceedingly  hard  to  imagine 
its  survival  underthe  leadership  of 
a  KGB-trained  secret  policeman 
with  total  allegiance  to  Moscow 
who,  American  diplomats  here 
delight  in  reporting,  was  recently 
photographed  inside  a  mosque 
with  his  shoes  on. 


Paradise  lost,  along  with  the  scandal

Austria’s  new  coalition  gov¬ 
ernment,  which  will  formally  be 
Strom  in  today,  feces  some  for¬ 
midable  problems. 

Though  made  up  of  the  two 
most  important  political  group¬ 
ings  in  Austria,  foe  Socialists  and 
foe  conservative  People’s  Party,  it 
win  attempt  reforms  which  could 
easily  shake  the  consensus-laden 
atmosphere  of  post-war  Austria. 
This  was  constructed  largely  in  the 
1970s  by  Socialist  governments 
committed  under  Bruno  Kreisky 
to  an  opulent  welfare  state  at- 
home  and  an  “active  neutrality” 
abroad. 

Lavish  pensions,  overmanned 
bureaucracies  and  heavily  sub¬ 
sidized  nationalized  industries 
were  the  bricks  and  straw  of  the 
paternal  structure  erected  during 
those  years.  Austria’s  finances  and 
low  unemployment  were  the  envy 
of  all  those  European  socialists 
whose  houses,  if  also  pink,  seemed 
less  wefl  run. 

That  this  “socialist  paradise” 
could  not  simply  continue  has . 
been  amply  demonstrated  by  the 
events  of  the  last  two  and  a  half 
years.  Scandal  after  scandal, 
involving  either  an  incompetent 
state  industry  or  the  petty  greed  of 
salesmen,  has  revealed  the  extent

and  frequency  of  corruption. 

Shortcomings  of  complacency 
and  nepotism  in  the  bureaucracy 
were  highlighted  last  year  by  the  ' 
fete  of  the  country's  most  pres¬ 
tigious  state  industry,  Voest  AJpin, 
whose  entire  board  resigned  after 
the  disclosure  that  billions  of 
pounds  had  been  lost  speculating 
on  Middle  East  ofl  interests. 

Franz  Vranitzky,  foe  Socialist 
chancellor,  has  already  said  that 
the  plight  of  Voest  will  soon  be 
tackled  by  legislation.  Vranitzky 
has  also  implicitly  committed  his 
government  to  thinning  out  the 
bureaucracy  and  reducing  sub¬ 
sidies  to  SUCh  heavy  loss-making 
state  industries  as  the  hopelessly 


Waldhemc  ostracized  abroad 
indebted  Austrian  State  Railways. 

This  wifi  reverse  decades  of 
traditional  Austrian  thinking  on 
these  subjects  and  will  be  as 
difficult  to  swallow  for  many 
members  of  the  People’s  Pam  as 
it  will  be  for  Socialists,  That 
Vranitzky  is  capable  of  attempting 
tins  stems  less  from  die  circum¬ 
stance  that  his  partners  are  so- 
called  Austrian  conservatives  but 
from  the  ironic  feet  that,  though 
leader  of  the  Socialist  party,  this 
pin-striped  former  banker  is  the 
best  conservative  political  mind  in 
Austria  today. 

It  is  a  tribute  to  the  capacity  for 
renewal  of  Austrian  soriaKsm  that 
he  is  tolerated  by  his  party  at  afl. 


His  background  and  ideas,  which 
be  learned  in  foe  hard  school  of 

salvaging  profligate  Austrian 
banking,  are  far  more  radical  than 
those  of  Alois  Mode,  his  partner 
and  vice-chancellor  from  the 
People’s  Party.  M<x&,  by  wxskting 
on  becoming  Austria’s  sew  foreign 
minister,  has  implicitly  yielded  to 
Vranitzky’s  superior  experience 
on  fiscal  issues.  Vranitzky  has  kept 
his  men  at  the  ministry  of  the 
interior  and  at  foe  exchequer. 

But  Mock’s  price  was  high  and 
.his  replacement  of  Peter  Jan- 
kowitsch  at  the  foreign  ministry 
will  be  widely  regretted.  With 
President  Waldheim  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  in  purdah,  Austria 
could  have  done  with  Jank- 
owitsdfs  professionalism  for  a 
little  longer.  Those  many  coun¬ 
tries  which  win  not  brook  Wald¬ 
heim  visiting  their  capitals  are 
unlikely  to  be  overjoyed  by  the 
presence  ofMock,  the  leader  of  the 
party  which,  in  supporting  Wald¬ 
heim  after  foe  accusations  of  war 
crimes,  coined  the  slogan  “Now 
it’s  really  right  to  vote  Wald¬ 
heim.” 

But  at  home,  if  not  abroad,  a 
start  win  be  made  in  putting 
Austria’s  house  in  order.

NO  CASE  FOR  IMMUNITY 


The  Foreign  Officer  has  ex¬ 
pressed  its  “grave  conceni" 
about  the  incident,  just  over  a 
year  ago,  m  which  me  husband 
of  a  United  States  diplomat  in 
London,  committed  an  act  of 
alleged  indecent  exposure 
against  a  schoolgirl  Few  will 
not  echo  that  concern.  The . 
question  is  whether  the  matter 
should  be  allowed  to  rest there. 

The  man,  on  being  ques¬ 
tioned  by  the  police,  claimed 
diplomatic '  mmmnity  —  to 
which  he  was  entitled  under 
the  Vienna  Convention  —  and 
returned  immediately  to 
Washington  for  medical  treat¬ 
ment  But  he  would  not  have 
been  able  to  do  so  had  the 
United  States  ,  embassy  in 
London  agreed  with  a  White¬ 
hall  request  that  his  immunity 
should  be  waived. 

In  fect,  "after  due  consid¬ 
eration  of  the  case  and  conss- 
teul  with  long-standing  US 
policy  on  such  issues^  it 
refused.  Unless  there  are 
extenuating  circumstances  — 
and  so  far  the  embassy  does 
not  seem  to  have  supplied  any 
—  this  seems  nothing  short  of 
outrageous. 

There  is  great  sensitivity, 
over  diplomatic  immunity  in 
Britain,  particularly  since  the 
death  of  a  woman  policeman 
outside  the  Libyan  mission  in 
St  James's  Square  three  years 


ago.  This  mrident  led  to  a 
review  of  the  Vienna  Conven¬ 
tion,  which .  codifies  :  dip¬ 
lomatic.  privileges  and 
behaviour,  but  without  any 
significant  results.  All  at¬ 
tempts  to  tighten  the  restraints 
on  miscreants  who  hide  be¬ 
neath  the  convention  and  the 
protection  it  affords,  have  met 
little  enthusiasm  from  our 
friends  as  wdl  as  our  foes. 

Two  years  ago,  therefore,  the 
Government  issued  its  own 
policy  statement  in  which 
ambassadors  were  asked 
(among  other  things)  to  co¬ 
operate  with  the  police  by 
allowing  members  of  their 
staff  if  accused  of  serious 
offences,  tq.be  prosecuted.  If. 
they  refused,  and  if  die  person 
in  question  were  not  removed, 
he  would  be  declared  persona 
non;  grata  and  have  his  dip¬ 
lomatic  immunity  stripped 
from  Mm  anyway.  ; 

The  US  embassy,  by 
dispatching  its  woman  dip¬ 
lomat  and  her  husband  bade  to 
Washington,  has  therefore 
acted  within  the  letter  of  the 
law.  But  it  has  fallen  short  of 
the  conduct  which  Britain  has 
requested  arid  ought  reason¬ 
ably  to  expect  from  its  dosest 
ally.  The  Foreign  Office  has 
refused  to  comment  on  any 
suggestion  that  the  embassy 


has  been  guilts  of  an  abuse  of 
diplomatic  privilege.  It  is  hard 
to  see  how  the  Americans 
could  avoid  that  charge. 

Since  the  1985  White  Paper 
the  number  of  serious  offences 
committed  by  diplomats  in 
Britain  has  declined  from  58 
that  year  to  39  in  1986.  To  take 
the  dramatic  action  which 
might  be  required  to  reach, 
say,  single  figures,  would  risk 
retaliation  against  British  of¬ 
ficials  overseas.  Indeed  it  is 
this  fear  of  reciprocal  action  in 
some  of  the  world’s  less  scru¬ 
pulous  countries  which  deters 
most  Western  democracies 
from  pressing  for  a  stricter 
diplomatic  code. 

Nonetheless,  British  dip¬ 
lomats  overseas  are  required 
to  respect  the  laws  of  that  land 
and  be  prepared  to  suffer  the 
consequences  if  they  fail  to  do 
so.  When  an  ally  of  such 
stature  as  the  United  States 
fells  to  meet  those  same 
standards,  then  something  is 
clearly  very  wrong. 

The  Americans  have 
expresed  their  “deep  regret” 
over  the  incident  But  the 
Foreign  Office  should  test  the 
depth  of  that  regret  by 
demanding  more  satisfactory 
bilateral  assurances  for  the 
future.  Public  opinion  will 
demand  it — and  has  a  right  to 
expect  constructive  action. 


A  SOUND  RETREAT 


Sir  Owen  Green,  chairman  of 
the  aggressive  conglomerate 
BTR,  has  recovered  the  sense 
of  timing  for  which  be  is 
famous  in  the  City.  He  with¬ 
drew  his  hostile  takeover  of 
Pilkington  Brothers  just  ahead 
of  the  House  of  Commons 
debate  yesterday  which  ft  was 
destined  to  dominate. 

In  doing  so,  Sir  Owen  has 
submitted  to  the  emerging 
wishes  of  big  institutional 
shareholders  in  the  City  to 
cool  takeover  fever.  He  has,

Tate  and  Lyle  bid 

From  the  Chairman  of  Agricola 
(UK)  Ltd 

Sir,  you  published  on  January  19 
a  letter  from  Sir  Hector  Laing, 
Chairman  of  United  Biscuits 
(Holdings)  pic,  which  not  merely 
supported  Tate  and  Lyle’s  bid  for 
British  Sugar  but  also  expressed 
hostility  to  Femizzi  Group's  bid 
for  iL  . 

Sir  Hector’s  argument  seems 
ultimately  to  boil  down  to  one 
thing — that  Tate  and  Lyle  is  based 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  whereas 
Ferruzzi  is  based  in  Italy.  Thus,  he 
argues  that  Tate  and  Lyle’s  bid 
should  be  allowed  to  proceed  on 
nationalistic  grounds,  to  “ensure  a 
British-based  economy,  not  a 
‘branch  plant*  economy”. 

I  firmly  believe  that  the  United 
Kingdom  would  be  very  foolish  to 
discriminate  in  such  a  way  against 
its  Common  Market  partners. 
Infusion  of  new  blood  from  other 
parts  of  the  Community  is  valu¬ 
able  to  British  industry;  it  is  not 
something  to  fear,  let  alone  to 
resist  by  the  establishment  of  a 
domestic  monopoly.

A  weighting  game

use  more  weight.  I  resisted  on  the 
basis  that  manoeuvrability  was  at 
least  as  important  as  striking 
power. 

I  see  the  possible  advantage  of 
heavy  bats  in  limited-over 
matches  when  the  “yorker”  can 
still  be  cannoned  away  for  runs. 
Test  matches  require  all-round 
stroke-making  with  no  obvious 
weight  advantage  in  deflection 
shots  and  a  probable  disadvantage 
in  the  cuts,  pulls  and  hooks  where 
placement  is  more  important  than 
velocity. 

Mainly  for  the  commercial 
benefit  of  reduced  breakages,  bats 


provides  its  courses,  its  publica¬ 
tions  and  its  advisory  services. 

Anyone  who  has  used  the  IoD’s

But  many  do  not  have  quarterly 
bills.  They  have  coin-in-tbe-slot 
meters;  and  if  you  can’t  go  out, 
you  can’t  get  coins.  As  simple  as 
that.  And  many  who  are  normally 
active  may  be  unfit  or  unable  to  go 
■'  out  in  this  weather. 

What  is  needed  is  not  a  £5 
cheque  in  a  week  or  two,  but  10 
50-pcnce  pieces  now. 

It  may  even  be  that  pensioners 
must  go  out  and  queue  up  to  get  a 
form  to  apply  for  tbe  £5  payment. 
It  distresses  me  to  see  how  often 
the  old  and  poor  (sorry,  the  elderly 
and  under-privileged)  are  required 
to  attend  in  person  to  deal  with 
simple  financial  transactions 
(drawing  pensions,  paying  rent, 
paying  bills)  that  I  normally  deal 
with  by  post  or  by  standing  order 
with  the  hank.

L.  Morison 
Sir,  During  the  debate  over  the 
definition  of  “exceptionally  cold” 
spells  there  has  been  an  irritating 
lack  of  reports  of  real  temperature 
information.  Until  some  more 
comprehensive  analysis  becomes 
available,  I  offer  the  following 
data  for  one  locality:  University  of 
Reading,  Berkshire. 

In  the  19-year  period  from 
1968-1986  there  were  1 1  distinct 
spells  when  the  average  daily 
temperature  was  below  -1_5°C  for 
seven  or  more  consecutive  days; 
an  overall  average  of  more  than 
every  other  year.  However,  these 
spells  occurred  in  feet  in  only  six 
winters.  Thresholds  of  0°C  and 
-2°C  gave  31  and  five  periods 
respectively.  If  the  seven-day  or 
longer  period  had  to  encompass  a 
Monday  to  Sunday  week,  then 
nine  periods  below  -1.5°  occurred.

The  letters  of  Lord  Nugent 

and  Mr  Alan  Green  (January  9) 

might  give  the  impression  that  the 

decision  as  to  the  Macmillan 

succession  was  made  at  the  party 

conference. 

In  accordance  with  the  system 
which  prevailed  at  that  time  a 
meeting  was  held  during  the  party 
conference  of  the  area  chairmen, 
at  which  I  was  present.  It  was 
agreed  that  immediately  after  the 
conference  area  chairmen  should 
seek  the  views  of  their  constit¬ 
uencies  and  report  bade  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  at  tbe  St 
Stephen’s  Gub  on  October  16, 
1963. 

At  this  meeting  all  tbe  area 
chairmen  reported  the  views 
which  they  had  collated  and  which 
showed  only  two  out  of  five 
potential  candidates  commanding 
major  support.  These  ware  Quin- 
tin  Hails  ham  and  “Rab”  Butler, 
with  a  slight  bias  in  favour  of 
Hails  ham. 

The  members  of  tbe  meeting 
were  then  asked  what  would  be  the 
constituencies’  views  if  there  were 
a  deadlock  between  the  above  two 
candidates.  The  almost  unani¬ 
mous  views  were  for  Lord  Home. 

On  October  17  I  accompanied 
Margaret  Shepherd,  Chairman  of 
the  National  Union  of  Conser¬ 
vative  Associations,  on  a  visit  to 
Mr  Macmillan  in  hospital.  We 
reported  the  substance  of  our 
meetings  and  tbe  above  conclu¬ 
sions. 

We  understood  that  the  Chief 
Whips  in  the  Lords  and  Com¬ 
mons,  and  Lord  Dilhome  for  the 
Cabinet  were  also  reporting  that 
morning.

Sir,— . . .  My  eldest  bod  was  four 
years  in  a  large  public  school  in  the 
Midlands,  and  was  never  suffi¬ 
ciently  fed.  I  had  to  provide  him 
with  extra  food,  purchased  in  the 
town.  My  youngest  boy  is  now  at  a 
public  school  in  the  Smith,  and  gets 
nothing  after  the  midday  dinner 
except,  tea,  bread,  margarine,  and 
cake  or  jam  about  six  o'clock;  it 
cost  me  nearly  three  pounds  last 
term  to  provide  him  with  extra 
food  in  the  everting,  just  when  be 
wants  it.  He  is  always  hungry  in 
tbe  holidays. 

Considering  the  heavy  fees  paid 
at  all  sfthnnla,  parents  are  surely 
entitled  to  be  satisfied  that  their 
sons  receive  a  sufficient  diet,  which 
should  be  determined  by  expert 
medical  authority,  ft  would  be  a 
good  thing  if  each  school  appointed 
a  messing  or  catering  inspector, 
with  authority  to  inspect  the  diet 
sheets  of  each  boarding-house,  and 
to  report  any  faults  to  the  head¬ 
master.

In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  good  butter  is 
now  obtainable  at  Is.  8d.  a  pound, 
it  has,  so  for  as  I  know,  not 
reappeared  on  any  school  table.  It 
is  an  absolute  necessity  for  growing 
boys,  and  margarine,  usually  of 
poor  quality,  is  no  fit  substitute. 
English  meat  is  obtainable  at  very 
reduced  prices,  bit  is  practically 
never  riven.  Things  such  as  eggs, 
marmalade  and  jam  are  not  sup¬ 
plied  by  the  school,  and  they  are 
rightly  mentioned  by  your  corres¬ 
pondent  of  the  17th  inst.  as 
essential  for  growing  boys.

Under  Section  32  of  the  Control  of  PoDniion  Act  1974  water 
authority  consent  must  be  obtained  for  discharges  of  trade 
and  sewage  effluent  etc.  to  rivers,  coastal  waters  and 
specified  underground  waters. 

The  Control  of  Pollution  (Exemption  of  Certain  Discharges 
from  Control)  Order  1983  permitted  certain  discharges  to  be 
continued  for  a  temporary  period  without  consent  after 
Section  32  came  into  force.  The  permitted  discharges  were 
described  in  the  Schedule  to  the  Order. 

The  above  Order,  which  came  into  operation  on  15  October 
1 986,  withdraws  many  of  the  exemptions  with  effect  from  1 5 
October  1987  by  substituting  a  new  and  more  limited 
Schedule  to  the  1983  Order.  The  effect  of  the  above  Order 
will  be  that  all  previously  unconsented  discharges  of  trade  or 
sewage  effluent  etc.  to  rivers,  coastal  waters  or  specified 
underground  waters  which  commenced  before  4  July  1984 
will  now  require  the  appropriate  Authority's  consent. 

The  Order  also  contains  transitional  arrangements  which 
provide  that  if  an  application  for  consent  is  made  to  the 
appropriate  Authority  before  15  October  1987  the  discharge 
can  lawfully  be  continued  until  consent  is  either  refused  or 
granted  subject  to  conditions  or  unconditionally.

The  Governments  decision 
three  years  ago  to  ban  trade 
union  membership  at  GCHQ, 
the  secret  intelligence-gather¬ 
ing  centre,  was  finally  vin¬ 
dicated  last  night  after  the 
European  Commission  of  Hu¬ 
man  Rights  in  Strasbourg 
ruled  that  the  unions'  case  was 
“manifestly  Hi-founded”. 

The  Commission  decided 
after  a  day  of  private  hearings 
that  the  civil  service  unions' 
argument  that  the  ban  was  a 
breach  of  the  right  to  free 
association  for  the  7,000  staff 
at  GCHQ.  was  “inadmiss¬ 
ible”. 

The  ruling  blocked  the 
Council  of  Civil  Service 
Unions,  which  has  been  fight¬ 
ing  the  Government  since  the 
ban  was  announced  on  Janu¬ 
ary’  25,  1 984,  from  taking  the 
case  to  the  European  Court  of 
Human  Rights  for  a  full 
judgement 

Foreign  Office  sources  said 
the  ruling  was  “the  end  of  the 
road  ”  for  the  unions,  since 
there  was  no  right  of  appeal. 
But  officials  stressed  that  the 
decision  in  Strasbourg  would 
not  affect  the  Government's 
approach  to  problems  that  re¬ 
mained  at  GCHQ. 

Ninety-nine  per  cent  of  the 
7.000  staff  at  GCHQ  at  Chel¬ 
tenham  and  the  various  out- 
stations,  in  Britain  and 
abroad,  have  accepted  the  re¬ 
vised  conditions  offered  by 
the  Government,  following 
the  announcement  by  Sir 
Geoffrey  Howe,  the  Foreign 
Secretary,  in  1 984.  that  union 
membership  was  to  be  ban¬ 
ned. 

The  handful  of  people  who 
refused  to  take  the  £1,000 
compensation  and  remained 
in  the  union  are  still  working 
at  the  base.  They  indude  13 
people  who  initially  accepted 
The  money,  then  rejoined  the 
union.  They  have  been  penal¬ 
ised  by  having  their  incre¬ 
ments  and  promotion  pros¬ 
pects  frozen  and  have  been 
ordered  to  find  alternative 
employment 

After  last  night's  decision 
the  European  Commission  of 
Human  Rights  indicated  that 
it  would  make  a  statement 
today  and  would  provide  a  full 
written  considered  opinion  at 
a  later  date.

At  the  peak  of  its  saceess, 
built  on  a  policy  of  aggressive 
expansion,  Morgan  has  been 
cruelly  hit  by  a  series  of 
nrisfortmies  from  which  it  w31 
inevitably  take  much  time, 
patience  and  strength  of 
character  to  recover. 

The  paradox  is  that  the 
hank  has  been  a  victim  of  the 
very  success  that  carried  it  to 
the  top  of  the  tree  only  months 
before. 

It  is  no  coincidence  feat  the 
resignations  of  Mr  Chris¬ 
topher  Reeves,  the  chief  exec¬ 
utive,  and  Mr  Graham  Walsh, 
bed  of  corporate  fayw, 
came  as  a  result  of  an  internal 
review  of  management  struc¬ 
ture.

City  of  London  feels 
the  heat  of  change 


Morgan  Grenfell  yesterday  finally 
gave  up  an  ill-advised  and 
ultimately  self-defeating  at¬ 
tempt  to  stretch  the  credibility  gap 
beyond  all  reason:  it  accepted  the 
resignations  of  Christopher  Reeves, 
chief  executive,  and  Graham  Walsh, 
head  of  corporate  finance,  whose 
responsibilities  (not  the  same  thing  as 
involvement)  while  the  bank  was  advis¬ 
ing  Guinness  were  dear  to  everyone, 
save,  until  yesterday  apparently,  the 
Morgan  board  and  its  eminent  advisers. 
BTR  abandoned  its  bid  for 
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that,  for  the  time  being,  the  predatory 
takeover  game  was  over,  and  even  were 
it  not,  his  gladiators,  Morgan  Grenfell, 
were  unlikely  to  be  at  their  best 

While  BTR  was  bending  before  the 
political  backlash  against  aggressive 
bidders.  Hill  Samuel,  Midland  Bank 
and  Cazenove  were  feeling  the  cutting 
edge  of  industry’s  ire  against  City 
practices:  Turner  &  NewalL  casting 
itself  in  the  role  of  a  good  predator,  is 
taking  legal  action  against  them  for 
successfully  conspiring  to  keep  AE,  the 
first  time  round,  out  of  T&N*s  grasp. 

It  is  painftilly  evident  that  the 
demons,  which  the  Bank  of  England  and 
the  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry 
fondly  imagined  could  be  contained  in 
the  investigation  of  Guinness,  are 
multiplying;  and  if  they  are  not  con¬ 
fined,  by  hook  or  by  crook,  they  might 
do  extraordinary  damage  to  the  City, 
where  confidence  and  reputation  are 
nine-tenths  of  the  business,  and  to  the 
Conservative  Party  with  which  the  City 
is  spiritually  and  financially  finked. 

The  Bank  of  England  is  acutely  aware 
of  its  responsibilities,  with  David 
Walker  chained  with  the  difficult  and 
delicate  role  of  damage  limitation.  It  is 
obvious  that  the  Bank  had  finally  to  lean 
on  Morgan  Grenfell  to  take  the  kind  of 
action  to  which  the  board  seemed 
stubbornly  opposed  as  late  as  the 
weekend,  when  it  sent  out  a  probably 
belated  but  still  bizarre  letter  to 
shareholders.  The  Bank  of  England  has 
had  a  fascinating  historical  relationship 
with  Morgan  Grenfell:  one  of  its  ex- 
iuture  Governors,  Sir  John  Stevens, 
became  chairman  (and  tragically  died 
soon  after)  and  Morgan’s  present  chair¬ 
man,  Lord  Catto,  is  the  son  of  a  former 
Governor. 

The  irony  is  that  the  Bank  of  England 
might  conceivably  have  sealed 
Morgan’s  fete  as  an  independent  mer¬ 
chant  bank.  The  stock  market,  despite 
yesterday’s  drop  in  the  share  price,  is 
now  hooked  on  the  idea  that  Morgan’s 
best  chance  of  putting  the  recent  past 
behind  it  and  recovering  its  status  and 
fortunes  lies  in  it  becoming  part  of  a  big- 


needs  all  the  support  he  can  get  as  he 
endeavours  to  restructure  the  manage¬ 
ment  and  raise  morale. 

One  way  of  looking  at  Morgan's 
misfortunes  over  the  past  year  is  in  the 
context  of  Big  Bang.  The  bank  opted  to 
go  it  alone  on  a  turbulent  sea  of  change. 
It  made  waves  of  its  own  in  corporate  fi¬ 
nance  which  in  a  period  of  vigorous 
takeover  activity  was  both  high  profile 
and  highly  profitable.  Giving  its  Young 
Turks  their  heads  was  Morgan's  style: 
George  Magan  and  the  now  departed 
Roger  Seelig  were  the  recognized  mas¬ 
ters  of  the  craft,  envied  and  emulated  by 
alL  Excessive  zeal  and  insufficient 
control  from  above  have  exacted  a 
terrible  toll.  Hands-off  holding  boards 
are  not  always  as  good  as  they  seem. 


But  Morgan’s  experience  has  not  only 
highlighted  the  forces  of  competition 
and  ambition,  the  ways  the  takeover 
game  is  played  and  the  relative  ease  with 
which  the  ownership  of  major  com¬ 
panies  can  change;  it  has  also  focused 
attention  on  the  vulnerability  of  even 
the  leading  home  players  in  the  City 
post  Big  Bang.  Last  October  the  first 
team  had  six  members,  three  identified 
with  big  banks  (Barclays,  National 
Westminster  and  Midland)  and  three 
merchant  banking  groups  —  Mercury  (S 
G  Warburg),  Kleinwort  Benson  and 
Morgan  GrenfelL  Mercury  has  since  had 
to  see  off  the  attentions  of  Saul 
Steinberg,  Kleinwort  is  the  subject  of 
takeover  speculation,  Morgan  has  en¬ 
tered  a  long  dark  night  of  the  soul,  the 
Midland-Montagu  connection  has 
never  seemed  to  work  well  and  Barclays 
de  Zoete  Bevan  looks  to  have  a 
dangerously  elevated  cost  structure. 

In  brief,  the  rapid  rate  of  change 
initiated  by  Big  Bang  is  accelerating. 

Time  to  act  on  dollar 

News  of  today's  meeting  in  Wash¬ 
ington  between  the  Japanese 
finance  minister  Kiichi  Miya- 
zawa  and  the  US  Treasury  Secretary 
James  Baker  was  enough  to  halt  the 
slide  in  the  dollar  at  least  for  a  day.

The  gathering  pressure  on  Japanese 
industry  from  the  rise  and  rise  of  die  yen 
appears  to  have  persuaded  the  Japanese 
that  something  must  be  done.

Over  the  four-day  period  two 
policemen  kept  observation  on 
tbe  premises  which  comprised  a 
two-storey  terraced  house  where 
more  than  one  prostitute  carried 
on  trade  as  a  prostitute  but 
never  more  than  one  on  any 
particular  day . 

The  defendants  outlined  the 
variety  of  sexual  services  on 
offer  in  response  to  inquiries 
and  admitted  the  prostitutes 
followed  by  a  continual  stream 
of  men. 

Counsel  for  the  defendants 
contended  the  justices  were, 
wrong  in  holding  the  premises 
constituted  a  brothel  since  only 
one  prostitute  at  a  time  ever 
used  the  premises. 

In  Singleton  v  Ellison  ([1895] 
1  QB  607)  the  defendant  was 
charged  with  keeping  a  brothel 
contrary  to  section  13(1)  of  the 
Criminal  Law  (Amradmeul) 
Act  1885;  a  provision  essentially 
identical  to  section  33  of  the 
1956  ACL 

In  Singleton  tbe  justices 
found  the  defendant  used 


premises  for  the  purposes  of 
prostitution  but  as  die  was  tbe 
only  woman  doing  so  the 
premises  did  not  constitute  a 
brotheL  Whatever  doubt  might 
have  been  raised  over  the  years 
as  to  the  validity  of  the  case  they 
were  laid  to  rest  in  Gorman  v 
Standen  ([1964))  I  QB  294). 

In  the  present  case  there  was 
evidence  of  considerable  activ¬ 
ity  by  prostitutes  at  the  premises 
on  a  regular  basis  to  the  know¬ 
ledge  and  active  assistance  of 
the  defendants:  It  was  ridiculous 
to  conclude  tbe  premises  were 
not  a  brothel  at  all  material 
times. 

Whether  premises  constituted 
a  brothel  was  a  question  of  feet 
and  degree;  premises  were  not 
precluded  from  being  a  brothel 
by  the  feet  that,  on  any  one  day, 
only  one  prostitute  was  present. 
Where  women  resorted  to 
premises  for  tbe  purposes  of 
prostitution  the  premises  con¬ 
stituted  a  brothel  where  there- 
was  joint  use  as  a  team. 

Mr  Justice  Macpherson  deliv¬ 
ered  a  concurring  judgment.

Stroud  v  Weir  Associates  Ltd 
Before  Lord  Justice  O’Connor, 
Lord  Justice  Lloyd  and  Land 
Justice  GlideweQ 
[Judgment  January  19] 

A  court  determining  a  dispute 
over  the  pitch  fee  at  a  mobile 
home  site  was  entitled  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  actual  amount  of  the 
fee  and  in  doing  so  was  not 
obliged  to  consider  a  “fair 
market  rent”  by  reference  to 
evidence  of  pitch  fees  at  other 
allegedly  comparable  sites.

Disciplinary  proceedings  can  go  ahead 


McIntosh  v  McGowan  and 
Others 

Before  Lord  Justice  May  and  Sir 
John  Megaw 
[Judgment  January  19] 

The  Corby  District  Council 
Labour  Group  was  not  to  be 
restrained  from  carrying  on  with 
disciplinary  proceedings  that  it 

had  initiated  agiinfl.  ope  of  its 
members  in  respect  of  his 
activities  during  a  period  when 
he  had  the  Labour  whip  with¬ 
drawn. 

The  model  standing  orders  for 
Labour  groups  on  local  authori¬ 
ties  relating  to  the  withdrawal  of 
the  whip  were  ambiguous  and 
there  was  insufficient  material 
before  the  court  for  it  to  order 
that  the  proceedings  should  be 
halted. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  so  hdd 
in  dismissing  an  interlocutory 
appeal  by  the  plaintiff!  Mr 
Thomas  Scott  McIntosh,  from 
the  order  of  Judge  Francis  Allen 
sitting  as  a  High  Court  judge  in 
Nottingham  on  September  J, 
1986.  permitting  the  defendants, 
the  members  of  the  Corby 
District  Council  Labour  Group 
to  proceed  with  a  disciplinary 
hearing  against  him.

LORD  JUSTICE  MAY  said 
that  in  1983  the  plaintiff  was 
elected  a  Labour  councillor  oh 
Corby  District  Council  and 
thereupon  became  a  member  of 
the  Corby  District  Council  La¬ 
bour  Group.

Labour  Party  whose  decision 
shall  he  final  ” 

In  1985  the  whip  was  with¬ 
drawn  from  the  plaintiff  for  nine 
months.  During  that  period  his 
activities,  it  was  alleged,  made 
him  susceptible  to  further  disci¬ 
plinary  proceedings. 

Tbe  sole  issue  was  whether 
the  group  was  able  to  take 
disciplinary  proceedings  against 
a  member  m  respect  ofactivi ties 
by  him  at  a  time  when  die  whip 
was  withdrawn  from  him.  That 
turned  on  the  proper  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  standing  orders. 

Tbe  plaintiffs  case  was  that 
when  the  whip  was  withdrawn 
from  an  erstwhile  member  he 
ceased  for  the  time  being  to  be  a , 
member  of  the  group  and  owed 
no  duties  to  tbe  other  members 
during  that  time  and  when  be 
returned  to  the  group  no  disci¬ 
plinary  proceedings  could  be 
taken  regarding  intervening 
activities. 

The  defendants  contended 
that  withdrawal  of  the  whip  was 
not  synonymous  with  member¬ 
ship  and  if  merely  precluded 
attendance  at  meetings  and 


other  advantages  for  the  period 
of  the  withdrawal. 

His  Lordship  said  that  the 
applicable  standing  orders  left  a 
lot  to  be  desired.  The  proper 
construction  of  the  order  ih*i ' 
had  been  quoted  was  unclear.

This  marketing  disad¬ 
vantage  is  one  of  the  chief 
reasons- why  unit  trusts  are 
regarded.  - as  a  much  more 
accessible  port  of  call  for  small 
equity  investors  and  is  ev¬ 
idenced  by  the  fictfoat  assets 
managed  by  the  uml  trust 
industry-are  now  50-per  cent 
greater  than  those  of  the 
investment  trust  world. 

The  chief  “shop  window” 
disadvantage  for  investment 
trusts  is  that,  as  public  com¬ 
panies,  they  cannot  market 
their  own  shares.  It  follows

Unit 
trusts  arequite  different.  They 
are  open-ended  funds  whose 
managers  have  die  power  to 
issue  and  redeem  units 
quickly  and  easily. 

A  consequence  of  invest¬ 
ment  trusts  being  unable  to 
market  their  own  shares  is  that 
you  will  not  see  them  advertis¬ 
ing  their  investment  perfor¬ 
mance  and  management  drills 
in  the  high  profile  way  that 
unit  trusts  do.  When  you  add 
to  this  high  profile  die  feet  that 
the  great  majority  of  unit  trust 
groups  pay  a  very  handsome 
rate  of  commission  to  inter¬ 
mediaries  who  sell  their  units 
to  the  public,  one  wonders 
■  how  the  investment  trust  sec¬ 


tor,  has  wwwflgf**  to  attract, 
and' indeed  retain,  any  private 
investors  at  afi. 

The  reason  it  has  is  that 
among  discerning  investors 
there  is  an  awareness  that 
investment  trusts  can  boast 
their  own  pluses  over  unit 
trusts  even  though  these  rarely 
get  trumpeted  publicly. 

For  example,  investment 
trusts  are  not  restricted  to 
quoted  equity  investments, 
but  can  put  investors’  money 
into  any  promising  opportu¬ 
nity  wherever  they,  see  it  This 
could  be  outside  the  field  of 
Stock  Exchange  investment 
altogether,  perhaps  in  un¬ 
quoted  companies  or  prop¬ 
erty.  Also,  unlike  unit  trusts, 
investment  trusts  can  borrow 
money  to  finance  the  purchase 
of  assets. 

Of  course,  such  freedoms  do 
not  guarantee  bigger  profits 
for  investors.  They  could  just 
as  easily  increase  the  scope  fbr 
mistakes.  But,  based  on 
performance,  which  is,  after 
all,  the  only  Teal  criterion,  it 
seems  that  investment  trusts 
get  it  right  more. often  than 
they  get  it  wrong. 

The  Association  of  Invest¬ 


ment  Trust  Companies  .  re¬ 
cently  published  figures  show¬ 
ing  that  over  a  10-year  period 
to  August  31,  1986,  a  £1,000 
investment  in  investment

After  foe  Chancellor  had  an¬ 
nounced  .foe  introduction,  of 
Personal  Equity  Hans  (PEPS) 
in  his  1986  Budget,  foe  im¬ 
mediate  :  enthusiasm  of  the 
investment  trust  industry 
quickly  evaporated.  This  was 
because  it  soon  became  dear 
that  Nisei  Lawson  saw  no 
place  in  the  PEPs  structure  for 
investment  trusts. 

Subsequently,  and  partly  as 
a  result  of  lobbying  by  the 
Association  of  Investment 
Trust  Companies  (ATTC),  Mr 
Lawson  relented  to  the  extent 
that  there  is  now  a  limited  role 
for  investment  trusts  in  die 
REPS  set-up. 

Personal  Equity  Plans  have 
only  just  come  into  being.  Put 
simply,  a'  PEP  is  a  vehicle 
whereby  investors  are  permit¬ 
ted  to  invest  up  to  £2,400  a 
year  (£200  a  month)  in  or¬ 
dinary  shares  of  UK  com¬ 
panies  listed  on  the  Stock 
Exchange  or  in  USM  com¬ 
panies;  up  to  £420  or  25  per 
.cent  of  the  investment  (which¬ 
ever  is  foe  higher)  can  be  put

Provided  the  PEP  invest¬

Today,  The  Times  begins  a  regular  monthly  series  of  features  on  the  fascinating  world  of 
antiques,  which  will  cover  a  wide  range  of  collectables  from  toys  to  Turner 


In  the  an  and  antiques  market  the 
month  ahead  begins  as  it  ends,  with 
drawings  and  watercolours.  Today 
the  Duchess  of  York  opens  the 
second  annual  World  of  Drawings 
and  Watercolours  Fair  at  the  Park  Lane 
Hotel. 

This  year  them  will  be  about  SO 
exhibitors*  including  three  from  abroad 
and  they  will  be  offering  mom  than  2,000 
works  tanging  from  the  Old  Masters  to 
contemporary  watercolours.  Naturally 
there  will  be  a  strong  emphasis  on  the 
English  School  of  the  18th  and  19th 
centuries  and  the  great  names  of  Cozens. 
Girtin.  Turner,  Cox  and  de  Wint. 

Visitors  to  the  fair  can  also  see  two 
loan  exhibitions.  Travellers  Abroad 
from  the  Diploma  Collection  of  the  Royal 
Watercolour  Society,  and  Gainsborough 
Drawings  arranged  by  the  curator  of  the 
artist's  birthplace  museum  in  Suffolk. 
Four  lectures  will  also  be  given  under  the 
aegis  of  the  fair,  which  runs  until  Sunday 
1 1  lam  to  8pm  daily,  last  day  to  7pm). 

Traditionally  the  first  two  months  of 
the  year  found  the  London  trade  in 
hibernation,  but  now  there  are  two  major 
fairs  to  keep  them  active.  The  second,  at 
the  Dorchester  Hotel  from  January  30  to 
February  2.  is  the  International  Stiver  & 
Jewellery  Fair  and  Seminar  I  (1  lam  to 
8pm  daily).  Here  too  the  range  is  vast  - 
from  cufflinks  to  candelabra,  from  salt 
spoops  to  salvers  and  from  toys  and 
trinkets  to  tiaras.

Thee 
there  is  furniture  by  such  pillars  of  the 
craft  revival  as  Sidney  Barnsley  and 
Gordon  Russell.  Art  Deco  ceramics  and 
modem  or  contemporary  pottery  and

mirror  painting  and  a  Swiss  musical  box. 

On  February  2,  both  masochists  and 
lovers  of  luxury  will  be  catered  for.  In  an 
auction  held  by  Welch  in  Great 
Dumnow,  Essex,  there  is-what  appears  to 
be  a  handsome  18th  century  glazed 
earthenware  leech  jar,  and  in  one  of 
Sotheby’s  fast  “Conduit  Street"  sales 
there  is  a  Foot's  Patent  adjustable 
armchair  of  about  1910.  This  is  a 
button  back  in  green  leather  with  adjust¬ 
able  arms,  back  and  tray,  and  it  has  an 
adjustable  pull-out  footrest '  A  very 
clubbable  item  of  furniture. 

Both  Phillips  and  Bonhams  are  enthu¬ 
siastic  promoters  of  theme  sales,  and 
February  provides  them  with  two  ad¬ 
mirable  opportunities  for  indulgence.

Jackson’s  maturity 
will  be  tested 


by  American  rival

A  good  year  for  British  hur¬ 
dlers  was  1967.  Colin  Jackson, 
Lesley- Anne  Skeete  and  Jon 
Ridgeon  were  all  bom  within  a 

few  days  of  one  another- almost 
20  years  ago  and  are  coming  to 


Third  in  that  Los  Angeles  race 
was  the  outdoor  high  hurdles 
record  holder,  Rena ldo  Ne- 
hemiah.  Those  who  blithely 
'compare  Jackson  to  Neberaiah 
Speak  truer  than  they  know. 
Before  he  made  the  mistake  of 
going  into  professional  Ameri¬ 
can  football  four  years  ago  —  he 
was  reinstated  last  summer  — 
Nehemiah  was  one  of  the  few 
athletes  with  the  potential  all¬ 
round  talent  to  rival  Carl  Lewis. 


Jackson  reversed  the  form  of 
the  previous  year  when  be  heat 
Ridgeon  to  the  world  junior  title 
last  summer.  And  the  young 
Welshman  kepi  up  the  pressure 
two  Saturdays  ago  when  be 

broke  Ridgeon’s  UK  senior 
indoor  record  with  7.60  seconds 
for  the  60-metres  hurdles.  That 
makes  Jackson  (me  of  the 
favourites  Cot  the  European 
indoor  title  next  month.

Jockey  Club  seek  united  front 
on  Sunday  racing  proposals

At  the  announcement  of  the 
report  of  the  Jockey  Club's 
working  party  on  Sunday 
racing  in  Portman  Square 
yesterday.  Lord  Wyatt  fore¬ 
cast  racing  on  the  sabbath  was 
a  possibility  within  four  to 
five  years. 

"In  every  other  country 
they  have  got  their  priorities 
right.  They  first  go  to  church 
and  [hen  they  go  racing.  But 
this  is  a  heathen  land,  so  we 
.  shall  have  to  try  and  win  over 
the  great  hypocritical  belt  that 
is  against  us.”  he  said. 

Talking  about  the  likely 
formation  of  a  committee  to 
study  the  report  and  take 
general  soundings  within  the 
industry.  Lord  Fairfaaven,  the 
senior  steward  of  the  Jockey 
Club,  said:  "We  welcome  the 
report  and  give  the  stewards 
wholehearted  support  for  the 
central  recommendation  that 
a  campaign  should  be  started 
to  bring  about  a  change  in  the 
legislation  which  would  en¬ 
able  racing  with  both  on  and 
off-course  betting  to  take  place 
on  Sundays. 

Commenting  on  the  present 
legal  restrictions  on  Sunday 
betting,  Lord  Fairhaven  went 
on:  "It  is  absurd  that  in  an 
increasingly  competitive 
environment,  racing  should 
continue  to  be  deprived  of  the 
opportunity  of  holding  meet¬ 
ings  on  a  day  of  jrrime  leisure 
time,  making  Britain  the  only 
major  racing  country  in  the 
world  prevented  by  law  from 
staging  racing  on  Sunday, 
except, at  present  New  Zea¬ 
land.

The  Sahara  Desert  and  the 
annual  Paris  to  Dakar  rally  have 
become  famous  over  the  past  few 
years  for  the  punishment  they 
hand  out  day  after  day  for  three 
weeks  ra  January  when  lJXX) 
rally  drivers,  adventurers  and 
wealthy  entrepreneurs  attempt 
to  cross  the  vast  expanse  of  sand 
and  rock  between  Algiers  and 
Dakar.  Senegal. 

The  backbreaking  route, 
which  twists  through  Algeria, 
Niger,  Mali  and  Mauritania  so 
for  this  year  has  spared  the  lives 
of  the  predominantly  French 
raByists.  Memories  of  Mark 
Thatcher's  disappearance  in  tire 
sandy  wastelands  for  a  |wwg 
three  days  in  1982  are  still  at  the 
forefront  of  many  a  competitor's 
mind  when  they  are  faced  with 
dunes  in  excess  of 300  fcet  high. 

After  the  death  last  year  of  the 
rally's  founder,  Thierry  Sabin, 
faith  in  the  event  has  bees 
restored  for  1987  with  the  entry 
of  die  worid  championship- 
winmng  Peugeot  Camel  team. 

Ari  Vatanen,  the  1981  worid 
champion,  has  stamped  his 
mark  on  the  unique  event  by 
leading  tbe  field,  which  includes 
many  expert  desert  racers,  for 
all  but  six  of  the  Paris  to 
Dakar's  20  days  op  till  bow. 


Vatanen's  feat *s  highlighted  by 
the  fact  that  he  has  never  rained 
in  the  desert  before  and  started 
the  African  section  in  a  lowly 
place  almost  200 cars  behind  tbe 
leader.  The  “Flying  Ran"  has 
also  just  recovered  from  serious 
injury  in  the  Argentine  rally  18 
months  agOL 

The  nightmare  die  organizers 
fear  most,  cars  disappearing  eo 
mass  In  treacherous  sand  dunes, 
almost  became  reality  between 
Tidjikta  and  the  ancient  Islamic 
city  of  Chingnetti.  Tbe  set  time 
for  the  343-kilometre  special 
stage  passed  and  only  five 
vehicles  had  reported  to  the 
checkpoint  at  the  finish  fine. 
Over  100  cars,  motorcycles  and 
trucks  were  nneccounted  for  in 
the  notoriously  harsh  Maurita¬ 
nian  desert. 

Search  planes  located  the 
bulk  of  die  field  amongst 
continuous  crinfe-sacs  of  sand. 
The  scare  of  the  potential  situa¬ 
tion  was  dear  on  the  faces  of  tbe 
team  managers.  Jean  Todt,  who 
heads  the  molti-million  Franc 
Peugeot  Canid  team  was  furi¬ 
ous:  “If  I  had  known  that  this 
sort  of  thing  was  going  to 
happen,  I  weald  never  have 
entered  the  rally.”  The  reason 
for  the  delay  and  loss  of  the 


vehicles  was  traced  to. a  fault  in 
the  rally  roadbook  wfajch  guides 
afi  the  navigators.  Todt  Mamed 
the  organizers  for  the  mistake: 
“I  need  some  form  of  gnarantee 
that  this  wifi  not  happen  again  if 
Peugeot  will  enter  the  Paris  to 
Dakar  next  year.  That  would  be 
a  great  shame  ...  it  is  a  very 
important  event  fix  us." 

Ari  .Vateneu  looks  likely  to 
win  the  event  on  Thursday  in 
Dakar,  but  tbe  ultra-reliable 
force  of  Range  Rovers  with 
Patrick  Zaniroli  heading  the 
pack  in  second  spot  could  defeat 
the  might  of  tbe  world 
champion. 

John  Faulkner,  die  Land- 
Rover  team's  competition  man¬ 
ager,  is  exdted  at  the  thought  of 
another  win  for  the  Solihull 
firm.

Souness  back  in  reckoning 


Yesterday’s  hero  has  the  last 
laugh  as  Bond  is  scuttled

They  sailed  Australia  IV  back 
to  her  moorings  in  Fremantle 
last  night  in  what  might  be 
described  as  inglorious  tircum- 
stances.  She  was  finished  —  out 
of  the  America's  Com  battered 
and  defeated,  in  total  contrast  to 
the  fate  of  her  Qlnstrioos  prede¬ 
cessor.  Australia  CL  three  sum¬ 
mers  ago  in  Newport. 

The  final  beating  yesterday  at 
the  hands  of  Kookaburra  HI  not 
only  rendered  the  costly  12- 
metre  raring  yacht  redundant,  it 
also  ended  the  reign  of  Alan 
Bond,  the  London-born  mold- 
millionaire  from  Western 
Australia,  as  overlord  of  the 
.America’s  Cop.  It  also  wrapped 
op  the  necessity  for  the  big 
America's  Cop  defence  offices  in 
the  heart  of  Bond's  financial 
empire  in  Perth.  It  stmmed 
Bond’s  right-hand  man,  Warren 
Jones,  the  administrative  head 
of  the  Australian  challenges 
since  1974,  and  it  devastated 
Ben  Lexcen,  the  designer  who 
first  pot  the  winged  keel  on 
Australia  II  in  1982. 

And  what  cansed  the  defeat,  if 
indeed  such  a  complex  question 
can  be  answered  in  a  few  words? 
In  ray  rather  biased  view,  it  was 
the  absence  of  the  man  who 
sailed  Australia  II  into  victory  in 
Newport,  John  Bertrand,  of 
Melbourne. 

The  exaltation  about  the  keel 
aod  the  “wonder  boat”  in  1983 
meant  that  the  great  helmsman 
would  never  receive  the  recog¬ 
nition  his  victory  deserved  —  at 
least  not  until  the  same  money 
man  (Bond),  the  same  team  bos 
(Jones)  and  the  same  designer 
(Lexcen)  had  found  out  what  life 
was  like  without  him. 

For  the  1986-87  defence,  they 
even  fielded  the  same  tactician 
Hngh  Treharne.  the 


ships  than  he  cares  to  recall.  He 
even  won  the  United  States 
championship  in  the  Finn  class 
and  the  US  match-raring 
championship.  He  finished  first 
in  the  world  Finn  championship.

Fewster.  But  without  Bertrand, 
it  was  all  as  nothing  —  particu¬ 
larly  for  Bond,  Jones  and 
Lexcen.  who  could  only  watch  in 
horror  as  their  yoeng  skipper, 
Colin  Beashel,  struggled  to  fin 
die  giant  sea  boots  of  his  former 
mentor  Bertrand. 

Great  races  at  this  level  are 
won,  as  they  say  on  the  race 
track,  by  “necks  and  short 
heads",  by  split-second  de¬ 
cisions  made  by  men  of  vast 
experience  in  international  com¬ 
petition.  Bertrand  is  perhaps  the 
only  sailor  Australia  has  ever 
had  with  such  qualification. 

A  champion  of  his  country 
since  the  age  of  15,  Bertrand 
won  more  national  champion-

psychology,  be  named  his  crew 
to  Newport  into  the  consummate 
fighting  nnfr  with  theft  private 
motto:  “We  are  doing  this  for 
each  other.

The  short,  stocky  Bond  and 
Jones  always  found  it  hard  to 
come  to  terms  with  the  intellect 
of  the  6ft  3fo  Bertrand,  who  also 
bolds  a  master's  degree  in 
marine  engineering  from  the 
MIT  to  Boston.  They  derided 
his  insistence  on  psychological 
mastery  over  opponents  —  and 
Bond  was  quoted  as  saying 
scornfully:  “We  had  to  hire  a 
psychologist  to  bold  Bertrand 
together." 

As  usual,  be  under-estimated 
his  man.  There  was  no  time  to 
the  fast  world  of  Bond  and  Jones 
to  ponder  upon  those  moments 
when  Bertrand  outsailed  Conner 

comprehensively.  Whea  he 
docked  underneath  Liberty, 
tacking  tight  within  todies, 
caught  the  wind  shifts,  made  the 
critical  derisions,  colled  for 
sodden  sail  changes,  they  saw 
only  Lexcen’s  winged  keel  slic¬ 
ing  through  the  water. 

And  when  Bertrand  and  I 
finally  wrote  his  best-seUhig 


autobiography.  Bom  To  Win,  in 
which  he  pointed  oat  the  sri 
tific  inadequacies  of  the  keel  and 
bow  the  Om  was  won  from  the 
tmargnable  viewpoint  of  the  man 
who  salted  the  boat,  the  ky 
reception  it  received  to  the  Perth 
offices  of  Bond  was  extraor¬ 
dinary- They  detested  him  for  it, 
for  stealing  Iheir  (hander  —  this 
brilliant  sailor  whom  they  had  to 
pay  a  six-figure  sum  to  win  the 
races  for  them.  And  when  finally 
the  television  soap  opera  “The 
Challenge"  was  made  (it  coo- 
chided  b ere  last  week)  it  por¬ 
trayed  John  more  or  1 
reduced  to  the  status  of  Band's 
office  boy.  And  it  ended  predict¬ 
ably  with  Bond  and  Lexcen 
walking  off  to  trinmph,  the 
victory  theirs,  and  theirs  alone, 
with  the  chief  exclaiming:  “Next 
time  we'll  do  it  right!" 

But  next  time  they  did  it 
wrong.  Because  they  went  to  sea 
without  their  most  important 
asset,  the  skipper  and  helmsman 
who  outgunned  Conner  i 
Rhode  Island  Sound  to  1983.

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Masur  displays  a 
champion’s  calm 
as  Becker  cracks

Boris  Becker,  the  Wimble¬ 
don  champion  for  the  past  two 
years,  was  beaten  4-6. 7-6. 6-4, 
6-7, 6-2  by  Wally  Masur  in  ihe 
Australian  championships  on 
the  centre  court  at  Kooyong 
last  evening.  The  superb 
match  lasted  three  hours  and 
3S  minutes,  but  Masur  had 
three  match  points  in  the 
fourth  set  tie-break.  He  took 
the  fifth  set  with  a  run  of  six 
games  from  0-2  down. 

The  quiet  unassuming 
Masur.  aged  23.  is  a  “good” 
man  in  the  old-fashioned 
sense  and  an  exemplary 
sportsman.  even  by 
Australia's  high  standards. 
Oddly,  he  was  bom  in  Eng¬ 
land.  Masur's  Australian 
mother  had  been  a  school¬ 
teacher  in  Britain  and,  having 
married  an  Austrian,  she  de¬ 
cided  to  pop  over  from  Graz 
to  have  her  baby  in 
Southampton.  Later  the  fam¬ 
ily  emigrated  and  settled  in 
Canberra. 

Masur  is  now  in  the  quarter¬ 
finals.  He  achieved  similar 
prominence  in  1983  but  has 
never  before  had  a  win  like 
yesterday's.  The  news  of  it  will 
echo  around  the  world  of 
tennis  and  Masur's  pleasure 
will  be  shared  by  everyone 
who  knows  him.  “It  feels 
good.”  he  said  immediately 
after  the  match,  “but  it’s  a  bit 
shattering.  I'm  in  rather  a  haze 
at  the  moment.  It  seems 
wieid.  Which  court  am  I  on 
tomorrow?  I  must  try  to  put 
this  match  behind  me  —  and 
saviour  it  later.” 

In  the  last  Australian 
championships,  played  more 
than  13  months  ago,  Masur 
bad  two  match  points  against 
the  eventual  champion,  Stefan 
Ed  berg,  and  would  probably 
have  finished  him  ofrbut  for  a 
troublesome  leg  muscle.  There 
was  a  time  yesterday,  after 
three  match  points  and  the 
fourth  set  bad  slipped  away 
from  him,  when  Masur  asked 
himself:  “Will  this  be  1985 
revisited?”  That  was  the  way 
it  looked  when  Becker  was  2-0 
up  in  the  fifth  set  but  “a  little 
mentally  tired”,  as  Becker  put 
it 

“At  the  end  of  the  fourth  set 
I  thought  1  had  lost  it,”  Masur 
said  later,  “but  I  told  myself 
thai  1  had  to  find  something  in 
me  to  turn  it  around.  Boris 
thought  he  had  won.  He  had 
me  in  the  bag  and  my  head 
was  beginning  to  hang.  But  he 
let  the  crowd  rattle  him  a  bit. 
It  was  a  real  boost  for  me  to 


see  that  he  was  getting  tight  At 
times  Boris  does  seem  fallible, 
nervous  and  shows  his  age.” 

Becker,  aged  19,  who  is 
prone  to  neither  conceit  nor 
false  modesty,  reckons  that 
winning  Wimbledon  twice 
makes  him  the  best  grass  court 
player  in  die  world.  But  in 
three  challenges  on  the  grass  of 
Kooyong  he  has  only  once 
reached  the  quarter-finals,  los¬ 
ing  to  Ben  Testerman, 
Michieo  Schapers  and  Masur 
in  turn.  Yesterday  Becker  lost 
more  than  a  tennis  match.  He 
also  lost  many  admirers. 

Becker  began  well  but  then 
became  confused,  frustrated 
and  angry  because  bis  services 
and  returns  kept  letting  him 
down,  because  he  found  a  few 
line  derisions  hard  to  take, 
and  because  he  received  two 
warnings  from  the  umpire  — 
one  for  allegedly  receiving 
coaching  (a  ridiculous  charge) 
and  the  other  for  the  technical 
offence  of  a  time  violation. 

On  the  other  hand  Becker 
got  away  with  angry  racket-

throwing  (he  broke  one 
racket),  swatting  loose  balls 
about  and  shouting  at  the 
umpire.  The  players  agreed 
that  the  umpire  was  inconsis¬ 
tent  and  they  were  justified. 
But  the  general  standard  of 
umpiring  here  has  been  exem¬ 
plary.  The  umpires,  like  the 
spectators,  know  their  stuff 
The  difference  between  um¬ 
pires  and  players  is  that 
umpires  are  never  allowed  to 
fall  short  of  perfection. 

Whatever  the  reasons — and 
we  must  not  forget  the  crowd’s 
excited  support  for  a  particu¬ 
larly  popular  Australian  — 
Becker  became  a  deeply  trou¬ 
bled  young  man.  “I  don't 
know  what  happened,”  Becker 
said.  “I  couldn't  play,  I  was 
losing  my  head,  and  I  was 
doing  things  that  are  not 
normal  for  me.  And  Wally  is  a 
very  steady  player.  You  have 
to  beat  him  —  and  I  couldn't” 

There  were  times  when 
nothing  seemed  to  be  going 
right  for  Becker  and  his  re¬ 
action  to  the  accumulation  of 
stress  was  18  double-faults 
and  a  series  of  self-indulgent 
tantrums  at  odds  (as  he  sug¬ 
gested)  with  his  track  record. 
For  Masur,  on  the  other  hand, 
everything  was  slotting  into 
place.  The  Australian  told

The  Government  have  been 
asked  to  distribute  one  million 
leaflets  to  sports  centres, 
swimming' pools  and  private 
dabs  warning  of  the  danger  of 
Aids  (John  Goodbody  writes). 

Hie  Fitness  and  Health 
Advisory  Group  wanta  leaflet, 
Aids  in  Leisure,  similar  to 
Aids  on  Employment,  which  is 
already  in  dradation,  to  be 
drawn  up  immediately. 

The  department  of  Health 
and  Sodal  Security  have  al¬ 
ready  received  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  13-member 
group,  made  up  of  medical 
representatives  from  the 
Sports  Council  and  the  Health 
Education  Council  and  chaired 
by  Professor  Jerry  Morris. 

A  spokeswoman  for  the 
Sports  Council  said  yesterday: 
“We  have  had  no  incidents  of 
Aids  in  sport  but  this  does  not 
mean  there  is  any  room  for 
complacency.  This  is  why  we  i 
feel  a  leaflet  is  advisable.  We 
feel  it  is  up  to  the  Government 1 
to  take  action  bat  we  welcome 
any  initiatives  from  individual 
governing  bodies.” 

A  total  of  41,000  football 
debs  in  England  yesterday 
received  a  leaflet  from  the 
Football  Association  warning 
about  Aids.  It  recommended 
the  abolition  of  communal 
baths  and  the  installation  of 
showers.  Playing  kits  should 
also  be  kept  dean  and  not  be 
shared.  The  guidelines  follow 
those  sent  to  dabs  from  die 
Rugby  Union. 

Mr  Glen  Erton,  an  FA 
spokesman,  said  that  the  FA 
lad  yet  to  hear  of  a  person 
contracting  Aids  though  foot¬ 
ball  but  the  dangers  were  real 
and  the  FA’s  medical  com¬ 
mittee  had  thought  it  advis¬ 
able  to  issue  warnings. 

But  the  Sports  Council  for 
Wales  this  week  issued  new 
guidelines  pointing  out  that 
there  was  no  evidence  that 
infection  was  transmissible  by 
sharing  washing,  eating  and 
drinking  utensils  or  toOet 
facilities  but  they  did  not  point 
out  that  toothbrushes,  Shaving 
kits,  face  flannels  and  towels 
which  may  become  contami¬ 
nated  with  blood,  most  not  be 
shared. 

The  Sports  Council  for 
Wales  have  lifted  their  ban  on 
the  use  of  sports  facilities  for 
Aids  sufferers.  Last  month  a 
swimmer  who  had  contracted 
the  disease  was  barred  from 
using  a  pool

Some  of  Britain's  most  fam¬ 
ous  sports  events  are  at  risk 
because  of  the  new  agreement 
on  sponsorship  between  the 
Government  and  the  tobacco 
companies.  The  three-year 
voluntary  accord  to  freeze 
expenditure  on  sponsorship  at 
£82  million  and  further  re- 
stria  the  opportunities  for 
companies  to  promote  ciga¬ 
rettes,  will  make  many  exec¬ 
utives  reassess  sponsorship 
plans. 

Brian  Roach,  the  special 
events  manager  of  Rothman's, 
said:  “Anything  which  im¬ 
poses  further  restrictions  on 
our  benefits  from  sponsoring 
events  obviously  makes  these 
events  less  interesting  to  us.” 

The  new  agreement  in¬ 
cludes:  the  increase  by  50  per 
cent  in  the  size  of  health 
warnings  at  televised  compe- 
titons;  tighter  control  over  the 
siting  of  signs;  companies 
being  unable  to  support  events 
which  appeal  mainly  to  spec¬ 
tators  under  18  mid  com¬ 
panies  being  allowed  to  spend 
a  maximum  of  20  per  cent  on 
advertising  and  promotions 
compared  with  30  per  cent  in 
previous  years. 

Tobacco  companies  tend  to 
pay  huge  sums  of  money  to 
sponsor  major,  glamorous 
events,  which  comparatively 
few  other  firms  have  the 
resources  to  finance.  The  Brit¬ 
ish  Masters  golf  champion¬ 
ships  bad  no  sponsor  in  1984, 
but  then  Dunhills  stepped  in 
with  prize  money  of £500,00 0. 


This  was  enough  to  attract 
some  of  the  top  players  with 
Lee  Trevino  winning  in  1985 
and  Seve  Ballesteros  in  1986. 
Hie  event  at  Woburn  has  one 
more  year  to  run  before  the 
contract  ends. 

Rothmans  also  sponsor  Ihe 
Grand  Prix  snooker  event  at 
Reading,  which  last  year  saw  a 
row  between  the  company  and 
the  BBC  on  the  exposure  of 
Rothmans  signs  and  colours, 
and  the  current  Rothmans 
Matchroom  League  snooker. 

A  new  three-year  agreement 
for  sponsorship  of  the  Grand 
Prix  is  being  negotiated  and 
Roach  said:  “The  tournament 
is  not  as  attractive  to  us 
because  of  the  BBC's  res¬ 
trictions  last  year  and  also  this 
new  agreement  This  has  been 
reflected  in  the  negotiations.” 

Roach  argues  that  if  tobacco 
companies  were  to  stop 
sponsoring  sport  then  other 
firms,  currently  backing 
smaller  events,  might  be 
tempted  to  replace  them.  This 
would  leave  a  large  number  of 
small  events  and  projects 
without  finance. 

Peter  Dyke,  head  of  spon¬ 
sored  events  at  Imperial  To¬ 
bacco,  whose  interest  includes 
the  Embassy  world  darts, 
snooker  and  bowls  champion¬ 
ships  and  1 1  years  of  the  John 
Player  Cup  in  rugby  union  and 
19  years  of  the  John  Player 
Special  trophy  in  rugby  league 
says  that  agreements  for  both 
the  last  two  competitions  are 
about  to  be  renegotiated. 


himself  “Today's  the  day  - 
take  your  chance.” 

Masur’s  game,  like  his  na¬ 
ture,  is  neat,  composed  and 
unfiissy.  There  is  nothing 
spectacular  about  his  tennis 
but,  on  yesterday’s  evidence, 
no  Weaknesses.  One  feature  of 
his  performance  was  that 
mentally,  technically  and  tac¬ 
tically  he  kept  his  game  at  a 
level  that  could  not  reasonably 
have  been  expected  from  a 
player  ranked  71st  in  the 
world.  Another,  obviously, 
was  that  he  had  the  guts  and 
ability  to  put  those  missed 
match  points  behind  Mm  ^ 
recover  from  0-2  down  in  the 
fifth  set  to  beat  the  Wimble¬ 
don  champion. 

The  drama  was  con¬ 
centrated  into  the  20-point  tie 
break  that  ended  the  fourth 
set  By  that  time  afternoon 
had  given  way  to  evening,  the 
players  were  casting  gigantic 
shadows  across  the  court,  the 
public  were  very  excited  in¬ 
deed,  and  Becker  occasionally 
seemed  likely  to  do  his  nut 
There  were  many  spectacular 
rallies  —  played  amid  those 
awfully  tense  silences  peculiar 
to  vast  assemblies. 

The  best  of  those  rallies 
ended  the  tie  break.  Having 
saved  three  match  points, 
Becker  had  his  second  set 
point.  The  ensuing  rally  chal¬ 
lenged  belief.  It  was  all  whip¬ 
lash  patterns.  At  the  end  of  it 
Masur  was  flat  on  his  face, 
having  lunged  in  vain  as  the 
ball  sped  past  him,  and  Becker 
...  well,  you  know  Becker.  His 
head  was  back,  his  fists  up  and 
he  was  giving  his  familiar 
impression  of  cycling  down  a 
cobbled  street  without  a 
bicycle. 

We  thought,  as  Becker 
doubtless  did.  that  a  brave 
challenge  had  been  quenched 
—  but  we  were  wrong.  The 
match  ended  with  two  doutrie- 
faults  by  the  mighty  Becker.  It 
was  typical  of  Masur  that, 
though  he  wanted  to  throw  his 
racket  in  the  air,  he  resisted 
the  temptation  because  be 
knew  how  irritating  such  a 
gesture  can  be  to  a  player  on 
the  wrong  end  of  a- 
marvellously  close  match. 

And  it  was  typical  ofBecker 
that  be  should  say:  “I  am  a 
young  player  and  sometimes 
it's  good  to  be  woken  up  and 
reminded  that  there  is  a  lot  of 
work  to  do.  Life  is  not  always 
sunshine.  There  are  bad  days, 
too.  I  lost  a  tennis  match  but  I 
am  still  alive.” 


Council  lose  top  men 


The  Sports  Council,  who 
distribute  £36  million  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  money  to  national 
bodies  and  sports  centres, 
were  abuzz  with  controversy 
yesterday  (John  Goodbody 
writes). 

The  Council  simultane¬ 
ously  sacked  Peter  Young,  the 
finance  and  administration 
officer  at  the  Holme  Pierre- 
pont  National  Centre  in  Not¬ 
tingham  after  a  routine  audit 
revealed  “financial  irregular¬ 
ities",  and  also  accepted  the 
resignation  of  David  Pond, 
the  chief  finance  officer  at  its 
London  headquarters  since 
1972. 

The  police  have  been  in¬ 
formed  of  the  “irregularities” 
at  Holme  Pierrepont,  but  a 
spokesman  for  the  Sports 


Council  stressed:  “There  is  no 
connection  between  the  early 
retirement  of  Mr  Pond  and 
any  legal  proceedings  against 
Mr  Young.” 

It  is  understood  that  up  to 
£80,000  may  be  missing,  but 
the  body  would  not  confirm 
the  figure.  “We  have  no 
further  comment  to  make 
because  we  are  carrying  out  a 
thorough  investigation,”  a 
spokesman  said- 

Mr  Pond,  who  previously 
worked  for  the  Central  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Physical  Recreation 
between  1967  and  1972,  is 
taking  early  retirement  from 
January  31.  The  Council  of¬ 
ficially  said  they  were  accept¬ 
ing  his  resignation  “with
